‘NEW PARTY LAUNCHED 


Less Than a Dozen Delegates Held 
Convention In a Bedroom 
Columbus, O., Aug. 1.—The “Progres- 
sive Democratic party” was organized 
here yesterday. The attendance was 
so small that many doubted at first 
whether any attempt would be made to 
hold a state convention. 
The week following the recent Demo- 
cratic state convention, a conference 
was held at Cleveland, protesting 
against the present Democratic plat- 
form, ignoring Bryan, free silver and 
other issues, and in not reaflirming 
either of the national platforms on 
which Bryan made his runs for the 
presidency. At that conference a call 
was issued for a state couvention of 
“Bryan Democrats” and 
posed to the Democratic 
publican state platforms, to meet here 
yesterday. But less than a dozen men 
responded and attended the christen- 
ing of the new party. 

George A. Groot as both temporary 
and permanent chairman yesterday , and 
was mude chairnian of the state con 
mittee of the new party. The con 
vention was held in his at the 
Great Southern hotel, and in that small 
room he made his keynote speech of u 
half hourinlength, The reporters, who 
were perched on and about the bed, 
outnumbered the delegates by 2 to 1.

The total attendance did not exceed 
30. 

Even the promoters of the moyement 
did not disguise their disappointment at 
thesmallattendance. They enjoyed the 
participation by the reporters, who 
were allowed to take part in the pro- 
ceedings with suggestions.

For yenrs, the Soo 
line, which is an auxiliary company of 
the Canadian Pacitic, has been con- 
tinually accused by the Chicago-St 
Paul roads with cuttiug their through 
rates from the northwest to the eastern 
cities. 


A Shortage of $34,549 

Rome, Ga., Aug. 1.—V. T. Sanford 
tax collector of Floyd county, was in 
dicted by the grand jury yesterday upon 
charges of embezzling. It is alleged in 
the indictment that Sanford is short 
$34,249. <A cuarantee company of Bal 
timore is on Sanford’s bond for $125 
000. ‘The bond company claim they are 
not Hable, for the reason that the county 
authorities were negligent in checking 
Sanford’s books. 


Train Held Up In Indiana 
Chicago, Aug. 1—A New York and 
Washington vestibule train on the Bal- 
timore and Ohio railroad, bound for 
Chicago, was held up last night by two 
masked men near Grand Calumet 
Heights, Ind. A storage mail ear, mis- 
taken by the robbers for an express car 
was blown open with dynamite. The 
men secured no plunder, They escaped 
after intimidating the passengers and 
train crew. 


England Losing Turkish Trade 
London, Aug. 1.—The Constantinople 
correspoudent of The Standard, in the 
course of a long review of Great Brit 
ain’s diminishing trade in Turkey, says 
the United States are throwing in large 
quantities of machinery and leather 
while Germany, Italy and even Spain 
are replacing British goods.

DELIBERATIONS RENEWED 


Officers 


Leave the Conference, Giving Rise 


Amalgamated ssociation 


to Various Rumors Regarding Their 


Location—Another Meeting Today 


Pittsburg, Aug. 1—“‘Hope deferred 
maketh the heart sick.” ‘his is ex- 
pressive of the feelings of the majority 
of Pittsburgers outside of the inner cir- 
eles of the Amalgamated association 
executive board, who have been cons!a- 
ering the proposals for a settlement of 
the steel strike for two days, without 
agreement, How the members of the 
board feel is known to no nan on the 
outside. 

The second day of | the executive 
board's deliberations was notable for 
the many rumors in circulation, and for 
the conspicuous dearth of results. ‘The 
absence of three of the principal mem- 
bers of the board vgs the association's 
sessions yesterday gave rise to the story 
that the members we re divided in their 
ideas of the peace proposals, and that 
in order to satisfy all, Seeretary Will 
iams has been sent to New Lork to seek 
modifications at the hands of Messrs. 
Morgan and Schwab, while Assistant 
Secretary Tighe and Trustee Morgan 
had received a commission to visit Sena 
tor Hanna to seeure his aid in bringing 
about anamicable arrangement. Noth- 
ing tangible could be learned concern- 
ing these supposed trips, however, and 
all talk in relation to them must remain 
merely conjecture until the return of 
these members and their lips are un- 
sealed. 


The conditions of affairs may be 
summed up in this paragraph: The 
steel workers’ strike against the United 
States Steel corporation is still unset- 
tled. The status of the contest is un- 
ehanged. ‘The men are tghting for 
every advantage, while the companies 
involved are strengthening their posi- 
tion as much as possible. ‘The con- 
ference of the members of the general 
executive bourd of the Amalgamated as- 
sociation, which was expected to settle 
the trouble one way or the other yes- 
terday, adjourned at 6 o'clock last night 
Without accomplishing its purpose. 

It was subsequently learned that the 
three absentees were out of the city, and 
had takea their departure on early 
trains. After elusive answers regard- 
ing their location, it was said that they 
were not very far away, and were ex- 
pected to be present when the board 
was called together today. 

When President Shaffer started to 
go home he was asked for some state- 
ment as to the condition of the confer- 
eace and the probability of a settlement, 
In reply he said: “There will be no 
statement given out today. I expect to 
call another meeting of the board to- 
morrow. I will be present at this meet- 
ing, and will not be out of the city to- 
night.” 

All of the other officials who were at 
the meeting during the ufternoon de- 
clined to talk of the strike. 

Confidence is felt in some circles that 
the strike will eventually be settled on 
the proposition made by Mr. Morgan, 
The ofticials of the steel conipanies who 
have been acting for the United States 
Steel corporation in this matter are ap- 
parently hopeful and light- se arted. 
The delays in the setulement are fully 
understood by the Morgan representa- 
tives, and, while all maintain the stern- 
est silence regarding the matter, they 
are not able to conceal their feelings of 
contentment and satisfaction over the 
way thingsare going. One of these offi 
clals remarked to a friend yesterday 
that if the strike was not settled be 
would be more than surprised.

Chick Brothers Win 

Haverhill, Mass., Aug. 1.—Chick Bros’ 
shoe factory is an armed fortress no 
longer.

Sharon, Pa., Aug. 1.—It is the ten- 
tative purpose of the American Steel 
Casting company, one of the largest 
producers of castings in the country, to 
break the strike at their works in this 
city by importing nou-union workmen 
to fill the places of the strikers. Two 
more carloads of meu were unloaded at 
the works yesterday, making a total of 
200 who have been imported to date. 
The restraining order of Mercer court 
prevents the strikers from molesting 
the new men. 


Ansonia Strike Settled 

Ansonia, Conn., Aug. 1.—As the result 
of a conference the Farrell Foundry and 
Machine colpany has granted to the 
piece hands an increase of 5 percent in 
wages, and to the machinists an in- 
crease of 5.55 percent. The men are 
working on a 55-hour schedule, and the 
increase granted, which is the same as 
that offered by the company prior to 
May 18, is understood to be equivalent to 
a 55-hour week with pay for 58 hours.

the fact that a man named Galliotti| 


was formerly connected with the anar- 
chists here, and was well known among 
them. He was employed as a weaver 
ip the Paragon Silk mill, and was a fel- 
low workman and companion of Bresci. 
It is stated by a2 member of the group 
that Galliotti sailed away with Bresci, 
Benni and Quantivallo when they de- 
parted on their mission of assassina- 
tion. Galliotti, according to this story, 
had been selected to kill the Czar of Rus- 
sia, and accepted the mission. 
Galliotti’s name was connected with 


the story which months ago came out | 
in Patersou that King Humbert’s death | 


was sought by anarchists, 

It will be remembered that Careno 
Fossinni, foreman in Weidmann’s dye 
works at Paterson, was shot and killed 
by Guiseppi Sperenzi. The latter was 
cornered, and when the police were 
closing in upon him he shot himself. 

There Was a letter found on him which 
told of a plot to kill King Humbert. It 
called on Sperenzi to act as one of 27 
men to leave this country to wreak ven- 
geance on the crowned heads of Europe. 
A few weeks afterward King Humbert 
Wag assassinated. 

It is now said that the letter found on 
Sperenzi was signed by Gallictti. It 
has always been claimed that Sperenzi’s 
killing of the foreman was to make up 
for his refusal to be one of those to go 
to Europe. 

It is recalled that Galliotti when he 
lived in Paterson had one pet scheme 


and this he was forever preaching to his | 


countrymen. ‘This was. the draining 
of the Hackensack meadows and the 
building thereon of a city, the inhabi- 
tants of which would be devoted to the 
cause of the anarchists. Butno money 
was ever forthcoming to carry out the 
idea.

SCHLEY PRECEPT STANDS 


' Navy Department Says Admiral Ad- 


mitted ‘*Disobedience” Ia Reports 

Washington, Aug. 2.—The navy de- 
partment has granted the request of 
Admiral Kimberly that he be relieved 
from duty on the Schley court of in- 
quiry. The vacancy has not yet been 
filled. It is believed that the depart- 
ment is communicating by wire and let- 
ter with some of the retired rear ad- 
mirals, who are regarded. as on the 
eligible list. It has no desire to make 
public any declinations, and it is un- 
derstood that the name of the person 
chosen will not be published until he 
bas finally accepted the assignment. 
The navy department has refused to 
aecede to Admiral Schley's suggestion 
that the language in the fifth specifica- 
tion of the precept to the court of in- 
quiry be niodified. The admiral, in his 
letter, challenged that specification, 
which states as a fact that he had dis- 
obeyed orders, and suggested that it be 
modified. The department, inits reply, 
declines to make the suggested modi- 
tication on the ground that, according 
to the official records, Admiral Schley 
himself acknowledged that he had dis- 
obeyed orders, and the disobedience of 
orders, whether unwillingly or willing- 
ly, was an established fact. 


“Interview Usauthor.zed”

The Throne of Lilies: : 

The throne of France is called “the 
throne of lilles” because of the old na- 
tional emblem—the fleur-de-lis, a spe- 
cies of lily. The story of the adoption 
of the fleur-de-lis {s partly historicgl 
and partly legendary. 

According to history, Clovis, king of 
the Franks, married the Princess Clo- 
tilde of Burgundy in A. D. 493. The 
young queen, who was a Christian, ear- 
nestly desired the conversion of her 
husband, who, like most of the Frank- 
ish nation, was a heathen. Her argu- 
ments, however, had but little effect 
upon him, In 496 the Franks and the 
Allemanni (Germans) were at war, and 
at the battle of Talbiac, near Cologne, 
Clovis was so hard pressed by his en- 
emies that in desperation he called up- 
on the God of the Christians for help, 
vowing that should he obtain victory 
he would himself become a Christian. 
The Allemunni were routed, and on 
Christmas day of the same year Clovis 
and several thousand of his soldiers 
were baptized. 

The continuation of the story, which 
is legendary, is that on the eve of his 
baptism an angel from heaven present- 
ed King Clovis with a blue banner em- 
broidered with golden fleur-de-lis, which 
he was to adopt as the banner of 
France. However this may have been, 
the fact remains that from the time of 
Clovis to the French revolution the 
kings of France bore as their arms first 
an indefinite number and latterly three 
golden lilies on an azure field. 
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Finest Sevres In the World. 

At Buckingham palace there is an 
apartment called the Bow library, 
which contains one of the finest collec- 
tions of Sevres in the world. There 
also is an immense Chinese plaque or 
trophy taken as loot from a palace in 
Peking during one of the Chinese wars 
early in Victoria's reign. It is said that 
a great Chinese noble who was very 
anxious to see Buckingham palace once 
recognized and identified it with some 
show of displeasure. 

Two immense rectangular oriental 
vases over four feet high stand on the 
floor of one of the rooms and have the 
comparatively narrow medallioned 
necks and lids with which cheap mod- 
ern Kaga specimens have made us all 
familiar. They are of rich dark blue, 
pencil gilt, and the small medallions 
and large panels are all white and most 
gracefully painted with flowers, and 
in one central panel with the bit of 
wall indicated in the common willow 
pattern. A couple of large vases of 
the tear bottle shape are also of this 
rich blue, trellised with gold and with 
white panels on the round part painted 
with flowers. There are also some fine 
examples of green crackled celadon, the 
old eastern kind, in which a pale sea 
green color was mixed with the paste 
before firing and very different from 
any colorings put on the surface after- 
ward. 
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Poisonous Silk Stockings, 

In producing certain delicate colors 
in silk chloride of tin is used as a mor- 
daunt, and it is sald that unless great 
eare is taken a large proportion of it 
remains in the completed fabric. In 
the case of stockings or any garment 
next the skin the perspiration may dis- 
solve the tin, and it is then absorbed 
by the skin.

Will Never Renounce Boer Flag 

Paris, Aug. 3.—The Figaro publishes 
a long interview today with Mr. Kruger, 
denying the cruelties charged against 
the Boers in Lord Kitchener's report. 
Mr. Kruger Ceclares that the atrocities 
of the consentration camps were twenty 
times worse than had been stated by 
Miss Hobhouse in Great Britain, and 
that, when fully kuown, they would 
cause the world to sbudder with horror 
and move the nations to intervene, “We 
are defending our liberty,” continues 
Mr. Kruger, “aud when it is eranted we 
will lay down our arms. Great Brit- 
ain knows our conditions.

NOW A CASE OF FIGHT 


Union Men Reject Terms of 
the Steel Trust 


SHAFFER HAS FULL POWER 


Within a Week Every Union Man at 
Heart In the Employ of the Com- 
bine Will Be Requested to Join the 
Strikers—Expect to Close All,Mills 


Pittsburg, Aug. 5.—Several significant 
Statements were made last night by 
Theodore J. Shaffer, president of the 
Amalgamated Association of lron, Steel 
and Tin Workers, upon his return from 
the fruitless conference with J. P. 
Morgan and others in New York. 

It is now a fight to the bitter finish be- 
tween the great steel trust and organized 
labor. Mr. Shaffer says that he is ready 
to eploy every peaceable means with- 
in the power of man to win a victory. 
No quarter is to be given and none will 
be requested. The entire management 
of the battle has been placed in the 
hands of Vresident Shaffer. He has 
absolute power to call out every man 
connected with the organization, and he 
intends to do it. Tie is satistied with 
the progress of the fight to date. He 
finds that none of his battle lines have 
been broken. Promise is made by Mr. 
Shaffer that the trust will find that the 
Amalzamated has strong 
roots in many of the mills, 

“TL have simply been whirling through 
a sea of reporters since I left Pittsburg,” 
said Mr. Shaffer, “and the tide does not 
to have turned the other way. 

There is not much that I can say about 

the situation at present.” 

“Was there any action taken at that 
meeting about calling out all of the men 
employed by the United States Steel 
corporation 2” 

“I was given full authority to act. 
The meeting empowered me to issue a 
call whenever, in my judgment, I 
thought it was time to act.” 

“When will that call be issued?” 

“That depends upon a number of 
things. It is difficult to say just the 
exact day that I will be ready to exer- 
cise the authority invested in me.” 

“Cannot you fix some definite date 
when this order will be issued?’ 

“You muy say that within a week 
every union man and every union man 
at heart in the employ of the United 
States Steel corporation will be asked to 
join the strike now being waged by the 

{ Amalgamated association. We must 
‘settle whether unionism is to stand or 
fall. 

“There will be no more conferences 
with the United States Steel corporation 
unless the meeting Is asked for by the 
officials of the corporation, The Amal- 
gamated association will not request a 
peace meeting.” 

“Do you think you will be able to close 
all of the mills of the steel corporation?’ 

“I am of the opinion that everyone of 
them can be closed. We have some 
great surprises in store for the trust. 
The men have been organized in some 
of their mills that they never dreamed 
could be touched. We have the sym- 
pathy of the workmen and they will not 
throw any straws in the way of our ab- 
solute victory.”

I 
believe that Mr. Morgan is a fair- 
minded man, and is only acting on his 
judgment, based on information of 
others whom he looksto. Iam aware 
that there is a hidden influence in the 
corporate body of the United States 
Steel corporation that has been working 
against us. What I mean is that itis 
hidden to the public, but nottous. We 
are fully awure of the location of our 
enemies. We went to New York want- 
ing peace. We did everything that we 
knew how to bring about peace hon- 
orably. In every effort we failed. We 
ean do no more than fight for our ex- 
istence until either the trust asks for 
another conference or we are exter- 
pate * oad 

Throughout the interview, President 
Shaffer indicated that the officials of the 
Amalgamated association had their 
plans for this struggle well in hand and 
had mace arrangements for the hattle 
on the most complete and systematic 
ideas that could be provised. He de- 
clined to say anything about the action 
of the American Federation of Labor 
in assisting the Amalgamated associa- 
tion in this struggle, or to tell anything 
about what support the organization 
would receive from other sources.

’ HAS AN OMINOUS LOOK 


Chinese at Pekin Taking Advantage 
of Departure of Allied Troops 

Pekin, Aug. 5.—American and Euro- 
pean residents assert that the demeanor 
of the Pekin populace is constanily be- 
comipg more unfriendly, and that, as 
the allied troops depart, the Chinese re- 
sume their old habits of jostling and 
cursing foreigners in the streets. 

The legation defenses are now ap- 
proaching  conmipletion. Generally 
speaking, they consist of brick walls 
from 15 to 20 feet high and from 3 to 
4 feet thick, loop-holed for rifles. The 
ministers of the powers ignored the 
plan for a uniform system of defenses 
submitted by the generals, and conse- 
quently the governments are working 
independently. 

It is the policy of the ministers to 
avoid conspicuous works of defeuse, 
lest these should prove an irritant, pro 
voking, instead of preventing, hostili- 
ties. Most of the engineers have ree 
ommended stronger defenses than the 
ministers will sanction. Major Rob 
ertson, who commands the United States 
legation guard, has written to Mr. Rock- 
hill to protest against what he calls “the 
defenseless position of our legation.” 
Mr. Rockhill has replied that it 
intended tomaintaina fortress, but mere- 
ly a wall for protection against unex- 
pected mob violence. The wall is made 
of brick out of deference to Chinese 
pride. 

The French and Italians still remain 
here. The non-fuliillment of the agree- 
ment to evacuate public places in a 
fortnight causes some inconvenience to 
the military authorities. Only the Ger- 
man barracks have been completed. 
The French barracks have hardly been 
begun. ‘The troops are grumbling over 
being compelled to give up comfortable 
quarters to find temporary camps.

men.” he said. “Why don’t you try 
the bleaching process and exterminate 
them by inter-marriage?

we have 750,000) blacks and 550,000 
whites. The carpetbaggers, the niggers 


and the southern scalawags and scoun- 
drels ruled us after the war until they 
had stolen everything that there was 
in the state; then we went with our shot- 
suns to the polls and took it away from 
them. <All men are not created equal 
and the niggers are not fit to vote. Come 
What may, the white people of the south 
will govern their own country.” 

Iie condemned Booker Washington's 
schenie of educating the negro along 
industrfal lines as an attempt to place 
him on an equality with the white arti- 
san, something that would intensify 
race hatred in the south. He said that 
among the 4,000,000 slaves during the 
Civil war, there were more Christians 
than there are today among the 9,000,000 
blacks in the south. “I don’t want to 
uphold he continued, “I 
thank God there are no slaves today 
under the Stars and Stripes.” 

Mr. Tillman made an eloquent plea 
in justification of lynching, saying that 
southern women could not be brought 
into court to testify to their shame and 
degredation before a jury for the pur- 
pose of convicting a beast. His ref- 
erence to the sanctity of the southern 
household and the southern women and 
his remarks on lynching were heartily 
applauded. 

Ile closed with an impassioned state- 
ment to the effect that the white peo- 
ple of the south would remain on top 
“in spite of the devil,” and, if neces- 
sary, he‘and his brethren were “ready to 
take down their shotguns again.”

THE BOAT STEERED WILDLY 


Was Also Handicapped by Poor Work- 
ing of Her Headsails—As It Was, 
She Made a Better Showing Than 


{ the Constitution Has Thus Far 


Newport, R. L, Aug. 5.—The Indepen- 
dence on Saturday sailed the greatest 
race in her career. In a stiff south- 
wester, which ralsed a rather heavy 
sea, she was beaten over a triangular 
course of 30 miles by 40 seconds, 
boat for boat, by the Columbia. Asshe 
allowed the Columbia 31 seconds over 
that distance, she was defeated 1 min- 
ute and 11 seconds, corrected’ time. 
This is a better showing than the Con- 
stitution has made against the Columbia 
under similar conditions of wind and 
weather. 

In the first leg of the triangle, which 
was a beat to windward, the Co- 
lumbia gained more than 3 minutes. 
No oflicial time was taken at either the 
first or second mark, so these figures 
are only approximately correct. The 
regatta committee estimate that on the 
second leg of the course, which was a 
broad reach with the wind abaft the 
starboard beam, the Independence 
gained 1 minute and 15 seconds on her 
opponent, while on the last leg of the 
course, Which was sailed with the wind 
on the port beam, she gained 35 seconds. 

The last leg was the most exciting. 
The breeze was puffy and at times had 
creat weight in it. selng about abeam 
the yachts felt its full strength. Some- 
times the lee rail of the Independence 
was submerged and the water on deck 
rushed off in a torrent over the taffrail. 
Never before had she heeled to sucha 
pronounced extent in a public perform- 
ance. It was noticed that when the 
squalls were the heaviest the Inde- 
pendence steered very wild and that 
two men at the wheel could not keep her 
steady on her course, 

The yawing about was so pronounced 
that at one time she would come up into 
the wind until the luff of the jib-topsail 
quivered as though she was close- 
hauled and essaying a tisherman’s luff. 
A minute or two later she would be run- 
ning wide off her course and covering 
an ample stretch of the ocean, leaving 
behind her a serpentine wake. ‘This 
was of course a great detriment to suc- 
cessful achievement. While the Inde- 
pendence was performing this zig-zag 
work, the Columbia was going through 
the water straight, attending strictly 
to business and heading direct for 
Brenton’s Reef lightship. 

So far as sails were concerned, the 
Independence had the worst of it. She 
was handicapped by a working gaff top- 
sail, which, in the 10-mile stretch to 
Windward, was more or less of a back- 
sail, and which in the two reaches that 
followed had very little pulling or pro- 
pelling power. Another sail that pre- 
vented her from making a better ree- 
ord was the medium-sized jib-top- 
sail which she set after passing the first 
mark. This sail contributed largely to 
her wild steering and when it was 
taken in she felt the benefit of its ab- 
sence. Mr. Lawson, her owner, ob- 
served her behavior from his steam 
yacht, the Dreamer, and must have been 
gratified at the closeness of her finish. 


With regard to the performance of the 
Columbia, she was sailed admirably. 
The only mishap that befell her was 
the fouling of the jib sheet when off 
Point Judith in the windward leg 
This necessitated a short tack, so that it 
might be cleared, but she lost little by 
it. While the Independence was en- 
countering the series of squalls on the 
homeward leg, the Columbia by no 
means escaped scot-free. The masts of 
both of them buckled considerably, and 
the Columbia heeled over at times as 
much as the Boston boat. She also 
steered on two or three occasions almost 
as wildly as the Independence, but she 
was got under control and steadied on 
her course far more quickly. Had the 
Independence allowed herself to be 
steered straighter and not have en- 
deavored to take the bit between her 
teeth and run wild, she might have led 
the Columbia at the finish and beaten 
her boat for boat. It is very unlikely, 
however, that she could have won on 
corrected time: 

It is worthy of note that the 30-mile 
eourse, 10 miles of which were dead 
in the wind’s eye, was covered in 2 
hours, 51 minutes and 48 seconds by the 
Columbia, making it one of the fastest 
races on record.

Occupants of Five Buildings: 


Buried In Debris 


DEATH LIST WILL BE LONG 


Explosion of Barrel of Gasolene LBe- 
lieved to Have Been the Cause of a 
Disaster at Philadelphia—Fire In 

, Debris Adds to the Horror 


Philadelphia, Aug. 6.—A terrific ex- 
plosion in a block of six buildings on 
Locust street last night completely 
wrecked five of the structures and 
caused the death of from 10 to 20 or 
more persons. Over twoscore of others 
were more or less seriously injured. 
Some of those taken to the hospitals will 
die. It is estimated that at least 35 
persons were in the five buildings when 
the explosion occurred, and the exact 
hulmber of dead will probably not be 
known for 24 hours. 

The buildings were occupied as fol- 
lows: No, 1008, Llouseman’s pool and 
billiard rooms; 1010, Morris Rosenthal’s 
second-hand clothing store, occupied by 
Rosenthal, his wife and five children; 
1012, William Jones, colored, restaurant, 
occupied by Jones and about 15 board- 
ers; 1014, Gorgee McClemmy’s grocery 
store, occupied by MeClemmiy, clerk and 
servant girl; 1016, Patrick Quigley'’s 
grocery store, occupied by Quigley, his 
wife, three children and his uncle; 1018, 
Albert Mountain’s grocery and meat 
store, occupied by Mountain, mother, 
sister and clerk. 

The explosion occurred about 9:30 
o'clock. What exploded and how it 
happened is uot known at this time, 
but it is belleved to have been a barrel 
of gasolene ia one of the grocery stores 
With the exception of 1008, the front 
walls of the bulidings were blown out- 
ward into the street, while the roofs and 
floors were blown upward and = fell 
building fo ange oP tw oR SHIN 
the scene of the explosion had wind ws 


Every building on the opposite side of 
Locust street was more or less wrecked, 
but none of them fell. 

A terrible cry went up from the ruins 
the moment the explosion eceurred. Oc- 
cupants of the wrecked Louses conld be 
seen crawling from the debris, while 
the agonizing cries of others were heard 
in the wreekage. From all the sur- 
rounding buildings injured people came 


Fire broke out in the debris 
the moment it scttled to the ground, and 
in less than five minutes the great pile 
was burning from end to end. Here 
and there a person was dragged from 
the ruins before the fire could reach 
the victim, several lives being saved by 
this prompt W ork. . 

When the firemen arrived the flames 
were igniting the buildings across the 
street. The fire, however, with the 
exception of a small blaze here and 
there, was extingulshed in a few min- 
utes. 

The work of digging away the ruins 
was then begun inearnest. While the 
work of rescue was going on in the ex- 
ploded block, hospital attendants and 
others made a search of all the damaged 
houses on the opposite side of the street, 
and almost a score of persons were tak- 
en from these places to the various hos- 
pitals, which were soon crowded witb 
patients. 

The buildings containing the pool 
roonis, clothing store and the restaurant 
were three-story brick structures, W hile 
the other three buildings were 2 1-2 
stories. 

At 2 o’clock this morning the rescu°rs 
came across the inanitnate body of a 
colored woman, but the womun was 
alive and asked for water. She was 
placed in an ambulance and sent toa 
hospital. She bad been in the ruius 
4 1-2 hours. 


Transylvania Troubles 

Vienna, Aug. 6.—The town of Klausen- 
berg, in Transylvania, is in open revolt 
against the Huugarian authorities. A 
majority of the inhabitants are Ger- 
mans. tesenting Magyar ascendency, 
they have stormed and wrecked the 
municipal buildings and the house of the 
prefect of police, the occupants barely 
escaping with their lives. There have 
been numerous casualties.

The objection of the Company to the

Where 
the waters become rough from a sudden 
squall or passing steamer, never rise in 
the boat, but settle down as close to 
the bottom as possible, and keep cool 
until the rocking danger is past. If 
overturned, a woman’s skirts, if held 
out by her extended arms while she 
uses her feet as if climbing a stair, 
will cften hold ber up while a boat 
may pull ont from the shore and save 
her. A non-swimmer, by raising his 
arms up to his side, and pushing down 
with widely extended hands, while 
stair-climbing or treading water with 
his feet may hold himself several 
minutes, often when 3 single moment 
means a life, or throwing out the arms, 
dog-fashion, forward, overhand and 
pulling in, as if reaching for something 


-that may bring him in reach of 
help. One of our best swimmers upon 
the Hudson got his first and best 


lesson by being capsized in mid-stream 
and compelled suddenly to strike out 
for himself. 

. Fourth, —In rescuing drowning 
persons, seize them by the collar, back 
of the neck; do not let them throw 
their arms round your neck or arms. 
If unmangeable, do not strike them, 
but them drop under a moment 
until quiet, then tow them to shore. If 
unconscious don’t wait a moment for 
a doctor ora ambulance, but begin at 
once; tirst get the tongue out and hold 
it by a handkerchief or stocking to let

jet 


the water out; get a buoy, box or 
barrel under the stomach, or hold him 


over your knee, head down, and jolt 
the water out of him; then turn him 
over side to side four or five turns, 
then ou his back, and with a pump- 
movement keep his arms agoing from 
pit of stomach overhead toa straight 
out and back fourteen to sixteen times 
a minote until signs returning life are 
shown. A bellows movement on the 
stomach at the same time is a great 
aid. Of course you will at first loose 
collar and all binding clothing. Let 
some one once remove shoes and 
stockings, and at the same time rub 
the lower limbs with an upward move- 
ment from foot to knee, occasionally 
slapping the soles of the feet with the 
open hand. 

Working on these lines our Volunteer 
Life-Savers have been successful after 
two hours of incessant manipulation, 
but generally successful inside of thirty 
minutes. Spirits of ammonia to the 
or feather tickling in the 
often helps to quicken, but we 
rarely need anything more than the 
above mechanical means. Use no 
spirits internally until after breathing 
and circulation are restored, then a 
moderate use of stimulants or hot teas 
and a warm blanket or bed is of the 
first importance. 

The U. S. Volunteer Life-Saving 
Corps of this State has distributed 
several thousands of its illustrated 
‘*Rescue and Resuscitation Cards,’’ 
through its life-saving members and, 
per mail, will farnish them to anyone 
on receipt of the cost of postage and 
mailing tube, five cents.

Empress Frederick Bore Her 
Suffering In Silence 


VICTORIA'S ELDEST CHILD 


Had Devoted Herself to Charity Since 

Death of Her Husband—Mother of 
William and Sister of 
King Edward of England 


Emperor 


Cronberg, Aug. 6.—Closely following 
the announcement of the death of the 
Dowager Empress Frederick, at 6:15 
p. m., yesterday, from the castle, the 
church bells were tolled and the flags 
half-masted. Visitors to the castle 
began inscribing their names in a book 
placed for the purpose in the hall. 

It is said that the immediate cause 
of death was dropsy, accompanying a 
cancer, The remarkable vitality of the 
dowager empress astonished her phy- 
siciaus. She retained consciousness to 
the end. 

The dowager empress knew her days 
were few. She had said farewell to 
most of her servants, asking their 
Wishes when she was gone. It is under- 
stood that she has arranged for the fu- 
ture of nearly every one of them. 

She had expressed a desire that not 
much should known by the public 
coucerning her disease, lest some should 
be saddened by the knowledge of her 
sufferings. ‘ 

There was much reluctance in sum- 
moning King Edward, as it was not 
desired that he should have a long 
wait. 

Last night the children of the deceased 
placed floral tributes around the body. 
The face wears a singularly peageful 
expression, almost child-like, having 
shrunk from its normal size. 

At $ o’clock last evening Emperor 
Williain conducted the members of the 
dowager cmpr8ss’ household into the 
death chamber, and led them past the 
bedside to take a last farewell of their 
mistress,

Phe News Io London 

London, Aug. 6.—All the London pa- 
pers appeared today with mourning 
borders, and all published editorials, ex- 
pressing deep sympathy with the two 
monrning royal houses, extolling the 
virtues of the deceased aud referring 
generally to the great difficulties inci- 
dental to her relations with the Hohen- 
zollerns. 

King Edward received the official 
news of the death of Dowager Empress 
Irederick on board the royal yacht at 
Cowes, almost simultaneously with the 
receipt of the Associated Press dispatch 
from London. The yacht's flag was 
then half-masted, The king and queen 
will loave hara for Mawrlbescugh houge 
today It is not likely that they will 
Start for Berlin until Wednesday, 


Victoria Adelaide Mary Louisa, dow- 
ager empress of Germany, who died 
yesterday afternoon, was the eldest 
child of the late Queen Victoria of Eng- 
land. She was born in Buckingham 
palace on Noy. 21, 1840, when her 
mother was 21 years old. 'The young 
princess met her future husband when 
only 11 years of age. That was in 
1891, when l’rederick IIT, crown prince 
of Germany, made his first visit to 
England. 

The crown prince of Germany and 
Princess Victoria were married in the 
historic chapel of the palace of St. 
James on Jan. 25, 1858. The wedding 
was remarkable for the display of cos- 
tumes, the nervousness of the crown 
prince and the childish simplicity of 
the princess. 

The empress was a devoted wife and 
mother. During the Franco-Prussian 
war the empress kept as near her hus- 
hand as she could, and when hostilities 
were ended and Frederick went to Paris 
to assist in arranging terms of peace 
the princess accompanied him. 

Right children were born of the union, 
including, of course, Frederick William 
Victor Albert, the present emperor of 
Germany. After the close of the war 
Princess Frederick travelled extensiye- 
ly with her husband up to the time he 
was seized by the malignant disease 
which caused his death on June 15, 1888, 
She was empress of Germany for little 
more than three months. 

The Princess Victoria is remembered 
much better the crown princess 
of Germany than as the wife of the sov- 
ereign. Never a society woman and 
expressing profound disdain for the 
petty coneeits avd jealousies of the 
court circle, she occupied herself more 
with arts and letters, and with the edu- 
cation of her chiidren than with social 
affairs. 

Small in statue, very stout, with hich- 
ly-colored face, the Dowager Empress 
Victoria was not a pretty woman, Very 
simple in dress, with questionable taste, 
she had little to attract the regard of 
the people, who in their instinctive 
naivete, would have a queen always 
more imposin,z in dress and manner 
than other women. 

Since the death of her husband the 
empress had devoted herself largely to 
charity She founded and gave her 
personal attention to many societies de- 
voted to raising funds and caring for 
the unfortuuate poor of Germany. She 
had been ili for some time, suffering. it 
is said, from a malady similar to that 
ch caused the death of her husband. 

The Empress Frederick's life was not 
a happy onc Two zreat sorrows en- 
tered into its very warp and woof. 
One was the bitter eninity of the Ger- 
man court Circles toward “that English- 
woman.” The other was her estrange- 
meut from her son, the present emperor. 
For both the indomitable spirit and iron 
will inherited from her mother is held 
responsible by historians.

There 
was no excitement and the mill owners 
and managers claim they now have | 
enough meu in the mill to operate all of 
the five plants of the mill. Sentinels 
are out, and no one {s allowed to get into 
the mill without a password. 

The Amalgamated men, however, are 
oan the ground, aking desperate efforts | 
to keep all union men out.

Rugs or Matting For the Floor—At- 
tractive Pieces of Furniture—Little 
Touches That Lend Spice to Home 
Living. 

The woman with a home of her own, 
built on modern plans, no longer is 
obliged to endure the discomforts of 
hotel life in order to enjoy the summer 
months, for the home piazza suggests 
additional relaxation. With screens 
drawn, there may be privacy on the 
main deck of the home craft. In the 
evening there are the same front seats 
at the Moon as there are for sojourners

at crowded hotels. In the morning 
there is the privilege of sitting behind 
drawn screens in negligee attire, and 
in the afternoon there {s an opportu- 
nity to entertain friends with a cup of 
tea or an ice. The piazza is really only 
another room, and if it extends around 
the house there is always a place 
screcned from the rays of the sun. 

The cheap cotton Japanese rugs, even 
those that have done first service with- 
{n doors, are appropriate for a floor 
covering. Indeed, a strip of matting 
is preferred by some women to the cot- 
ton rugs. The latter match well the 
light oak rockers known as plazza 
chairs and need not be taken in at 
night, for even if a shower give them 
a good wetting there is no harm done. 
A couch of cane is less expensive than 
a rattan cowch and is almost as pretty. 
Over this rugs may be thrown and pil- 
lows piled up at the back. 

A kitchen table, the legs of which 
have been shortened and over the top 
of which a denim table cover has been 
thrown, Is convenient for books and 
magazines. The Japanese screens or 
shades that hang at the front and sides 
of piazzas are inexpensive, easily low- 
ered and raised and by many preferred 
to the striped awning. 

A hammock, which 1s the usual fea- 
ture of piazza comfort, is often more 
pleasing to look at than to lie In and 
for that reason is not so popular as it 
once was. If there is a secluded cor- 
ner in which to suspend It, all well and 
but it no longer monopolizes 
space that can be more satisfactorily 
filled. The large willow steamer chair, 
which is really a couch, is far more 
comfortable: It may be filled with 
pillows at the reclining back or not. 
It is a comfortable summer chair and 
far ahead of a hammock. 

For the hammock the pillows should 
be linen covered or gingham covered, 
so that the slips can be washed every 
week or two, for they are bound to 
catch the dust. 

A very attractive piece consists of a 
cross between a steamer chair and a 
hammock. The canyas ts swung in an 
enormous wooden framework, and 
when the hammock chair is filled with 
pillows it is to be recommended for a 
siesta In a shady, secluded corner of 
the piazza. 

The woman who knows how best to 
enjoy the summer at home has dessert 
Served out on the piazza after dinner. 
The little tables are spread with tray- 
cloths, and the coffee and fruit and an 
ice are waiting there when the family 
adjourns from the dinner table. Then, 
also, the gentlemen can enjoy their 
after dinner cigars. Such little touches 
as these do so much to lend spice to 
and to dispel monotony from home 
living.

Stewed Lettuce, 

Stewed lettuce is rather an original 
notion which some one may want to 
try. Trim off the outside leaves and 
blanch the lettuce thoroughly in salted 
boiling water; then drain and rinse 
well in cold water, dry carefully in a 
clean cloth and mince it. Now place 
the lettuce in a pan with a few spoon- 
fuls of new milk and let it cook very 
gently, adding as it dries about a gill 
of cream or new milk lightly thickened 
with arrowroot and let it all cook very 
slowly till perfectly tender; then add a 
small pat of butter, a dust of white 
pepper, a grain of sugar anda spoonful

~ THE LIFE OF WATCHES, 


Infinences and Conditions That Af- 
fect Behavior of All Timepieces, 
“Watches,” said the jeweler as he 

screwed a little glass into one eye and 

squinted into a case of wheels, “are like 
human beings in many ways. They 
are delicate, they run well only when 
in perfect order, and they require at- 
tention once so often, whether they 

stop or not. They become sick, in a 

way, as we do, and they get off their 

balance. But, unlike us, when their 
muinspring breaks they are not neces- 


sarily done for unless in another 
world. They can have new main- 
springs. We can't. 


“Watches, all jokes aside, are really 
almost human sometimes. They take 
cold readily. Never lay a watch on a 
cold marble table or near an open win- 
dow all night after you have worn it 
next to your warm body all day. It 
will contract a sort of pneumonia, and 
ten to one it will stop before long if the 
practice is continued. The cold con- 
tracts the metal pivots, which, small as 
they are, must not be smaller, and they 
shrink. Thus the wheels cannot move. 

“Watches are magnetized, too, by the 
persons who wear them. I have seen 
the statement that watches vary in 
time keeping with the health of the 
wearer and that if changed from one 
person to another they will also show 
slight variations. All of that is true. 
The static electricity of a person may 
affect a watch. All of us throw this 
off—some more than others. Dark per- 
sons give off more than light ones do 
and a dark woman more than any one 
else. Dark women should have rubber 
cases for their watches if they wish 
to have them keep perfect time. 

“Never lay a watch flat at night aft- 
er it has been worn in a vertical pos!i- 
tion all day. It throws it off its base, 
so to speak. If the pivots be worn, the 
wheels will not run level. 

“A sudden jar will -ften stop a watch, 
which runs regularly at that—such a 
jar as getting on or off a car suddenly. 
The hairspring’s catching does this. 
The jolt comes at the exact fraction of 
a second when the spring is in a posi- 
tion to catch. This occurs at infre- 
quent intervals, as may be readily im- 
agined. A watch should be fed or oiled 
every 18 months, even if running in 
the best of time. The oil dries in that 
time, and the wheels are likely to wear 
one another. 

“All jewelers examine watches in the 
same way. It seems to be a tradition 
of the craft. First, a man will look at 
the hands, as I have been doing. If 
they are not caught, they will take ont 
the balance wheel and examine the pin 
and the pivots, which you see here. 
Sometimes I do not find the trouble 
for days. The hardest thing to detect 
is a slight ‘bur’ on one of the wheels. 
This may throw the entire watch out 
of gear. 

“Now, I will wind this watch of 
yours and show you that all the trouble 
with it is that itis run down. Unusual? 
Oh, no. That frequently happens. 
Some one is in here every day with an 
unwound watch, thinking that it is out 
of kelter because it will not run. They 
forget to wind it and are afraid to do it 
over again. Women are our best cus- 
tomers in that line. Of course I could 
get $1 for this, but the talk will an- 
swer. 

“Now, when you go home wind your 
watch in the morning; no, not at bed- 
time, but when you get up. That gives 
it the full spring to work on during the 
day, when the jars and jolts are more 
numerous, and hold your wateh still 
when you wind it and wind the key. 
That's all; try that.” 

And the jeweler handed back the 
watch, running beautifully. — Kansas 
City Journal. 

Chinese Uses of Flour, 

Throughout central and southern 
China very little baked bread is used, 
and the flour is consumed in the form 
of dough, vermicelli or dumplings filled 
with chopped meat or meat and vege- 
tables or fruit. 

The flour is made into dough and 
worked into a leathery form by a man 
operating a bamboo fastened at one 
end. The worker sits on the other end 
of the bamboo and presses and works 
the dough until it is quite tough. It is 
then pressed into thin sheets and cut 
into strings, boiled and thus eaten 
or made into dumplings and then 
Steamed and eaten. In nearly every 
case It Is eaten while hot. This flour is 
also used quite extensively in cakes and 
Chinese confections of various kinds. 

In a great many of the restaurants 
the native flour made from native 
wheat is used for the Inside of the 
dumpling and dough bread, and the 
finer and whiter flour is used as a 
covering. 

The Chinese appetite seems to de- 
mand boiled or steamed food rather 
than baked. Hence very little foreign 
flour is baked into bread for Chinese 
consumption.

A REMARKABLE ROBBERY 


Thieves Bore Into Vault of 
Selby Smelting Works 


CARRIED OFF GOLD BULLION 


Refined and Crude Metal Valued at 
$280,000 Secured by Skilful Tua- 
neling From Outside the Bailding 
In Which Treasure Was Located 


San Francisco, Aug. 7.-The Selby 
Smelting aud Lead compan y has been 
robbed of $280,000 worth of gold bul 
iion The theft occurred some time 
Monday night, and was not discovered 
until mort The thieves tunoeled 
from ou the building under the 
vault at the Selby works, which are 
located on the bay shore, about 20 miles 
from San Frauciseo. They secured 
nearly 1200 pounds of fine gold, worth 
$20 an ounce, and escaped without leav- 
ing a trace of their identity behind. 

The robbery is the most successful and 
remarkable ever accowplished on the 
Pacitic coast, and was evidently the 
work of skilled mechanics It is sup- 
posed that when the robbers secured 
their loot they loaded it into a boat that 
was waiting and disappeared in the fog 
that had arisen over San Francisco bay 
In their haste to get away they left two 
gold bars worth nearly $50,000 lying on 
the bank at the water's edge 

The police of all the bay cities were 
immediately notitied of the crime, but 
all they could discover was a few of the 
tools that the robbers had used.

Washington, Aug. 7.-The vacancy in

NO BREACH OF PEACE 


| Quiet Waiting a Feature of 
the Big Steei Strike 


PLANS OF THE COMBINE 


Contemplate Gradual Opening of 
Sheet Mills With Skilled Men From 
Their Strongho!(@—"he Independent 
Mills Are Reaping a Rich Harvest 


Pittsburg, Aug. 8.—In the big stee 
strike honors are even in this section. 
The Amalgamiuted association succeed 
ed in closing down the big steel plant ut 
Newcastle, and the manufacturers par- 
tially broke the strike at the Clark mill 
in this city. Neither side is exulting, 
hor is there any expression of dis- 
couragement, 

Not the slightest trouble has occurred 
at any point in the Pittsburg territory, 
and the Amalgamated meu are corre- 
epondingly happy because this condition 
would seem to be the carrying out of 
the association’s new departure in the 
handling of strikes. ‘The quiet waiting 
of the strikers may be one of the sur- 
prises hinted at by the national officers 
From one or two points the strikers are 


reported as restiess nnd eager for action, 
but, so far, have kept faith with their 
leaders and refrained from comnnitting 
any breach of the peace. 

The United States Steel corporation, it 
is learned from an. official source, will 
at once preceed in a systematic manner 
to start its closed sheet mills, making 
the non-union plants of the Kiskim- 
inetas valley the cradle where strike- 
breakers will be trained and then sent 
out to the mills that are closed, 

So far as President Scliwab is con- 
cerned, no overtures will be made by 
the trust to the strikers. He is quoted 
by a Pittsburg man as saying: “We 
have made our last proposition to the 
Amalgamated association, and will now 
proceed to start our works.” 

President Shaffer makes this counter 
statement: “The next proposition must 
come from the United States Steel cor 
poration officials.” 

The manufacturers have decided to 
ro ahead slowly in the matter of start- 
ing the mills, and to do so with as little 
publicity as possible, 

The strongholds of the sheet com pany 
are the mills at Vandergrift. Leechburg, 
Apollo and Scottdale. It has been de- 
cided to take as many skilled men away 
from these places as possible, without 
retarding operations there, and start the 
mills where there is the largest danger 
of an outbreak. The places left vacant 
at the mills mentioned will be filled with 
men deserving of promotion, and they 
will be given better positions. The 
plan further contemplates that after a 
time many of the strikers will return 
when they see one after another of the 
closed milis resuming. 

Pians for starting the closed tin plate 
mills have not been completed. In this 
branch the situation is different. The 
Tin Plate company have only six of 
their < roll trains going, while the 
Sheet company have a few less than 
half. 

At MeKeesport, President Shaffer 
snid that he himself would lead the men 
from Vandergrift into the Wood mill. 
The officials feel that if they can get 
the Vandergrift men away from their 
environments there, little trouble will 
be found in bringing them into the asso- 
ciation. 

The action of the structural iron work- 


| ers In the present strike was tersely out- 


lined by J. W. Pryale, secretary of the 
Bridge and Structural Iron Workers, 
who said: “There are no union mills 
making str uctural steel or iron, and our 
men have been working the material 
furnished them and wilPeontinue to do 
so. If there was one union mill mak- 
ing the material used by us, we would 
possibly act differently.” 

Secretary Bishop of the Ohio board of 
irbitration is in town and is visiting 
several of the combine officers, it is 
said, in the interest of another confer- 
ence, Ile refused to discuss hs move- 
ments, saying he was here on other 
than the steel organization's affairs. 

The continuation of the strike and the 
fact that it is to be extended to vreater 
proporions augmented the scramble 
that has been on in Pittsburg for two 
weeks to secure sheets and tin plates. 
A canvass of the jobbers developed that 
the supply of both sheets and tin plate 
is rapidly running behind the demand 
especially in tin plate. 

The independent mills are reaping a 
harvest. They are taking contracts at 
prices as high, in some cases, as S70 a 
ton for future delivery. 

The sales department of the Ameri- 
ean Steel Sheet company has given no 
tice to jobbers that it cannot take any 
orders for some time, as the capac'ty of 
the operating sheet mills has been eon- 
tracted for. 


Higher Wages a Boomerang 
Chicago, Aug. 8.—The efforts of a, 

members of the National Founders’ 
sociation to break the strikes of = 
machinists and iron moulders apparent- 
ly have failed. Instead of the pro- 
fessed increase of wages having the ef- 
fect of inemsas'ne the number of mep 


at work, it diminished the force of the 


employers. When the action of the 
National Founders’ association in offer- 
ing $4.50 to $4.75 a day to their men bo- 
came known, moulders employed by 
two companies who belong to the asso 
clation quit work. 
Non-Union Men Not Popular 

Ogdensburg, N. Y., Aug. &.—Efforts 
are being made te have the Rutland 
Transit Steamboat company to submit 
their dilferences with the longshore- 
men to arbitration, but the company 
says they have nothing to arbitrate. 
Non-union men going to work yesterday 
were attacked and stoned The hotels 
are closed against them, and the com- 
pany has established a boarding house 
in a warehouse. 


Unexpected Strike of Firemen 

San Francisco, Aug. 8.—Yesterday’s 
feature in the local strike was the walk- 
out of 500 sand teamsters and all the 
firemen of the Pacific Coast company’s 
vessels in port. By the strike of the 
sand teamsters, the hauling of building 
material is brought to a standstill, save 
in a few instances, where contractors 
have their own teams. ‘The strike of 
the Pacitic Coast Steamship tiremen 
Was unexpected by the steamship peo 
ple. 


Gong Back on Old Terms 

Hazelton, Pa., Aug. 8.—Although they 
voted a few days ago to continue the 
fight, many.of the former employes in 
the shops at Drifton of Coxe Bros, & Co., 
the mining firm, who have been on 
strike since June, began yesterday to 
apply for their former positions, and 
the strike is now practically broken 
The men have gained no concessions. 


Gompers Going to Pittsburg 

Atlantic City, Aug. 8.—President 
Gompers of the American Federation of 
Labor left here yesterday for Washing- 
ton. From there he is going to Pitts 
burg. Vice President Hayes of the 
federation says that Mr. Gompers has 
made no public statement whatever rela- 
tive to the federation’s position on the 
steel strike. 


Knoxville Strikers Lose 

Knoxville. Aug. 8.—The eptiresystein 
of the Knoxville Traetion company re- 
sumed operation on regular schedule 
yesterday, after a strike of over a week. 
New men are manning all ears, with the 
exception of four employes, who did not 
strike. 

CUMMINS SWEPT BOARD 
Sure of Nomination For Governor- 
ship From the First Ballot 
Cedar Rapids, Ta., Aug. 8.—The Repub- 
lican convention yesterday nominated A. 


B. Cummins for governor. Cummins 
and his followers had 2 hard Mish i be- 
fore the committee on credentials, in the 
effort to save the delegates of Jeekscn 
and Carroll counties, and came from th: 
conmuittee room beaten men, but they 
won their fight on the first ballot taken 
in the convention, and from that time to 
the finish there pever was the slightest 
doubt of the ultimate result. 

The platform adopted expresses 
“eratification over the endorsement 
civen tu the administration of President 
MelWinley, and rejoices in the mani- 
fold benetits resulting to the eountry 


from his re-election.” 
The work of the Fifty-sixth congress is 
approved. The platform continues: 


“We would eniphasize our endorsement 
of its action in more firmly establish- 
ing our monetary system EDOM. a gold 
basis and in providing for ¢ = il govern- 
ment in Porto Rico and the Philippines, 
and for the relinguishment of our au- 
thority in Cuba. The fact that our 
authority there is a result of a war 
waged not for our aggrandizement, but 
in the name of humanity, must forever 
govern and inspire our relations to them. 

“We are earnestly opposed to all leg- 
islation designed to accomplish the dis- 
franchisement of citizens upon lines of 
race, color or station in life.” 

The policy of a protective tariff is en- 
dorsed. Reciprocity is endorsed as the 
national complement of protection, Re- 
garding combinations of capital, the 
platform says: 

“We assert the sovervignty of the 
people over all corporations and aggre- 
gations of capital, and the right resid- 
ing in the people to enforce such regu- 
lations, restrictions or prohibitions upon 
corporate miahagement as will protect 
the individual and society from abuse 
of the power which great combinations 
of capital wield.” 

Has Long and Honorable Record 

Allentown, N. J.. Aug. 8.—Ex-Gov- 
ernor Williain A. Newell of New Jer- 
sey is dying. Mr. Newell was the first 
Republican governor of the state, serv- 
ing from 1857 to 1S60. He is 83 years 
old, and was a dvetor by profession. 
He was the founder of the United States 
life saving service, which he originated 
in 1848, and of which he was superin- 
tendent from 1869 to 1864. He was 
also the originator of the United States 
agricultural bureau. He was © mem- 
ber of congress in 1847-49 and 1865-67, 
and was governor of Washington ter- 
ritory from 1S76 to 1880.

MACHIAS’ ASSIGNMENT 


To Meet Any Emergency That 
May Arise In Panama 


REBELS HELD UP A TRAIN 


Thought to Be a Possible Forerunner 
of Other Disturbances—United States 
Under Guaranty to Keep Transit 


Open Across the Isthmus 


Washington, Aug. 8.—The gunboat 
Miachias, now at the Boston navy yard, 
has been ordered to proceed without de- 
lay to Hampton Roads, and there to 
prepare for departure for Colon, near 
the eastern terminus of the Panama 
railroad, It is officially stated in the 
order that “it is deemed needful thata 
United States war vessel be in that vi- 
cinity at this time.” 

rhe order to the Machias followed a 
conference between Acting Secretary 
of State Adee and Acting Secretary of 
the Navy Hackett Mr. Adee had a 
dispatch from Consul Gudger stating 
that the revolutionists had held up a 
train for ao hour at Matachin, only 
about 15 miles from Panama City. 
While this was not regarded as threat- 
ening an interruption of trathe or giv- 
ing any ground for intervention by the 
United States. yet it was deemed ad- 
visable by the officials that one of our 
ships should be in the neighborhood in 
order that suitable observations could 
be made and steps taken to meet any 
reney that might arise. The 
commander of the Maehias, Lieutenant 
Conmmander Sargent, is regarded as ap 
otlicer of tact and ability. 

The position of the United States as 
to maintaining free traflie across the 
isthmus of Panama was fully defined 
fr ISS5, wheu extensive naval opera- 
tions were carried on there. An out- 
break somewhat similar to the present 
one occurred early in the year, and the 
insurgents cuptured Panama and 
burned Aspinwall, 

When tratlic Dbeeame = effectually 
blocked the United States determined 
to act, and the North Atlantic squadron, 
under Rear Admiral Jouett, was sent 
to the isthmus. At the same time, the 
havy department sent an expeditionary 
force from New York, commanded by 
Commander MeCalla. Admiral Jouett 
arrived at the isthmus April 10, and at 
once landed marines und issued orders 
to open transit aeross the isthmus. Two 
armored cars, fitted with howitzers, 
Gatling and Hotchkiss guns, were sent 
over the line, clearing the way and mak- 
ing the entire transit. Garrisons of 
marines were placed at Aspinwall and 
Matachin, the latter place being where 
the revolutionists have now held up a 
train, according to Consul Gudger’s dis- 
patch of Tuesday. 

Commander McCalla's expedition es- 
tablished headquarters at Panama. 
Here the revolutionary leader, Aizpuru, 
was in full control, and was erecting 
barricades, expecting a battle with the 
Commander McCalla 
acted energetically, and, gathering his 
full force, occupied Panama on April 
24. arrested Aizpuru and the other lead- 
ers, aud held them prisoners until an 
agreement was signed that fighting 

ould not take place within the city. 
Three days later the Colombian army 
arrived, and at a conference between 
the government generals, Aizpuru and 
Admiral Jouett, the insurgents capitu- 
lated. All of the United States forces 
were then withdrawn, and were back 
in New York on May 16, 

The secretary of the navy, in reporting 
the incident, pointed out that the action 
of the navy was carefully confined to en- 
forcing the treaty stipulations for free 
transit across the isthmus, and that our 
interference ceased the moment this 
object had been accomplished, T'resi- 
dent Cleveland’s message to congress 
and the correspondence of Secretary 
Bayard also made clear that the sole 
purpose of the United States in employ- 
ing force was to fulfill its guaranty, un- 
der the treaty of IN46, to keep the transit 
open across the isthmus. 

The present trouble on the isthmus is 
far Iess formidable than that of 1SS5, 
but the procedure is made clear in case 
the insurgents obstruct traffic. There 
is no present purpose of sending a ship 
down from i the Pac itic side.

Action of Keyless Lock Com- 
pany In Neely Case 


WILL NOT GIVE TESTIMONY 


Ralsed Points of Law Which May Be 
the Means of Securing Test of Insu- 
lar Relations Between This Country 
and Cuba—Evidence at Muncie 


Indianapolis, Aug. 8.—The denial of 
jurisdiction by Cuba in the effort of the 
United States government to secure evi- 
dence in the Neely case, as made by the 
officers of the Indianapolis Keyless 
Lock company, may be the means, it is 
believed, of securing a _ general test 
of the question of insular relations be- 
tween this country and Cuba. Com- 
missioner Moors will submit the ques- 
tion to District Judge Baker, and with 
it the formal refusal of the company’s 
officers to testify. 

Arthur Jordan, president, and Arthur 
R. Baxter, treasurer of the Keyless 
Lock company, accompanied by their 
attorney, Mr. Denny, went before 
States Commissioner Moors and de- 
clined to testify 
which the Indianapolis concern had 
with the department of posts in Cuba, 
the same to be used in the prosecution of 
Neely. Formal declination in written 
form was filed. In substance the re- 
fusal to answer the interrogatories for- 


warded from the Cuban court under the 


counter signature of Governor General 
Wood was based upon this: 

‘Fhey urged that the island of Cuba is 
a foreign territory and the cause in 
question was pending in a foreign juris- 
diction to which they owed no allegi- 
ance. They claimed that the Cuban 
court had never acquired any jurisdiec- 
tion over citizens of the United States 
and that no law passed by the American 
congress bad conferred upon the Cuban 
judge the power to vest in a United 
States commissioner the power to com- 
pel citizens of this country to testify 
against their wish in any case. 

Several days ago Commissioner Moors 
received written authority to take the 
testimony of the Keyless Lock company 
Officials, from Raymond 3arnega 
y Urbaneja, district judge of the north- 
ern district of the city of Havana, and 
special judge to try the case of “the 
United States for the island of Cuba 
against Charles W. Neely, a criminal 
prosecution.” 

Assistant District Attorney La Fol- 
lette had no difiiculty whatever in se- 
curing evidence at Muncie in the Neely 
case When he went there recently. No 
subpoenaes were issued, and witnesses 
appeared promptly and told all they 
knew, without reservation. 

La Follette’s investigation disclosed 
that Neely had between $35,000 and 
$40,000 on deposit in Muncie. Of this 
$21,000 was wired to him when he was 
arrested, for bond. After his release 
on bond he returned to Muncie und drew 
$12,000. He did not have this when 
he was re-arrested, and no trace of it 
was ever found. 

Ross Cowan of the Neely Printing 
company testified that his company, of 
which Neely was a stockholder, had 
furnished about $9000 worth of supplics 
to the Cuban postoffice. It is said this 
was probably a larger amount than the 
supplies might have been secured for 
in the open market, though how much 
profit the company made on them is not 
disclosed. 


Humphreys Confers With Knox 

Washington, Aug. S.—Judge Hum- 
phreys of the first circuit United States 
court of Hawaii had a conference yes- 
terday with Attorney General Knox. 
Some time ago the Bar association of 
Hawaii filed with the attorney general 
a complaint against Judge Humphreys. 
It is understood the Bar association will 
follow up their complaint by formal 
charges, and then the matter will be 
taken up by the department of justice 
and disposed of. 


Settlers Show Poor Judgment 

Lawton, O. T., Aug. 8—The home- 
steaders who have filed thus far have 
selected their claims near Lawton with- 
out regard to the quality of the land. 
Fine agricultural land, 10 or 12 miles 
from town, has gone unnoticed, while 
inferior land two or three miles closer 
in has been seized upon. Indications 
are that this policy will be pursued unti} 
the numbers run high into the hundreds, 
The Texans have proved exceptions to 
this rule.

Poisoned by Dye In Stocking 

Norfolk, Aug. 8.—Lieutenant Com- 
mander James C. Cresap, U. S. N., of 
the inspection board at the Norfolk navy 
yard, died here yesterday of blood 
poisoning, caused by the dye of a stock- 
ing becoming absorbed in a slight 
abrasion on his foot. He was born in 
Ohio in 1849, and entered the navy in 
1867. He served on the gunboat Vicks- 
burg during the Spanish war. <A wife 
and two sons survive him. 


After Belgian Glass Works 

Brussels, Aug. 8—A representative of 
American capitalists, who is hegotiat- 
ing to acquire the Charleroi Glass 
Works, had a three-hours’ conference 
with the proprietors of the works yester- 
day. The decision arrived at was not 
announced. The glass company owns 
40 furnaces, and values them at $500,- 
000 franes each.

Whether Mrs. Byron’s Death Was 
Due to Arsenical Poisoning 

Keene, N. H., Aug. 8.—Mrs. 
Leocadie Byron, aged 79 years, is dead 
from what appears to be arsenical poi- 
soning, although the coroner's jury has 
left the decision to a chemist. Mrs. 
Byron lived with her son, Joseph, and 
his wife in Roxbury, near the Keene 
line. On Tuesday afternoon she and 
the son’s wife drank tea in which they 
had put sugar. Both noticed a bitter 
taste, and soon after both were taken 
ill, the old lady dying, but the younger 
one was saved by prompt measures. 
The son, whe drank tea, but did not use 
sugar, as it was not his habit, was not 
ill. 

The coroner began an inquiry, and 
found a foreign substance in the sugar 
bowl. It was decided to send the wom- 
an’s stomach to a chemist, and, pending 
a report, the Jury adjourned. The fam- 
ily have lived here for a long time, the 
mother staying alternately at her son 
Joseph's house, at another son's or with 
a daughter at Gardner, Mass. The fam- 
ily are at a loss to account for the pol- 
soning, as they lived in harmony.

NEGRO ROASTED ALIVE 


Becomes a Victim of Enraged and 
Determined Citizens of Alabama 
Birmingham, Ala., Aug. 8—John W. 

Bennington, a negro, was burned at the 

stake near Enterprise before a crowd 

of 500 citizens yesterday. The mob 
was composed of both whites and 
blacks, and though the suffering man 
pleaded for mercy and frantically en- 
deavored to break the chains that bound 
him, not a trace of sympathy was 

shown. Tennington had committed a 

brutal assault upon Mrs. J. C. Davis, 

wife of a farmer, and had confessed his 
guilt. 

The crime was committed Tuesday af- 
ternoon. A large posse was quickly 
organized, with bloodhounds, gud they 
chased the negro until yesterday, when 
he was captured inaswamp. He was 
bound hand and foot and taken to the 
Davis home for identification. When 
the posse arrived with Pennington, at 
least 500 persons were gathered near 
the Davis residence. 

Mrs. Davis recognized her assailant 
and the negro admitted the assault and 
pleaded for mercy, but he was dragged 
from the house to the woods near by. 
An iron pipe was driven in the ground, 
around which brushwood was piled by 
blacks and whites. When the negro 
saw his doom he screamed with terror 
and fell in a faint. He was revived 
and dragged to the stake, but had to be 
held up while the chains were fastened 
around his neck and body. A match 
was applied to the pile, and with oil to 
feed upon, the flame soon burst into a 
roar, 

The terrified negro again and again 
pleaded for mercy in agonizing tones 
and prayed to God that those around him 
might perish. He then called upon his 
maker for forgiveness, and as the Hames 
leaped up and encircled his neck soon 
nothing could be seen but the writhing 
motion in the cirele of fire. His body 
was quickly consumed, and the crowd 
quietly dispersed. 


Empress Frederick’s Last Moments 
terlin, Aug. 8.—Details of the last 
moments of the Dowager Empress 
Frederick have been given to the pub- 
lic through the Frankfurter Zeitung, as 
follows: “Emperor William and the 
empress were at the bedside from 5:30 
a.m. until the end. The dowager em- 
press was fully conscious until noon 
and suffering great agony. Then she 
gradually became unconscious. Soon 
after 6 p.m. the physicians gave a sign 
that dissolution was approaching... The 
emperor grasped her hand and ila it 
until the last, the other members of the 
family kneeling silently around the bed.” 


Preparing For World’s Fair 

St. Louis, Aug. 8.—The world’s fair 
executive committee spent yesterday in 
framing regulations to accompany the 
proclamation to be issued by President 
McKinley, inviting the nations of the 
earth to participate in the Louisiana 
purchase exposition, and to appoint 
representatives thereto. The official 
information that provision has been 
made for the grounds and buildings for 
the fair, with the regulations adopted, 
will be forwarded to Washington not 
later than next week. 

Eight Deaths From Explosion 

Philadelphia, Aug. 8.—Another body 
was found yesterday in the ruins of 
Monday night’s explosion on Locust 
street, making a total of eight fatalities 
as a result of the disaster. The offi- 
cials who are investigating the cause 
of the explosion yesterday found a five- 
gallon oil can in the cellar of the Quigley 
grocery store. The walls of this cellar 
were blackened as if an explosion had 
occurred in it.

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THE SMELTER ROBBERY 


Suspicion Strongly Points Against a 


Man Now in Custody 

San Francisco, Aug. 9.—Captain Sey- 
mour has disclosed the identity of the 
man whom the police have in custody 
on suspicion of being implicated in the 
robbery of $283,000 worth of gold bul- 
lion from the Selby Smelter Works. 
The suspect is John Winter, 37 years 
old, a former employe of the smelting 
company. 

Captain Seymour also outlined the 
evidence on which Winter is being held, 
as follows: “A man’s cap, which was 
found in the railroad tunnel last Tues- 
day morning, has been positively iden- 
tified as a head covering worn by 
Winter. The cover of the tunnel ex- 
cavated by the thieves was constructed 
of lathes, upon which some cloth was 
fastened with tacks of a peculiar pat- 
tern, and tacks similar to these were 
round in Winter's cabin. Portions of 
lathe similar to those composing the 
framework of the cover have been 
found at the same place. <A_ pistol 
owned by Winter, and found in his 
cabin, is covered with mud which cor- 
responds exactly with the earth taken 
from the tunnel. 

“In the tunnel were found several 
cubes of peculiar chalk which had evi- 
dently been used to smother the grind- 
ing sound made by the drill by which 
the floor plate of the vault had been 
bored, and pieces of chalk like them 
were discovered in Winter's residences, 

“In the cabin was also found a new 
implement designed to cut gas pipe. A 
small electric battery and a tiny el e- 
tric bulb, the latter being covered with 
dirt similar to that in the tunnel, was 
found in the cabin. Winter had been 
seen late at night in the vicinity of the

, Topic For the Week Beginning Aug. 
11—Comment by Rev. S. H. Doyle. 
Toric.—Enemies and arms.—Eph. vi, 10-18. 

In this familiar passage Paul repre- 

sents the Christian life as a warfare. 

His residence as a prisoner at Rome 

may have suggested this figure. The 

equipment and discipline of soldiers 
were a daily spectacle in Rome and 
| would naturally suggest such a par- 

j allel. The figure, moreover, is an ex- 

'eeedingly apt one. The Christian life 

jis a struggle, a warfare. It is a fight 

for God, for truth, for righteousness, 

'for justice against the opposites of 

' these things. It is a constant struggle 

and warfare. 

Ne’er think the victory won 

* Nor lay thine armor down. 

The heavenly race will not be won 
Till thou attain thy crown. 

“There is no discharge in this war.” 
| It continues so long as life itself con- 
tinues. 

The enemies and the arms of the 
, Christian warfare are the especial sub- 

jects of our study. 

1. The enemies. (1) These enemies 
are not physical, but spiritual. “We 
| wrestle not against flesh and blood, 
| but against principalities, against pow- 
jers, against the rulers of the darkness 
of this world, against spiritual wicked- 

j ness in high places.” (2) Being spirit- 

ual, these enemies are invisible. The 

enemy of the human soul and his hosts 


are shrewd and cunning and all the} 


more powerful because invisible. 
“Their battles are the rush of a sudden 
ambuscade. They fight not on a 
pitched field, but by sudden assault 
and secret and cunning onslaught.” (3 
The enemies of the Christian are pow- 
erful. Just how much power satan has 
over man we do not know, but we do 
know that his power is great and is 
not to be despised, but constantly 
guarded against. 


2. The arms. To meet such enemies 


both defensive and offensive arms are! 


necessary, and they have been provid- 


ed. The Christian soldier has an ar- 
mor. Paul calls it the “whole armor 
of God” and specifies its separate 


| pieces. (1) The girdle. The girdle in the 
} ancient armor was the military belt, 
which held the rest of the armor in its 
pice and hence was very important. 
The spiritual girdle is truth. (2) The 
| breastplate. The Roman breastplate 
covered and protected the heart. 
Christian’s breastplate righteous- 
hess—not his own righteousness, but 
; Christ's ghteousness. (3) Sandals. 
|The legs of the Roman soldier were 
covered with greaves, a kind of milita- 
ry leggings, and the feet with sandals, 
a kind of light, spiked shoe. To give 
swiftness of movement was the pur- 
of the sandal. The Christian 
' needs to be prompt and swift, and the

In so doing it destroys timidity and 

fear and inspires courage and prompt- 

ness in obedience to all orders. (4) The 
shield. Roman soldiers used two kinds 
of shields—a small shield, called a bue- 
kler or target, which was held in the 
left hand during a hand to hand strug- 
gle, and a larger shield, which covered 
the entire person. Paul refers to the 
large shield, which covered the person 
and protected the armor of the soldier 
from being pierced. The Christian's 
shield is faith, unwavering confidence 
in God, which guards the mind against 
doubt or unbelief. (5) The helmet. The 

Roman helmet protected the head and 
j enabled the soldier to hold his head 
}erect without fear. The Christian’s 

helmet is salvation—not merely the 

hope of salvation, but the assurance 

that we are saved here and now. (6) 
The sword. This is the only offensive 
weapon that Paul mentions. The 
Christian’s sword is the “sword of the 
Spirit, the word of God.”

President Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor was at the strike 
headquarters again yesterday after- 
noon with Secretary Morrison, and was 
closeted with the advisory board of the 
Amalgamated association for more than 
three hours. Before he left the meet- 
ing he gave his prowise to support the 
strike, but it was not until 8 o'clock 
that he gave out agtatement, in which 
he says: 

“Since the avrival of Secretary Mor- 
rison of the American Federation of 
Labor and inyself, we have been iu al- 
most continual conference with the ad- 
visory board of the Amalgamated as- 
sociation of Iron, Steel and Tin Work- 
ers. We made a thorough investiga 
tion of the present strike, of its mem- 
bers formerly in the employ of the 
United States Steel corporation, and its 
constituent branches; the causes which 
led to the strike; the present situation 
of the controversy :.and we ubhesitating- 
ly declare our judgment that the posi- 
tion of the Amalgamated association is 
absolutely justified and essential to its 
continuance and effectiveness a 
union of workers in the trade, as well 
as the protector of the rights and in- 
terests of its members. 

“It appears that the company took the 
position it did with an avowal that it 
would not allow the extension of the 
union to uon-unionists. Such a posi- 
tion and avowal are tantamount to de- 
claring that, notwithstanding the 
growth of the craft, the organization 
had reached a status beyond which it 


as 


could not extend. 

“Now, any one at all familiar with 
industrial development and economi 
organization, are equally aware that 
organized labor advances or recedes, 
but never stands still. It therefore 
follows that if the trust, by its great 
wealth, can prevent the extension and 
growth of the Amalgamated association 
it encompasses its disintegration and 
destruction.

To make an wolian harp construct a | 
box of very thin pine, cedar or other 
wood, five or six inches deep, seven or 
eight inches wide, with a length equal | 
to that of the window in which jt is to 
be placed. Across the top, near each 
end, glue a strip of wood half an inch 
high and a quarter of an inch thick 
for bridges. Into the ends of the box |} 
insert wooden pins, like those of a vio- 
lin, to wind the strings around, two 
pins in each end. Make a sound hole 
in the middle of the top and string the 
box with small catgut or first fiddle 
Strings.

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HOW THE GREEN HIDE IS PREPARED 
FOR THE MARKET. 


The Operation Is a Strange One 
From Beginning to End and Com- 


prehends a Number of Different! 


Manipulations by Expert Workers. 


The making of leather is an art of 
which most people understand little. It 
can safely be said that this trade is one 
of the greatest and yet most obscure of 
all our industries. During the past few 
years it has assumed immense propor- 
tions. 

The preliminary steps in tanning are 
by no means what you would call of an 
festhetic nature. The hide as received 
in the rough state is covered with hair 
and bristles, which must be first re- 
moved. In order to do this properly the 


hide is thrown into a vat of warm! 


Soap water and left there for at least 
three days. At the end of that period, 
if found to be in a suitable condition, it 
is drawn out and run through a queer 
looking machine. This apparatus con- 
sists principally of three rollers. The 
largest one, a massive affair, revolves 
rapidly from right to left. The next one 
in size moves in the opposite direction 


from left to right and, unlike the first, | 


is covered with small knives. These 
knives are not visible owing to the 
great velocity of the roller, it making 
over 1,800 revolutions a minute. 

It takes but a second to run a hide 
through this press. The operator, a 
strong, determined looking individual, 
seizes the skin firmly with both hands, 
Swings it around once or twice and 
then slips it dexterously between the 
great rollers. There is a muffled sound, 
and, presto, the skin falls out devoid of 
all flesh. The hide is then placed in a 
vat of limewater, where, under the ac- 
tion of the lime, the hair becomes soft 
and loose. In a day or so it is again 
taken out and sent to the press. This 
time the third and last rolled, which is 
covered with small round stones, is 
used. These stones remove the hair in 
the same way as the knives did the 
flesh. 

The hide ts then given a thorough 
washing or sopping out. For this pur- 
pose a huge wooden, barrel shaped ap- 
paratus called a “bater” is used. With- 
in this bater are long projections made 
of hard wood. The skin rests upon 
these while the wheel revolves. As 
secon as a proper angle is reached the 
hide slides off and falls with great 
foree to the bottom. Here it is once 
more picked up, carried to the top and 
dropped again. Thus the operation is 
continued until the hide becomes per- 
fectly clean and spotless. It fs then 
ready to be tanned. Great vats of dull, 
deep colored liquid are now utilized. 

The making of this liquid is a process 
by itself. The bark, either oak or hem- 
lock, is first broken up and ground into 
fine bits and then conveyed into huge 
tanks called “leeches.’”’ These tanks 
contain about three-fourths bark and 
ove-fourth old liquid, or, in other 
words, liquid which has become weak 
owing to long usage. The mixture 
steeps for a number of days, long 
evough at any rate for the liquid to re- 
gain its strength. It is then strained 
and allowed to run into different vats. 
The old liquid in turn flows back to the 
leeches. In this manner the old is 
made new and the new old. 

The next step is called “shaving.” 
This consists in tearing off the edges 
of the hide and making the surface 
smooth. A small, knife covered wheel 
having a great velocity does the work 
quickly, but not satisfactorily. Each 
hide must be gone over again by hand. 
This is called “currying”’ and is one of 
the most difficult operations in the act 
of tanning. The “‘currier,” in fact, must 
bavye been raised in the business. A 
long, fierce looking knife is used. Tak- 
ing this in both hands, he bends over 
the skin, which lies before him on a 
thick board, and with skillful strokes 
removes what the machine has left, be- 
sides giving the surface a most beauti- 
ful grain. To do this rapidly and still 
keep the razorlike edge on the blade re- 
quires years of practice. 

The hides are then washed, weighed, 
pressed and ready to be “stuffed” on 
the floor above. The “stuffing” wheel is 
a mammoth wooden tank about 10 feet 
by 20 feet, with a capacity of from 200 
to 300 pounds. It is here where the 
grease and fatty substances which 
bave been removed from the hide in 
the various processes are restored. As 
the tanner says, “Life is given in.” 
Were it not for this grease the hide 
would be dry, hard and easily torn. It 
is here also where profit and loss figure 
the most. The tanner depends entirely 
upon his judgment as to the amount of 
fat to be added; too much or too little, 
and untold damage would result. 

The skin now passes through the 
final stage. It is “stretched” and sent 
to the “finishing” room, where it is 
made ready for the market. This last 
step consists in blacking and glossing 
one side and imparting a fine grain to 
the other. The process is then complet- 
ed. Thus a fleshy, hair covered bide is 
made into a beautiful piece of leather. 

The operation is a strange one from 
beginning to end. If you ever have the 
time, visit a tannery and see for your-

Be of Unusual Interest, 


Dwight F. Davis of St. Louis Will 
Probably Win Cham pionship—The 
“Twist” Service That Puszled Eng- 
lish Racket Experts. 


“Who will win the national lawn ten- 
nis championship?’ 

That question is being frequently dis- 
cussed throughout the country, and 
many promising candidates for the 
honor have been put forth. 

The national championships in men’s 
singles, interscholastic singles, east 
versus west and challenge match for 
championship in doubles occur at the 
Casino courts in Newport, R. L., during 
the coming week. Unusual interest is

attached to the contests because of the 
absence of Malcolm P. Whitman of 
Harvard, the present bolder of the title. 
Whitman stated .last year that he 
would not enter the lists in 1901, and in 
following out that policy bas given the 
lesser lights in the arena an oppor- 
tunity to come within striking distanv-e 
of the premiership. Whitman so clearly 
outclasses the field of singles experts 
that another victory would have been 
his if he bad chosen to participate. 

Whitman’s withdrawal leaves the 
“balance of power” unmistakably with 
Dwight F. Davis of St. Louis, the mil- 
lionaire donor of the international chal- 
lenge trophy; William A. Larned, win- 
ner of the all comers’ tournament at 
Newport last year, and Beals C. Wright 
of Harvard. These three men will put 
up a master fight for the victor’s 
wreath. Davis will probably win the 
tourney. His brilliancy !s unquestion- 
ed, and his endurance is remarkable. 
Davis, with Holcombe Ward, bis part- 
ner in doubles, gave a splendid exhipl- 
tion of tennis at the English champion- 
ship contests at Wimbledon. Davis it 
was who originated the “twist” serv- 
ice which bas caused much comment 
of lute on both sides of the Atlantic. 

Davis bas a style of play that Is 
unique. He is left handed and always 
hits the ball with the greatest amount 
of power that be can muster. He 
knows no medium stroke and hazards 
everything on his ability to “kill” the 
ball. Many opponents find it impossi- 
ble to return a ball. after one of his 
swashes. In his recent matches at 
Longwood, Mass., the St. Louisan has 
evidenced championship form, and bis 
twist service showed all the vicious 
“side breaking” that proved a source 
of terror to the Englishmen. The won- 
derful physique of Davis and his amaz- 
ing ability to slug the ball for hours at 
a time at top speed are traceable to his 
love of outdoor sport. At his St. Louis 
home he plays golf, polo and rides to 
the hounds in addition to his play at 
tennis. 

The peculiarities of the twist service 
are not widely known, and a few words 
of explanation are seasonable. This 
service causes the ball the instant it 
touches the ground to fly at almost 
right angles to the course of the serv- 


ice. The reason for this is the down- 


ward twist imparted the ball, together 


| with a side motion at the moment the 


sphere is leaving the racket. 

The effect of such a service is similar 
to the out drop of a baseball pitcher, 
which causes the ball to drop suddenly 
as it passes the plate and curve out- 
ward at the same time.

I think that 
one of their prime favorites is the jun- 
jor senator from New York, Chauncey 
M. Depew. oo : 
Heart Versus Eyes. 

He is a wonder. Much as the news- 
papers and correspondents have ex- 
ploited him, in my judgment he is 
greater than his reputation. The word 
“many sided” applies more aptly to 
him than to any other man I ever clap- 
ped my eyes upon. The appellation 
“admirable” fits him as well as it did 
the far famed Crichton. 

The first candidate for governor that 

I ever saw was General Thomas E. 
Bramlette of Kentucky. He was also 
the first person I ever saw who used 
the now fashionable eyeglasses which 
are hooked over the nose and have no 
pieces extending back of the ears to 
hold them on. Bramlette was a wid- 
ower, and a handsome one at that. 
When he wanted to read something, he 
put his eyeglasses on his shapely nose 
and, with an arch look and graceful 
bow to the audience, said, “I hope the 
ladies will not deem my heart as old as 
my eyes are.” I have always consid- 
ered that a very neat remark. I was 
only a “chunk of a boy” when I heard 
him say it, but after 35 years I still 
rank it among the brightest sayings 
which my memory retains. Governor 
Bramlette’s idea fits Senator Depew’s 
case and character. His heart is still 
young—boyish—despite the fact, ac- 
cording to his own statement, that he 
is past 66. He will die in his youth 
even if he lives to the age of Methuse- 
lah. . 
His popular reputation is that of hu- 
morist, which he is, but he is some- 
thing more—much more. He is a schol- 
ar, lawyer, financier, philosopher, ora- 
tor of amazing versatility, society lead- 
er, politician, statesman, traveler and 
the prince of raconteurs. 

But, great as he is as an orator, he is 
greater still as a conversationalist. 
There his humor is forever on tap. He 
jokes about anything and everything, 
philosophizes on all subjects and en- 
livens his monologues with copious il- 
lustrations and selections from the 
richest and most marvelous store of 
reminiscences contained in any human 
brain. 

Depew on Humorous Oratory. 

On a Christmas excursion of the 
famous Gridiron club to Charleston 
Senator Depew, Senator Tillman and 
myself were the guests of the club. I 
asked him how it happened that, while 
people manifested a tendency to depre- 
ciate humorous statesmen, the fact that 
Abraham Lincoln was one of Amer- 
ica’s half dozen greatest humorists in 
no way detracted from his reputation 
for wisdom. The senator replied: 

“While the American people will not 
elect a man president who has much 
reputation for humor, if a president de- 
velops that faculty after election they 
appear to think that that is clear gain 
on their bargain, and it increases rather 
than diminishes ais fame. Though 
Lincoln’s humorous gift was well 
known to his Illinois neighbors, his rep- 
utation prior to his election to the pres- 
idency was bottomed on his debates 
with Douglas, and in the campaign of 
1860 the issues were so grave and the 
contest so absorbing that the personal- 
ity of the candidates was lost sight of.” 

Then the senator told this curious 
story of General James A. Garfield: 

“In the fall of 1880 I was booked for 
some speeches in Ohio. Garfield had 
written me to visit him at his home. 
It so happened that I reached Chio the 
next day after Maine had gone against 
the Republicans at the September state 
slection. Things were several degrees 
oluer than indigo. Arrived at the sta- 
tion, I inquired if I could get a carriage 
to convey me to General Garfield’s resi- 
fence. A fellow with a broad grin on 
his face—I think he was a Democrat— 
said: 

“Yes, boss; no trouble getting a car- 
riage today. Nobody seems to be going 
out that way pow. Yesterday they 
were all crowded.’ 

Garfield’s Advice to Depew. 

“After reaching the general's house 

and breakfasting he and I took a stroll 
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about his farm, loeking at his crops 
and cattle, of which he was very fond, 
and talking of the political situation. 
We stopped under a magnificent tree. 
Garfield put his arm ou my shoulder 
and said: 

“‘Chauncey, you would have a great 
future before you if it were not for 
your humor. It retards your progress. 
Give that up, and you may yet be pres- 
ident. There is no reason why you 
should not. When I was younger, I in- 
dulged in humor a good deal myself 
and insensibly fell into the habit of 
using too much of it in my speeches 
and conversation, but fortunately I 
soon discovered that my audiences ex- 
pected me to say laughable things, and 
I quit it altogether. For years there 
has been no trace of humor in my 
speeches. More than that, I never am 
tempted to use it, and really I have lost 
the power of enjoying humor in other 
men’s speeches.’ ” 

Some one asked the senator what he 
thought of Garfield's remarks. “I 
hardly know,” replied Mr. Depew, “but 
I wouldn't exchange the fun I have 
had in this life for the presidency.” 
Depew’s Pathetic Story. 

Mr. Depew then told this pathetic 
Story of his connection with the Liberal 
Republican movement in 1872: 

“Shortly after Horace Greeley was 
nominated by the Liberal Republicans 
he sent for me to visit his office, and I 
went. He solicited me to go into the 
movement, and I refused, explaining to 
him gently as I could that his election 
was impossible because the Democrats 
would not support him. The leaders 
might and probably would do so as a 
matter of good politics, but the rank 
and file of the Democrats, upon whom 
he had been pouring vitriol for 40 
years, could not be brought to stand by 
him with anything like unanimity, and 
the sequel showed that my first im- 
pression was correct. But Mr. Greeley 
said: i 
“Chauncey, I am in the ¢risis of my 
fate. The opportunity of a lifetime has 
come to me. If the Democrats noml- 
nate me, I will be president. Demo- 
cratic leaders all over the country have 
given assurances that they will nomi- 
nate me if proofs are forthcoming that 
enough New York Republicans will 
support me to carry the state. To test 
this a meeting of Republicans friendly 
to me is soon to be held at Buffalo. I 
want you to attend that meeting, for 
my success in November depends upon 
the showing made there. You are per- 
sonally known to more people than any 
other man in the state. Your active 
participation in that meeting may and 
probably will turn the scales in my 
favor. Since you first entered politics, 
a mere youth, I have been your friend 
and The Tribune has been your stanch 
advocate, always ready to advance 
your fortunes. You must go; really 
you must.’ 

“He kept on in that strain. I yield- 
ed my judgment to the call of personal 
friendship and attended the Buffalo 
meeting. It was a monster affair. Most 
of the prominent Republicans in the 
state were in attendance, hundreds of 
them upon the stage. ‘Greeley! was 
the cry, and the enthusiasm was un- 
bounded and contagious. That great 
demonstration stirred the heart of the 
country and secured for Horace the 
Democratic indorsement. I accepted 
the nomination for lieutenant governor. 
Things went on swimmingly until the 
October state election in North Caro- 
lina, which went Republican by a large 
majority. That amazed the whole 
country and marked the beginning of 
the end. 

“The day before that election Grant 
Republicans in New York were as 
scarce as hens’ teeth; the day after the 
election Greeley Republicans in New 
York were ‘like angels’ visits, few and 
far between.’ Everybody was anxious 
to get to cover. The result in North 
Carolina demonstrated to all the world 
what I[ told Mr. Greeley in the begin- 
ning, that the body.of plain Democrats, 
men who expected no office and want- 
ed none, but who voted the ticket be- 
cause of the associations of a lifetime 
or because of love of the party name 
or party principles, woul4 have none of 
him, but I believed then and believe 
now that had North Carolina gone 
Democratic at the October election 
Greeley would have carried New York 
by 500,000 majority and would have re- 
ceived every clectoral vote south and 
west of New York. 

When Greeley’s Mighty Heart Broke. 

“A few days before the presidential 
election I visited Mr. Greeley at his 
country place at Chappaqua, where he 
had spent the happiest hours of his 
busy and useful life. He was in his 
library, which was strewn with papers, 
illustrated and unillustrated. The bot- 
tom had dropped out of his canvass, 
and he at last realized it. He was in 
deepest distress, haggard, wan, nerv- 
ous, excited. He read me several bit- 
ter and brutal articles about himself 
and showed me many cartoons belit- 
tling and ridiculing him, and he be- 
moaned his fate in a most pitiful man- 
ner. I tried my best to soothe, console 
and sustain him, but without avail. 
After a good deal of pathetic talk he 
said: 

“‘Chauncey, I am ruined, utterly 
ruined. The Tribune, the idol of my 
heart, to which I have devoted my 
best erngrgies and which I hoped would 
be my monument to coming genera- 
tions, will be destroyed. I have done 
right because I loved the right. I ad- 
yocated prohibition because I deemed 
it right. I fought slavery because I 
thought it wrong. But these papers 
represent me as a drunkard and the 
most brutal slave driver in the land, 
and the worst of it is that thousands of 
negroes whom I helped to free will be-- 
lieve these monstrous lies.’ With that 
be placed his arms upon a desk, his 
face upon his arms, and cried aud sob- 
bed like a little child. He refused to 
be comforted, and his mighty heart 
broke in my presence in his library at 
Chappaqua. In a few days he was in 
his grave.” Cuamp CLARE.

on spurious food articles and the de- 
partment has been successful. 

The complaint of the State of Ohio 
was that Ariosa coffee was coated with 
a substance which concealed defects in 
the coffee and made it appear better 
than it is. The State charged this 
coating or glazing was a favorable me- 
dium for the propagation of bacteria. 

Prof. G. A. Kirchmaier, of this city, 
a well known chemist, was the princi- 
pal witness for the State. He had 
made scientific examinations of sam- 
ples of Ariosa purchased from Grocer 
White in the open market. He found 
that each Ariosa berry contained ay 
average of 300 bacteria. Mr. Kirch- 
maier further testified that other cof- | 
fees he examined contained few bacte- 
ria or none at all. He declared that 
the glazed coffee was not a wholesome 
food product. 

Chemist Schmidt, of Cincinnati, cor- 
roborated the testimony of Prof. Kirch- 
maier. The State did not present fur- 
ther testimony. 

The defense through the Arbuckles, 
who prepared this glazed coffee, se- 
cured some of the most eminent chem- 
ists and scientists in the United States 
to give testimony in their behalf. Prof. 
H. W. Wiley, of the United States Ag- 
ricultural Department; Prof. Vaughn of 
Aun Arbor University; Profs. Bleile 
and Webber, of the Ohio State Univer- 
sity, were called to defend Ariosa. Dr. 
Wiley bad made a careful examination 
of the method of manufacturing Ario- 
sa. He told of the 19,000,000 eggs used 
by the Arbuckles yearly in the prepara- 
tion of this glazi On this point in 
cross examination, the State's 
deftly drew from 
that tl!

Prof. Wiley acknowledged that the 
glazing might be a favorable medium

Prof. Vaughn, of Ann Arbor, also a | 
witness for the Arbuckles, said he 
found bacteria on Ariosa coffee. 

Prof. Bleile, another witness for the | 
defense, found any number of lively | 
bacteria on Ariosa coffee he examined, 
and be agreed that glazed coffee surely 
was a more favorable medium for the 
propagation of bacteria than unglazed 
coffee. 

Pure Food Commissioner Blackburn 
says: “The State is very much elated | 
over its victory against this corpora- | 
tion. We are now considering the ad- | 
visability of informing every grocer in | 
the State of Obio that it is an infrac- | 
tion of the laws to sell Ariosa, and at 
the same time give warning to con- 
sumers that the coffee is an adulterat- 
ed food article.” 

The verdict of the jury in this case is 
of national importance because a great 
many other States have pure food laws | 
like that of Ohio, and it is natural to 
suppose that similar action will be 
taken by other Pure Food Commis- 
sioners to prevent the sale of glazed 
coffees.

True neighborliness is lacking in city 
life.

Its 
real home fs In the rural town, where 
the one curtain stretcher on a street is 
looked upon as public property and Is 
just as often to be found in the home 
of Mrs. Brown as it is in that of Mrs. 
Smith, though the latter, simply be- 
cause ft was paid for with her money, 
sometimes selfishly tries to delude her- 
self into believing {t belongs to her, 

A woman yisiting in Baltimore tells 
this story to illustrate the feeling that 
exists between neighbors in her native 
town in a county of western Maryland: 
The woman is looked upon as an au- 
thority in most matters by those who 
surround her, and so one morning, 
when the maid awakened her at 7:30 
o'clock to tell her that a young person 
wished to see her in the library, the 
woman jumped up hastily and donned 
the things she could get into quickest, 
wondering meanwhile whether Mrs. 
Allen’s baby had another spasm or it 
was merely an embassador from Mrs. 
Iuller seeking to borrow the ice cream 
freezer for the day. 

If it were the latter, she determined 
that she was just going to nerve her- 
self to refuse it, for the last time Mrs. 
Fuller had borrowed the freezer she 
had sent it home one Sunday with the 
handle so broken that the whole thing 
was useless and with a note saying 
that she was sorry she had been unfor- 
tunate enough to break it, but that she 
hoped its owner could have it repaired. 

It was not an emissary from Mrs. 
Fuller, however. It was an entirely 
strange individual who faced the wom- 
an when she finally reached her libra- 


ry. 
“Good morning,” said the stranger 
politely. “You don’t know me, do you?

RUN DOWN AT BOSTON 


John and Nellie Pentony Are 
Under Arrest 


WOMAN MAKES CONFESSION 


Couple Thought to Have a Bad Rec- 
ord as Badger Workers and Dia- 


mond Snatchers—Police Discover 


Much Stolen Property 


Boston, Aug. 12.—The police have un 
der arrest for the Chicago officers twa 
alleged expert “badger workers,” and 
the evidence accumulated since Saitur- 
day, together with the coufession the 
woman is said to have made, makes it 
appear that the prisoners are more thay 
ordinarily adroit in crime. 

The woman is Nellfe Pentony, and her 
partner is John Pentony. 30th have 
many aliases. Upon being searched at 
police headquarters the woman’s tiny 
pocket book, concealed in her dress, 
ylelded seven diamond rings and a dia- 
mond studded locket, while in other 
parts of her clothing were found many 
pawntickets for diamonds, pawned in 
New York ciiy, Buffalo, Chicago and 
Cleveland. On searching the room 
which the couple occupied, jewelry and 
other articles were found, obtained, it 
is believed, both by pocket picking and 
breaking and entering. In fact the po- 
lice hope to get a number of cases 
against the prisoners for these offenses. 

The arrest of the couple came about 
by accident, the woman being taken a 
few nights ago for nightwalking. She 
was fined in court, and, appealing, was 
sent down the harbor to Deer island, in 
default of bail. Her husband busied 
himself in securing cash bail, and on 
Saturday got the necessary amount to se- 
cure her release, coming to the city from 
the island with her. 

After the woman's arrest, Chief In 
spector Watts was notified from Chi- 
cago that two “badger workers” and 
diamond “snatchers” had come east 
and were thought to be in Boston. The 
description furnished seemed to fit the 
woman, but the officers were not cer- 
tain about the man. When Pentony 
and the woman stepped off the Deer isl- 
and boat Suturday afternoon they were 
escorted to police headquarters, and 
given a chance to tell their history. 
The story both told was a smooth one, 
but when the woman was confronted 
with the Bertillion measurements and 
pictures taken of her in St. Louis, May

‘They admitted the loss 
yesterday of the National Rolling mill 
at McKeesport, which they had expect- 
ed to hold, and that the Boston milland 
Monongahela Steel works at MeKees- 
port, and the Republie and Elba, Pitts- 
burg, were tied up. Their tube works at 
McKeesport and Pittsburg were still at 
work, but menaced by a possible short- 
age of material. Their tube men at 
Wheeling were out, but the furnace 
and coke men there were at work, and 
their steel men there showed an inclina- 
tion to stay on unless intimidated. 

It was stated by the steel officials 
that Clark’s mill was moving along, 
with its non-union crews engaged last 
week, and that another mill manned by 
old Amalgamated men had started up 
at Wellsville, representing a gain of 
one there since Saturday. 

Reports from Wheeling and Bellaire 
indicate that there may be trouble there. 
At the latter place an attempt is to be 
made to keep the plant in operation, and 
the mill officials say that if they or 
the men who did not go out are inter- 
fered with they will ask for state mil'tia 
to protect them. 

At Wheeling reports that men were 
to be imported have brought out crowds 
bent on preventing their admission, and 
it is predicted that there will be serious 
clashes there before the strike Is settled. 
Most of the strike centers are yery or- 
derly, however. 

The executive committee of the 
gamated association will probably 
make an exhaustive investigation of the 
action taken by the lodges at South 
Chicago, Bay View and Joliet, in re- 
fusing to make the strike.

That Trublesome Clause in Street 
Improvement Orders. 


Some of the members of the City 
Council have done a great deal of hard 
thinking since Saturday, when they 
read in the Ledger that after all their 
season’s work and deliberation over the 
special street improvement orders, that 
it will probably be impossible for the 
Commissioner of Public Works to carry 
out their wishes because of the failure 
of the abutters to sign a release from 
all damages by the proposed changes, 
and accept the award made by the City 
Council. 

The clause, which is proving 
a stumbling block in carrying out the 
provisions of the orders, was tacked 
onto all of the street improvement 
orders had its birth in the Committee 
on Finance. Councilman Hultman of 
Ward Two who it will be remembered 
voted in the negative on the larger 
part of these orders when they came 
up for final passage, is said to to have 
been the father of the clause which in 
the Committee room was known as 
‘*Hultman’s hobby,’’ and the seven 
wise men when they voted to add that 
clause had little idea that it would 
work as it is apparently doing. 

Whether Councilman Hultman made 
his motions with malice aforethought, 
or whether he simply had the welfare 
of the city in mind, is a question, but 
there are grave suspicions in view of 
later events that he knew what the 
outcome would be, 

But the deed has been done, and the 
orders are now beyond the control of 
the Council 


and they remain unexe- 
cuted. 
Commissioner Knowlton has _ been 
waited upon by a number of the 


Councilmen to learn if the Ledger’s 
statement was based upon facts, and 
upon learning that it was, they have 
gone away with long faces. 

It is said that when the Council 
meets again that the City Soliciter 
will be asked to render an opinion as 
to whether the clause in question is 
legal. As is it against the rule of 
lawyers to give an opinion off-hand it 
will be almost too late to do anything 
this year if he should rule the clause 
illegal. 

Should he rule the clause legal, the 
orders must remain inactive unless 
the Councilmen intrusted take off their 
coats and persuade the abutters to sign 
the releases, 

Councilman Hultman when seen 
about the clause, acknowledged that he 
was the instigator in having it attached 
to the orders, and furthermore inti- 
mated that it worked as he expected 
it would, It is quite safe to say tbat 
in the future ‘‘Hultman’s hobby’’ will 
not be tacked ontu street improvement 
orders without some debate. How- 
ever, it should be, for the abutters 
generally fare about right.

CUTDOWN OF 14 PERCENT 


To Go Into Effect on Sept. 3—Senti- 
ment of Labor Organizations Ap-| 
pears to Be Wholly In Favor of 


- Resistance and Strike May Result 


Fall River, Mass., 13.—At a meeting 
of the Fall River cotton manufacturers 
yesterday afternoon for the purpose of 
discussing the question of wage reduc- 
tion, it was ununimously voted to re- 
duce wages to a basis of 17 cents for 
weaving, the reduction to go into effect 
Sept. 3. This is about a 14 percent 
cut, the present price of weaving being 

9.5 cents. 

The first vote taken was whether 
or not there should be a reduction in 
wages. The vote was unanimous with 
one exception. The man voting against 
the reduction only raised the question 
as to the amount, he being ip favor of 
cutting off more then 10 percent. An 
agreement to reduce will be drawn up 
for the signatures and will be pa 
by the executive committee of the asso- 


Set 


ciation. 

It will require a representation of 
1,500,000 spindles to make an agree- 
ment to reduce wages operative. At 
the meeting aud voting there were rep- 
resentatives of nearly 1,250,000 spindles, 
so that the promoters of the movement 
need have no fear as to its ultimate 
success. Other details acted upon at 
the meeting had to do with the manner 
in which the reduction should be car- 
ried out in the event of resistance. 

The manufacturers agreed that the 
only objections offered had to do with 
the amount and the time of the reduc- 
tion, and had nothing to do with the re- 
duction itself. A significant fact in 
connection with the meeting was the 
fact of the absence of Simeon B. Chase, 
treasurer of the King Phillip mills, 
and George H. Hills, treasurer of the 
Davol mills. The King Phillip mills 
have beenengaged entirely upon what is 
known as fine goods. The mills not 
represented were the Border City, 
Granite, Hargraves, Parker, Seacon- 
nett, Arkwright, New England Cotton 
Yarn company, and the American 
Thread company. With the exception 
of the Border City and Granite, these 
mills are not inembers of the Manufac- 
turers’ association.

TO PREVENT SINKING 


The Halifax Is Beached After Strik- 
ing on Minot’s Ledge 

Boston, Aug. 13.—Striking on Minot’s 
Ledge in the fog at about 5 o’cloek yes- 
terday morning, and making her way 
just within the entrance of Boston har- 
bor, the Plant line steamer Halifax, fill- 
{ng with water so fast that her captain 
was obliged to give up his original plan 
of running up to the city, was beached 
upon George's island at a little after 
7 o'clock, and lies there now 2 probable 
wreck. 

Practically no move was made to take 
off the passengers, it appears, until the 
Halifax began to list heavily. That 
was at about 9 o'clock, until which time 
it is said that some of the covers of the 
life boats had not even been removed. 
When the work was started, however, 
it was carried on rapidly, the passen- 
gers being taken to the nearest point 
on the shore of George's island, whence 
they walked around to the boat land- 
ing and were brought to Boston by tugs. 

Captain Pye, in an interview, said: 
“We were nearly two miles too far to 
the southward, and struck the bill of 
the point outside Minot’s light. We 
took a sounding a couple of minutes be- 
fore she struck, and the line showed 
13 fathoms of water, which was ample 
sea room for us. We _ had searcely 
struck when we saw the outlines of 
buoy one in the fog, and then the ship 
described a half-circle or loop, and put 
to starboard in deeper water. We did 
the best we could, but it was one of 
those unfortunate accidents that occur 
very unexpectedly.”

A good deal has been heard of the 
“Tia Fail,” or stone of destiny, which 
is placed under the seat of the corona- 
tion chair in Westminster abbey, but 
few people realize the extreme antiqui- 
ty of this uninteresting looking, rough 
gray block. It was brought to Ireland 
about 1200 B. C. by the Tuatha-de-Da- 
naans, g mysterious eastern race, who 
conquered Ireland at that period.

Strike Situation Shows No 
Material Change 


STRIKERS’ HOPES RAISED 


By Desertion of Ten Men From Car- 
negie Mills, but Company Claims 
to Have Filled Their Places—Both 
Sides Confident of Victory 


Pittsburg, Aug. 14.—Neither side 
moved yesterday in the 
great industrial conflict between em- 
ployers aud employes in the steel trade, 
and the result is still ih the balance. 
The strikers made gains at Pittsburg, 
McKeesport, Wheeling and Bellaire, 
but in the main, the advantage is still 
with the mitiowners. Both sides claim 
to be preparing moves that will bring 
‘onfusion to their opponents, but 
neither side had shown its hand. The 
general situation can be briefly sum- 
marized as follows: 

Ten men, tive of them skilled, quit 
work at. the Lower Union mill of the 
Carnegie company in Pittsburg, and 
joined the strikers. Their defection 
represents the tirst break in the Car- 
negie forces of more than 15,000 men. 
The strikers were jubilant over the in- 
cident, but the company claims to have 
filed the strikers’ places ut once, and 
that there will be no more desertions 
at any of the plants. The Bellaire 
plant, at which the men struck on Sun- 
day, was finally closed down yesterday 
after working short handed until Mon- 
day afternoon. When another start 
will be made is problematical. 

Several hundred boys, employed at 
the National Tube Works at McKees- 
port, went out, and their action ma- 
terially aided the effort of the strikers 
to finally tie the plant up. ‘The works 
are going ahead short-handed, but the 
ranks of the workers are thinning, and 
the supply of material is limited. 

The strikers made gains at Wheeling, 
and the steel officials admitted that 
Benwood would be closed down. 
Clark’s mill. at Pittsburg, is moving 
along full handed. A break in the 
ranks of the men who struck at Paint- 
er’'s is expected, but the strike man- 
agers deny that one will occur. 

Another break is reported as possible 
at Newcastle, but there are as yet no 
positive indications of it. The Amer- 
ican ‘Tin Plate company has a small 
force at the Crescent plant in Cleve- 
land, and is also planning resumption 
at both points with non-union men, 
The steel corporation has ordered that 
the Chartier’s plant at Carnegie be dis- 
mantled and removed to Leechburg. 

So fur good order has prevailed, al- 
though’ the steel officials assert that 
there has been intimidation at Wheel- 
ing, McKeesport and Pittsburg. Both 
sides express their confidence in ulti- 
mate victory, and are actively carrying 
forward their respective campaigns, 

The number of men out as a result 
of the general order is now roughly es- 
timated at 16,000, and on the three or- 
ders at 62,000. Many sirikers have 
found work in independent mills, or at 
other occupations, and many are idle 
merely because the skilled men are out. 

The steel corporation held its ground 
at Chicago, Joliet, Bay View, Youngs- 
town, Columbus, the Kiskiminetas val- 
ley and the Carnegie group, with the 
exception of the instance named. 

The strikers are considering plans 
for breaking the decision of Chicago, 
Joliet and Bay View to stand with the 
steel company, but what they sflan to 
do has not yet been made clear. They 
are charging some of the western men 
with both dishonesty and disloyalty.

Chicago, Aug. 14.—Without notifica- 
tion to the oflicers or members of the 
Amalgamated association in South Chi- 
cago, Assistant Secretary Tighe of the 
national body has arrived in Chicago. 
He at once set out for the scene of the 
meeting of last Sunday, which has 
stirred the national officers of the union. 
The purpose of the meeting has not 
been announced, but Secretary Tighe 
does not deny that messages from Mr. 
Shafter to the lodges will be read, and 
that an att®#mpt will be made to have 
the vote of last Sunday reconsidered. 


Solons May Aid Strikers 

Austin, Aug. 14.—A resolution was 
offered in the state legislature yesterday 
pledging moral and financial support to 
the stecl strikers and requiring mem- 
bers to contribute $1 per day of their 
salaries to aid the strikers. The reselu- 
tion went over until today. 


Thousand Cloakmakers Idle 

New York, Aug. 14.—About 1000 eloak- 
makers went out ou strike yesterday. 
The union decided, instead of ordering 
a general strike of the trade, to order 
individual strikes against the manufac- 
turers who refuse to pay the scale asked 
for. The demand is practically for the 
wages of last year.

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Serious Condition of Affairs 
In Colombia 


PANAMA TOWNS RAIDED 


The Revolutionists Take Alcalde and 
Policemen and Retire to Mountains, 
Taking With Them What Arms and 
Provisions They Could Find 


Washington, Aug. 14.—The state de- 
partment yesterday received mail ad- 
vices from three different quarters in 
Colombia, all showing revolutionary 
movements in progress and a rather 
serious condition of affairs. Both 
termini of the Panama railway route 
were heard from, Cousul General Gud- 
ger writing from Pauama as to a mv- 
ojutionary attack on nearby towns, and 
Consul Maimros, at Colon, reporting 
that guerilla fighting had been going on 
at different points between Colon and 
Panama. 

At the same time, Minister Hart wrote 
from the capital of Colombia as to the 
arrest and imprisonment of prominent 
adherents of the former president, Dr. 
Sanclemente, as they were suspected 
of seeking to have the Nationalist or- 
ganization join with the Liberals, who 
are said to be showing increased 
strength and activity ip a revolutionary 
movement. Although these letters 
have taken some time to come forward, 
yet they give the state department 
about the best and only definite infor- 
mation which is at hand as to the con- 
dition of affairs. 

Mr. Gudger's letter says that on July 
26 and 27 about 75 revolutiopists en- 
tered the towns of Gutun, Bohol, and 
San Pablo, on the line of the Panama 
railroad, midway between Panama and 
Colon, wade prisoners of the alcalde 
and several policemen, and retired to the 
mountains, taking with them what 
arms and provisions they could tind. 
He says that reports were current of 
revolutionary gatherings at other points 
and an attack on the Panama railroad 
was feared. A general uprising seemed 
imminent, and the government was be- 
coming alurmed at the situation. This 
letter is dated July 29, and does not re- 
fer to the holding up of the train at 
Matachin, reported by him by cable, as 
that happened later, and did not result 
in any looting. 

The attention of public officials has 
been attracted to the manifesto issued 
by General Uribe Uribe, leader of the 
Colombian revolutionists, declaring for 
a “greater Colombia,” and, although 
nothing of an official nature has beep 
received on the subject, it appears to 
bear out the ideas held for some time 
as to the scope of the present trouble. 
According to the mainfesto Uribe Uribe 
is seeking to unite the Interests of Co- 
lombia, Venezuela and Ecuador. 

The navy department has received 
word of the departure of the Iowa froin 
Puget sonnd for San Francisco, wheuce 
she will go to Panaia if her services 
are required there. 


Reported Killing of Uribe-Uribe 

New York, Aug. 14.—The Times says: 
According to El Censervador, a semi- 
official newspaper published at Bar- 
ranguilla, Colombia, General Rafael 
Uribe-Uribe was killed at San Cristobal, 
Venezuela, on July 27, while fighting 
with the Venzuelan troops against the 
Colombian invaders. 

El Conservador’s authority for this 
report is a message sent by General 
Iguaran, in charge of the Colombian 
government forces at Itio Hocha, to the 
Barranquilla. 
The Colombians engaged in the fight 
at San Cristobal were led by Kangel 
Carbiras, 

Much excitement was caused among 
Colombians here by the report. The 
friends of General Uribe-Uribe consider 
it significant that the Colombian goy- 
ernwent has not sent the news by cable 
to its representatives, for the Colombian 
consulate here has not been officially 
notified. While there is nothing defi- 
nite on which to base a denial of the 
report, the general's friends discredit 
it on the ground that several times dur- 
ing the rebellion, a year ago, General 
Uribe-Uribe was declared killed in bat- 
tle. 

No direct news has been received 
from General Uribe-Uribe since June 
15, when it is said he sailed from this 
city for Venezuela. Colombian offi- 
cials said that he went there to.secure 
aid from President Castro in the shape 
of arms and ammunition to continue the 
rebellion. Since then A. J. Restrepo, 
the diplomatic representative of the in- 
surgents, has received indirect informa- 
tion that General Uribe-Uribe reached 
Colombia safely, and is fighting at the 
head of 15,000 men. 

Bishop Littlejohn’s Will 

New York, Aug. 14.—The will of 
Rishop Abram N. Littlejohn has been 
filed for probate at Mineola. The value 
of the estate is $100,000. All of the 
estate goes to his two daughters, but, 
after the death of one of his daughters, 
one part of her share will revert to 
church charities.

At the end of this fearful pen- 
ance, Which was undergone in the 
month of January, he was admitted to 
the papal presence, was absolved and 
received his dominion as a gift from 
the pope. The expression has ever 
since been current as indicative of 
abject submission on any terms im- 
posed by the conqueror.

“Although niy business was of a pro- 
fessional and private character, I have 
had the opportunity of seeing leadi: 
statesmen and foreign ministers, as well

“From all we have heard, we believe 
that the outlook for peace among the 
great powers and for the gradual ‘ut 
unmistakable development of the in 
tent of the peace conference co 
hardly be better. No European power 
wants war any more than the Ameri- 
cans. Notwithstanding all appear- 
ances to the contrary, public cpinion 
is today the greatest European power. 
Of course it would be folly to say there 
is no longer danger of war, for popular 
excitement in any one quarter may Up- 
set all calculations. Still the existence 
of a permanent tribunal to decide in- 
ternational disputes, the well rec- 
ognized economic break-down which 
war now means for all belligerents, 
the lessons of the Boer war, and the 
frightful fiasco in China, all the ele- 
ments of the situation are working 
powerfully for peace. 

“The present feeling in Europe 
garding the United States cannot be 
characterized in one parase. That it 
is not everywhere friendly, must, I fear, 
be admitted. But this is not strange. 
The strength and prosperity of the 
great, peaceful, ‘un-military’ republic 
is not pleasing to its oppenents and 
critics of our institutions. Then there 
is natural jealousy in commercial and 
industrial circles of our economic prog- 
ress. But it should be remembered 
that governments of all forms are 
averse to having their foreign policy 
dictated by theorists, or even by ex- 


re- 


porters and manufacturers. Any policy 
which even seems to be dictated by 
elass, instead of by the highest in- 


terests of the whole people, is doomed 
to failure by its inherent weakness, 
Hence, I believe it is a long way from 
commercial Jealousy. 

“The talk about a combination of 
European powers against the United 
States is fanciful and impracticable. 
They have greater cause for quarrels 
among themselves than any of them 
has against the United States, All 
talk to the contrary in parliaments and 
in the press, is, in my opinion, merely 
a cover for an increase in tariffs by the 
particular powers. Of this we 
tainly cannot complain. It vindicates 
our own policy of protection. More- 
over, it is a question whether it is not 
even desirable for us, for it will com- 
pel us to adopt a policy of reciprocity, 
which ought to be a permanent benefit 
to the country. 

“I feel confident of one thing- what- 
ever may be the attitude of particular 
governments or classes—the mass of 
the common people in Europe are suf- 
fering from domestic causes. They 
regard us as ever their best friends. 
They view the increased prestige and 
power of the United States in the world 
of politics with hope and delight. They 
recognize ovr new position as a great 
guarantee of peace and progress. 

“Whatever objections are raised to 
our assertion and vindication of the 
Monroe doctrine in its extended form 
come from theorists only, and, so far as 
my observation goes, meet with no 
popular approval whatever. Ourclaim 
to control and own absolutely and ex- 
clusively any and all isthmian canals 
is cordially recognized, not only on the 
continent, but by most authorities and 
organs of public opinion in Great Brit- 
ain. With skillful diplomacy on our 
part, it ought to be easy to arrive at an 
agreement whick should be entirely 
satisfactory to American public opinion 
without impairing in the least the pres- 
ent cordial relations existing between 
the two great English speaking na- 
tions.”

SILVER CAUSE IS DEAD 


Declaration Which Did Not Meet 
With Hearty Approval at Norfolk 
Convention—Keystone State Demo- 
crats Lining Up For a Battle Royal 


Norfolk, Aug. 15.—*The gubernatorial 
convention convened here yesterday 
and the name of A. J. Montague was 
presented. Swanton retiring from the 
race, Mr. Montague was nominated by 
acclamation. The most notable inci- 
dent of the day was the lack of applause 
which greeted H. R. Pollard when he 
said: “Free silver is a dead issue. It 
met its Gettysburg in 1896, and its 
Waterloo in 1900.” 

After an hour of uproar and disorder 
the convention nominated J. E. Willard 
for lieutenant governor. 

State Senator Barksdale,in his speech 
said of Bryan aud free silver: “Twice 
we have followed a great man to great 
defeat, but Democracy is not the party 
of one man or of one idea. Weare not 
contradicted by any ‘pent-up Utica.’ 
In the Democratic temple of fame, 
which is the hearts of the people, along- 
side of Thomas Jefferson, Andrew Jack- 
son, Samuel J. Tilden and others of the 
Democracy, we will place the equally 
great Nebraskan, and in the memories 
of our past glorious record free silver 
will have an abiding place as another 
cause nobly fought and hopelessly lost.” 

The convention adjourued until today 
amid great confusion. So far as is 
known at this writing there will be no 
mention of Bryan or free silver in the 
platform. 


Factions Preparing For Battle 

Harrisburg. Aug. 15.—'The contest be- 
tween the rival factions of the Philadel- 
phia Democracy for recognition by to- 
day’s Democratic state convention is 
attracting more than usual attention 
to the gathering. Attempts were nade 
yesterday by prominent party leaders 
outside of Philadelphia to restore peace 
between the discordant elements, but 
all these efforts were in vain. 

The list of delegates certilied by the 
regular city committee, and known as 
the Donnelly-Ryan men, has been 
placed on the roll by Chairman Creasy. 
This places the delegates certified by 
the young Democracy of Philadelphia 
in the position of contestants and forces 
them to take the initiative in the con- 
vention for recognition. 

National Committeeman Guffey has 
reached Uarrisburg, and will remain 
until after the convention. He is anx- 
ious to restore harmony in Philadel- 
phia, and is hopeful that his efforts in 
that direction will prove successful. 

There is no contest fur places on the 
state ticket, and it is expected that the 
nominations will be quickly made and 
without friction. 

The platform will be similar to the 
platform of the Ohio Democracy, and 
will treat almost ciutirely of state is- 
sues. The resolutions conclude as fol- 
lows: “We especially denounce those 
alleged Democrats who sold themselves 
to the Quay corruptionists and betrayed 
their party and the people for personal 
gain. These traitors deserve the last- 
ing contempt of all decent men, and 
their hames should go down in history 
covered with obloquy.”

Bandit Then Robbed Mountain Stage

Harcourt Criticizes Proclamas 


tion by Kitchener 


USE OF NATIVE TROOPS 


Reverts to a Practice Which Has Lett 


Dark Stain on War History—Cham- 
berlain Says American Policy In 
Philippines Will Be Followed 


London, Aug. 16.—The waning session 
of the house of commons was enlivened 
yesterday by a vigorous tilt between 
Sir William Vernon Harcourt, Liberal, 
and Mr. Chamberlain, over Lord Kitch- 
ener’s proclamation. Sir William char- 
acterized it as “a mischievous docu- 
ment, the inspiration of neither Lord 
Kitchener uor Lord Milner, but of the 
ministry of Natal.” 

He declared that the government, in 
arming the natives, was reverting toa 
practice which had left the darkest 
stain on the history of the war between 
England and America. The new pol'cy 
of the government promised to be 
neither creditable nor effective, and was 
in contravention of all the fundamental 
principles of the St. ’etersburg conven- 
tion. ‘The country would welcome au 
ante-adjournment statement on the 
status of the war, on,which they were 
still spending $25,000,000 a mouth, al- 
though it was declared ended at the 
close of the lust session. 

Mr. Chamberlain said that the status 
was clearly indicated by Lord Kitch- 
ener’s weekly reports. He, himseif, 
had gone out of the prophesying busi- 
ness, but he assured the speaker that 
the government's attitude was the only | 


method of ending the war. ‘The colon- 
fal secretary declared that the use of 
native troops was no new policy. It 
had been pursued without adverse criti- 
cism. The Indian troops in China had 
been co-operating with the troop’ of 
tive of the highest civilized powers. 

Regarding the banishment of burgh- 
ers, Mr. Chamberlain said Great Brit- 
ain had “a perfect right to enact what 
laws she chose for the government of 
a country acquired by conquest, The 
Boers ust be taught that they can no 
longer carry on a guerilla war at ne 
personal risk, while Great Britain fed 
their women and children.” He com 
pared the conditious in South Africa 
and the Philippines, and said the policy 
of America, as declared by General 
MacArthur's proclamation, would cer- 
taluly be the policy of Great Britain if 
the campaign degenerates into a warof 
banditti. 

Regarding the devastation policy, Mr, 
Chamberlain said it was nothing com- 
pared with Geperal Sherman's caim- 
paign. He had talked with General 
Sherman himself, and Sherman justified 
his action on the ground of humanity. 

Mr. Chamberlain also said there was 
no foundation for the report that Lord 
Kitchener was coming home. 

Mr. Asquith denied that there was 
any question of international law in- 
volved in Lord Kitchener's proclama- 
tion, 

“The people of these territories are 
both de jeure and de facto the king’s 
subjects,” he continued, “and the proc- 
lamation is a warning on the lines on 
the option given to the inhabitants of 
Alsace-Lorraine at the end of the 
Franco-German war. At the same 
time I hope the government will not 
relax the military efforts to end the 
war.” 

He said he had the utmost confidence 
in Lord Milner, while Lord Kitchener 
had shown a combination of energy, 
patience, zeal and moderation that 
would entitle him toa high place among 
the great soldiers of the country. 

Mr. Balfour, replying, declared that 
not a horse or a man would be with- 
drawn from South Africa until the mili- 
tary situation justified it, but the gov- 
ernment had every reason to hope that, 
on the reassembling of parliament next 
year, they would find warlike opera- 
tions in South Africa practically over. 

In the course of the debate Mr. Cham- 
berlain denied that negotiations of any 
sort in the interest of peace were pro- 


ceeding. 
The house sat until 5 o’clock this 
morning, clearing up the final stages 


of variouS bills in order to enable pro- 
rogation tomorrow.

RESIST CUTDOWN 


Decision of Advisers of Fall River 
Textile Workers 

Fall River, Mass., Aug. 16.—The de- 

termination of the textile workers in 

the Fall River print cloth mills to strike 

if the attempt to cut wages about 14 


percent is made was voiced last night 

at the Textile council. The sentiment 
of the council was cristalized in a mo- 
tion, unaniinously passed, to recom- 
mend to each organization affiliated to 
resist an attempt to reduce wages, as 
the proposition now is “unbusinesslike 
and unjustifiable” in the present con- 
dition of the cotten manufacturing busi- 
ness; that it behooves every operative 
to regist the reduction to the fullest 
extent, the council believing it to be 
for their own good and for the good of 
their successors. 

The council met in special session, and 
its action had been discounted, as 
everyone knew the feeling entertained 
by the meubers as individuals. The 
council is composed of three delegates 
from each textile union, or 15 members 
in all, representing all the crafts in the 
print mills. The council has no power 
to order action, as it is purely an ad- 
visory body, but its suggestions have 
great weight with the unions,

Battleship and Cruiser Going 
to Panama 


PERHAPS NEEDLESS ALARM 


Over What May Not Be Much Worse 


Than Clronie Conditions—Ambi- 


tious South American Countries 


Seek Claim on Panama 


Washington, Aug. 17.—A telegram 
has been prepared at the uavy depart- 
ment to go forward to the lowa im- 
mediately upon her arrival at San 
Francisco, ordering her to prepare at 
once When she advises 
the department that she is ready an or- 
der will follow for her to proceed at 
ounce to Panama. 

The little cruiser Ranger, which is at 
San Diego, was ordered to sail yester- 
day. It is not believed that thera will 
be any delay in her departure, as she 
has had several days’ notice. She is 
very slow, however, making not mort 
than 6 knots, and as the distance to 
Panama is ubowd 2700 miles, it will re- 
quire many days for her to reach her 
destination. The department, there- 
fore, decided te dispatch the Lowa as 
soon as the battleship arrives at San 
Francisco and can prepare for the trip. 

All these pluns are precautionary in 
their nature. The impression prevails 
in Washington that the newspaper re- 
ports from the isthmus have been some- 
what exaggerated, and that the situa- 
tion is not so much worse than chronic 
conditions as to justify the alarm that 
has been raised. 

As the time for the coustruction of the 
isthmian canal draws near, it is evi- 
dent that the northern countries of the 
South American continent are cager to 
acquire some sort of claim on Panama. 
They think that, if made the site of 
the new canal, it will be the key to 
great future developments, Panama 
itself, or at least a revolutionary party 
then ascendant there, asked the United 
States about two years ago to annex it, 
but of course no attention was paid to 
such a request.

Other Smart Notions. 

A very noticeable feature of summer 
dress is the simplicity ef color, or, rath- 
er, the predominating use of neutral 
colors in delicate shades of gray and 
beige, besides every possible tint of 
white. Even the foulards are delicate 


in coloring and are toned down still} 


more by the use of stitched bands of 
cloth or taffeta in the predominating 


color of the silk. 

In all the summer gowns, whether 
they are of silk, muslin or linen, the 
collar bands and the chemisettes are as 
transparent as it is possible to make 
them and have them keep in place at 
all. Stiff neck fixings of any sort are 
entirely out of it this season, and many 
gowns have no choker collar at all, be- 
ing cut out just below the collar line 
in a round neck, a mode so becoming 
to the exceptional style of beauty and 
so unbecoming to the average woman.

Invasion of Colombia Contem- 
plated by Her Troops 


BATTLE NEAR THE BORDER 


Declared to Be Imminent—Minister 


Silva Unwilling to Believe That It 
Is Other Than a Part of the Rev- 


olutionary Movement 


Washington, Aug. 19.—Captain Perry 
of the battleship Iowa, now at San 
I’rancisco, has telegraphed to the navy 
department an acknowledgement of his 
instructions to proceed to the west 
coast of Panaina in connection with the 
revolutionary troubles, but reports that 
some parts of the vessel need inumediate 
attention. It is hoped by the de- 
partment, that she will be 
able to sail some time today. 

The most interesting development 
yesterday was the news contained in 
a press dispatch fron: Quite that Ecua- 
dorean troops were ready to invade 
Colombia, and that a battle was immi- 
hent near Paste, just beyond the Co- 
lombian frontier, and about 150 miles 
northeast of Quito. Mr. Silva, while 
Without advices from his government, 
expressed the belief that this new ex- 
pedition was a part of the revolutionary 
movement, and that it was in no sense 
orcunized by the Eeuadorean goyern- 
ment. He said that many years ago 
there had heen friction between the two 
soverninents, but that in recent years 
no important controversial issues had 
been raised between them. 

Minister Silva is in receipt of a let- 
ter from Emiliano Isza, the Colombian 
minister at Quito, referring to the cor- 
dial treatment he had reecived from the 
Eeuador government, and the courte 
gies generally extended to him in his 
journey through that country.

Feels Grateful For Support of 
Irishmen 


KITCHENER PROCLAMATION 


Will Encourage Boers to Continue 
Fighting—Agaiost Their Principle 
to Use Black Man Against White— 
Must Have Full Independence 


London, Aug. 19.—The Freeman’s 
Journal of Dublin publishes an inter- 
view between Mr. Kruger and Williain 
Redmond, in Hilversum, Holland, in 
the course of which Mr. Kruger, ex- 
pressing gratitude for Irish support, 
said he regarded the Irish as “brothers 
in oppression,” and urged the National- 
ist members of the British parliament 
to continue their “efforts in the cause 
of justice and truth.” 

When asked concerning the effect of 
Lerd Kitchener's recent proclamation 
and of Mr. Chamberlain's speeches, Mr. 
Kruger replied: “My people are not to 
be frightened by such proclamations or 
speeches, which will only encourage 
them to continue fighting. The British 
have used armed natives against the 
burghers from the beginning, but we 
have not used armed kaffirs. It has 
always been against our principles to 
use the black man against the white.” 

Mr. Kruger emphatically denied the 
existence of a Dutch conspiracy azainst 
British influence in South Africa. 
When asked regarding Great Britain's 
promises us to treatment of the Boers, 
after surrender, he said: “I know 
Great Britain's promises. You in Ire- 
land ought also to know them. The 
British promise to lend us money to put 
things right. Then, if it were not re- 
paid, our land would be taken. ‘They 
ask us to allow a rope to be put around 
our necks, and call that freedom. We 
should be slaves.” 

After expressing his firm conviction 
that God, in good time, would give the 
Boers deliverance, he remarked: “Even 
now we could rebuild our country, but 
to do so we must hare full indepen- 
dence.” He emphasized the word 
“full.” 

When asked about farm burning and 
the concentration camps, he exclaimed: 
“Why do they fight women and chil- 
dren? ‘There are our men to fight 
against. I do not believe the British 
people know what is being done in their 
name. If they did know, they would 
stop it.” - 

Mr. Kruger said that nothing had 
been dedtinitely settled on the subject of 
a visit to the United States. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Redmond his appearance be- 
lies the idea that he is breaking up, 
either mentally or physically. 


Experiment Had Fatal Ending 

Havana, Aug. 19.—Chief Surgeon 
Havard announces that the experiments 
in the investigation of the propagation 
of yellow fever, so far as these in- 
volve the mosquito test, will be discon- 
tinued. ‘This decision was taken be- 
cause one of the non-immunes, who was 
recently bitten by an infected mos- 
quito, died of yellow fever yesterday. 
The man desired to become an immune, 
and, therefore, allowed himself to be 
bitten by an infeeted mosquito. 


Many Victims of Explosion 

Youngstown, O., Aug. 19.—An explo 
sion of 10 tons of molten metal in the 
blast furnace department at the Ohio 
plant of the National Steel company 
yesterday, resulted in the death of 
three workmen and in the injury of 11 
others. ‘Two of the injured are in a 
dying condition, and at least six others 
are not expected to live. The acci- 
dent was the result of the machinery 
breaking and letting the metal drop into 
a tank of water, 


Excursionists In a Collision 

New York, Aug. 19.—Before dawn yes- 
terday two cars on anelectric road came 
together in Long Island City.

ver Three Score Passengers Lost 
From the Steamer Islander 
Victoria, Aug. 19.—The steamer Isl- 


ander, the crack passenger steamer of 


the Alaskan route, operated by the 


Canadian Pacific Navigation company of 


this city, struck an ieeberg off Douglas 
fsland at 2 o'clock on the morning of 
Thursday last, and went to the bottom, 
carrying from 6 to 80 souls, including 
passengers and inembers of the crew. 

Some of the survivors arrived last 
night by the steamer Queen. They re- 
port that as the vessel went down her 
boilers exploded, causing the death of 
many who might have escaped. 

Captain Foote was on the bridge when 
the vessel struck, and stayed there and 
went down with his steamer. 

There was $275,000 in gold on the 
steamer, $100,000 of which was carried 
by passengers. H. H. Hart, who has 
spent 16 years in the Klondike, lost 
$35,000 in dust. 

No accurate list of the dead will be 
available watil the arrival of the purser 
on the steamer Farralon. George McL. 
Brown, executive agent of the Canadian 
Pacific ruilroad, after interviewing the 
officers and passengers who returned, 
said: ‘The purser is remaining in the 
north attending to the forwarding of 
through passengers. It is impossible to 
give an exact list of those lost, but 
from the fact that 113 were saved the 
number lost must be very much below 
the figures mentioned. In my opinion 
the loss of life will not exceed 20.” 


MacArtiur Has Arrived 

San Francisco, Aug. 19.—General 
McArthur arrived from Manila yester- 
day on the transport Sheridan. On 
conditions in the Philippines the gen- 
eral said he could say nothing beyond 
what was contained in his report to the 
war department, made July 4, the day 
of his departure.

Twenty 
passengers aud the conductor were in- 
jured, some of them very seriously, but 
the hospital authorities report none of 
them in danger of death. 


Ranch Property Threatened 

Baker City, Ore., Aug. 19.—A great 
forest fire is raging on North Pine and 
Fish creeks, and destruction of a vast 
amount of timber is threatened. The 
weather is so warm and dry in the 
mountains that it will be almost impos- 
sible to stop the fire. The fire is likely 
to prove destructive to much ranch 
property.

Garin Came In First In the Long

Paris, Aug. 19.—The international ble 
eycle race from Paris to Brest and ree 
turn, a distance of 750 miles, was won 
by Garin, who reached the tinishing 
point in the Paris velodrome at 9:04 
a. m., yesterday, haying covered the en- 
tire course in 52 hours and 11 minutes, 
Riverrie arrived second, at 10:59, much 
fresher than Garin. In accordance 
with his custom he had followed a 
time table prepared before hand, and he 
arrived only 14 seconds ahead of this 
scheme. Acouturier arrived at 11:40 
and got third place. Frederick was 
10 metres behind him, and secured 
fourth. Miller, the Chicagoan, was 
fifth, arriving at 1:55 p.m. He was 
riding ‘Tom Linton’s machine, and he 
covered the whole distance in 56 hours 
and 51 minutes. 

Treraendous interest was felt in the 
result of the race. Rivierra was so 
fresh that many believe he might have 
won if he bad not mapped out a time 
table. Miller complains bitterly that 
for most of the time he rode without 
being paced. He says, also, that he 
could not get what he wanted in the 
shape of assistance, and refreshments 
along the road, because he was unable 
to speak French. Garin subsided al- 
most entirely upon raw eggs, of which 
he swallowed 60 during the journey 
He was born in 1871, and was forinerly 
a chimney sweep. 


Constitution’s Eighth Win

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Chalk Wonders. 

Few people know what a wonderful, 
object a bit of chalk is when exam- 
{ned under a microscope. Take your 
knife blade and scrape off a little of 
the loose powder, catch it on a clean 
glass slide and place this on the stage 
of a good table microscope. Use a 
quarter inch objective lens and illumi- 
nate the field with a cone of lighffrom 
the concave side of the reflector. The 
powder will be seen to consist of a 
confused mass of beautiful tiny shells, 
many of them of the most curious 
form. ; 

A better way, however, is to rub 
down a portfon of chalk with an old 
toothbrush in a tunibler half filled with 
water. If you desire to prepare sey- 
eral slides, rub on about a teaspoonful 
of the powder. Shake the tumbler 
briskly, allow the sediment to settle for 
a moment and then carefully pour off 
the milky looking water. 

Repeat this until the water remains 
clear, and you will then have left in 
the bottom only perfect shells or large 
parts of shells, Take up a small pinch 
of this deposit and spread it carefully 
over the center of a glass slide. Dry 
over a lamp and, if you wish to pre- 
serve the slide for future use, mount it 
in Canada balsam, pressing out the 
bubbles of air beneath the cover glass.

FOR LITTLE FOLKS 


The Game of “Aunt Sally.” 

This amusing game is of a very sim- 
ple character, consisting essentially in 
throwing at a small object. Aunt Sally 
herself is composed of a head and bust 
cut out of a solid block of wood and 
generally caryed with negro features 
and painted black. In the middle of 
her nose or between her lips a hole is 
bored, into which is stuck a short pipe. 
To break it is the object of the game. 
An fron rod serves to support the 
wooden figure at a proper elevation 
from the ground, and when in gala 
costume Aunt Sally is usually arrayed 
in a mob cap and a petticoat. The 
mode of playing the game Is as fol- 
lows: 

The iron rod is stuck into the ground, 
a pipe put into the old lady’s mouth 
and a line drawn upon the ground at 
12, 16 or more paces. At this line the 
players stand, and each is furnished 
with three short cudgels about 18 inch- 
es in length, which they hurl at Aunt 
Sally’s head in hopes of hitting the 
pipe.

They knew that beyond 
their air lock behind which they had 
taken refuge the air was foul to 
breathe. But they supposed that the 
trouble was only temporary. Each 
day ihey expected their comrades to

h FIGHT TO A FINISH 


Magnates and Strikers Each 
Doing Their Best 


oe 


STRONGHOLDS OF THE UNION 


Have Not Yet Been Moved Upon by 
Trust Offiiclals—Strikers Say They 
Have Situation Well In Hand—Com- 


plete Tieup of National Tube Plants 


Pittsburg, Aug. 21.—Following the 
rapid moves of Monday on either side 
of the great steel strike, there was a 
lull vesterday. It has been a running 
fight so far, with small victories and 
minor defeats for both sides, but it now 
seels to be settling down into a hard, 
determined struggle, on which neither 
side will acknowledge defeat while 
there is hope left. 

Speculation as to the length of time 
to which the struggle will be prolonged 
and the extent of its spread is idle. 

Joseph Bishop, the Ohio arbitrator, 
was at Pittsburg yesterday, but both 
sides promptly repudiated the sugges- 
tion that another move for peace was 
being considered. The steel managers 
succeeded in starting the list idle mill 
at the Clark plant, and are evidently 
planning a series of extensions at every 
point where there is a chance of success 
under existing circumstances. 

The steel managers are also arranging 
for inore men for the Painter and Mon- 
essen mills, but have given no indica- 
tion of the time they will move on Me- 
Keesport, Wheeling, Neweastle and 
Bellaire, the strongholds of the strik- 
ers, 

The strikers meet the movement to 
reopen the mills with non-union men 
With claims that it will be simply im- 
possible to secure a sufficient number 
of skilled men to operate them. Their 
men, they claim, are standing tirm, and 
must be consulted before the mills run, 
They say they have the situation well 
fn hand, and. despite the alleged dan- 
ger of the strike getting top-heavy, con- 
tinue their work ef organization with a 
view of crippling more plants belong- 
ing to the corporation, They claim that 
Chicago will in the end come out, and 
that there is po danger of the Joliet men 
going back tg werk, whatever Chicago 
does. They are still fighting for a foot- 
hold in the Carnegie properties, but so 
far have not shown their hand. 

Claims as to the advantage at the 
Duquesne wills ure still highly contlict- 
ing, but the managers declare with 
more assurance than ever that the fight 
there is over, and that the Amalga- 


mated association has given up. A 


show-down of hands alone will show 
the real strength of either side. 

The tieing up of the I ‘ennsylvania and 
Continental tube plants of the National 
Tube company in Pittsburg, commenced 
Monday night, was completed yester- 
day. Counting both plants about 1800 
men went out, and both the properties 
are shut down. 

The closing of the Pennsylvania and 
Continental plants completely tied up 
the National Tnbe company in Pitts- 
burg and Wheeling. The company has 
made no effort to start up at any point. 

The Pennsylvania men went first, 
quitting in response to a call of the or- 
ganizers of the Awerican Federation 
of Labor. 

Until a few days ago the men in these 
establishments were not organized, but 
they have been brought under union 
influence. ‘The men became convinced 
that skelp was being furnished to them 
to work by the Carnegie company and 
the Keystone Rolling mill, both non- 
union plants. This caused the strike. 

The closing of these two plants is 
a serious blow at the National Tube 
company. By shutting them down the 
strikers have reduced the capacity of 
the tube combine considerably below 
half of its normal capacity. 

President Shaffer and his asseciates 
were at strike headquarters all day 
and were busy. ‘The leaders are con- 
stantly in communication by telegraph 
with the strike centers and organizers 
and the number of callers constantly in- 
creases, A great amount of attention 
is beinz devoted to strike relief plans. 
| The leaders express theniselves as 
very much pleased with the situation. 
They claim that the Lower Union Car- 
negie mill in Pittsburg is badly crip- 
pled, that the effort to start Monessen 
has proved a failure and that the Lind- 
say & McCutcheon mill did no work 
yesterday. They also promise to act 
at Duquesne in proper time. They 
charge that the borough officials at 
Monessen are openly against the strik- 
rs, and constantly infringe on their 
rights. They say that if the men are 
not fairly treated they will seek pro- 
tection for them through proper legal 
channels.

MANUFACTURERS HESITATE 


Probable Fallure of Plan to Cut 
Down Wages at Fall River 

Fall River, Mass. Aug. 21—A 
thorough canvass of the situation here 
indicates that the plan to cut the wages 
of all the mill operatives in this 
print cloth center 15 percent, Sept. 3, 
will fail. Highteen corporations, con- 
trolling 1,455,926 of the 3,042,472 spin- 
dies in this city, manufacturing plain 
and fancy goods, will not enter into the 
agreement. The agreement calls for 
the signatures of the treasurers rep- 
resenting 1,750,000 spindles in order to 
make it operative and the fact that the 
18S corporations will not sign in- 
dicates a failure of the plan. The Iron 
Works and the Seaconnet corporation 
are not included in the membership 
roll of the Manufacturers’ association, 
and have net been relied upon by those 
in charge of the reduction agreement 
to affix signatures to it. 

Of the corporatious represented at the 
meeting of the Manufacturers’ assocta- 
tion at which the cutdown was voted, 
at Which a scant 1,500,000 spindles were 
pledged to put the cut down into effect, 
the Sagamore and Union mills, will not, 
it is stated, pledge support to the cut 
down plan, These mills operate a total 
of about 200,000 spindles, and their 
defection gives further assurance that 
the plan will fail, as the withdrawal 
of those two mills leave a total of less 
than 1,300,000 spindles which may per- 
haps ultimately be pledged to the en- 
forcement of the 15 percent cut. As 
this agreement calls for some 450,000 
more spindles to be placed to the cut- 
down plan before it can be operative, 
the outlook is very poor, indeed, for the 
success of the plan. 


Philadelphia Fire Still Rages 

Philadelphia, Aug. 21.—The tire which 
began Monday afternoon at the works 
of the Athintic Refining company is 
still burning tiercely.

Many 
of these are trivial cases, not taken to 
the hospitals. A few are serious and 
may prove fatal. The fire is eating up 
the oil at the rate of $100,000 a day, ac- 
cording to the estimate of President 
Lloyd of the Atlantic Refining company. 
Firemen and ofticials are powerless.

AN ANTI-NEGRO CRUSADE 


~~ 


Shooting, Burning and Hanging 
In Missouri Town 


NEGROES HAVE ALL FLED 


Warned That None Will Be Permitted 
to Live In Pierce City Hereafter— 
Man First Lynched For Murder 
May Not Have Been Real Culprit 


Pierce City, Mo., Aug. 21.—For nearly 
15 hours, ending about noon yesterday, 
this town of S000 people was in the 
hands of a mob of armed whites, deter- 
mined to drive every negro from its 
precincts. 

In addition to the lynching Monday 
night of William Godley, aceused of 
the murder of Miss Gazelle Wild, and 
the shooting to death of his grand- 


‘father, French Godley, the mob yester- 


day cremated Veter Lampton, an aged 
negro, at his home, set the torch to the 


‘houses of tive blacks and, with state 


militia rifles, stulen from the local 
company's arsenal, drove dozens of ne- 
groes from town. After noon the ex- 
citement, died down, the mob gradually 
dispersive, more from lack of negroes 
upon whom to work their hatred thao 
for any other cause. 

Many of the negroes who fled the city 
are hiding in the surrounding woods, 
while others have gone greater dis- 
tances in seeking safety. 

Every negre has left the town except 
a few railroad porters, but these must 
also leave. ‘The citizens of Pierce City 
say that as the negroes have com- 
mnitted several crimes against womea 
in the last 10 years, none shall live 
there in the future. As the same feel- 
ing already exists at Monett, four mes 
east of Pierce City, and the end of the 
Frisco passenger division, it may be 
necessary for the road to change all 
porters in Springtield hereafter, 

It is now believed that William God- 
ley, who was lynched, was not the real 
culprit. <A negro named Stark, under 
arrest at Tulsa, I. T., across the Mis- 
souri border, tallies exactly with the 
description of the assailant. He is 
held there awaiting identification. Un- 
less the man is brought back to Pierce 
City it is believed there will be no fur- 
ther trouble. If returned he will sure- 
ly be lyneled. 

Another suspect, Joe Lark, is under 
arrest at Springfield, Mo. WBugene Bar- 
rett, in a confession while a rope was 
around his necx yesterday, accused 
Joe Lark, a Frisco railroad porter, of 
being implicated in the crime, and Lark 
was arresied at Springfield. Lark gave 
a detailed statement as to his where- 
abouts Sunday, and he is not believed to 
be guilty. 

Pierce City is near the junction of 
four railroads, and trains from all di- 
rections brought in large numbers of 
armed men yesterday, bent on blood- 
shed, if necessary. 

When the mob went to the section of 
the city occupied by the negroes, some 
one in the cabins opened tire, but no one 
was hit. The mob then destroyed the 
five houses. 

Reckless firing broke several plate 
glass windows, und a train was fired 
into. The rifles taken from the Plerce 
City military company, it Is expected, 
will be returned. Members of the com- 
pany themselves were out hunting for 
the escaping negroes with rifles, and 
this suggested the idea of taking all the 
guns. The mob was composed of a 
thousand or more men and no masks 
were worn. ‘Thirty negro families 
were driven from their homes. 


Lynching In Texas 
Dallas, Tex., Aug. 21.—Alf Wilder, a 
negro, charged with the murder of Mrs. 
Caldwell, a Grayson county farmer's 
wife, was burned at the stake near Red 
Ranch last night. 


Calendonians In Session 

Pittsburg, Aug. 21.—The Caledonians 
invaded Pittsburg yesterday, and in 
a few hours the town was theirs. It 
wus the 20th regular meeting of the 
royal clan of the Order of Scotish Clane. 
Not less than 6000 Seotchmen in all 
parts of the United States and Canada 
fre represented by the delegates now 
here. There is a fight on between the 
east and the west over the selection for 
the next royal chief. W. H. Me- 
Steen of Bradwood, Ills., and John Me- 
Knight of Chelsea, Mass., are the con- 
testants, 


Will Visit Kaiser, Too 

Paris, Aug. 21.- The Parisians are de- 
lighted by the announcement that the 
Czar of Rusia has accepted President 
Loubet's invitation to witness the close 
of the grand maneuvers at Rheims. 
It is also said that the czarina will ae- 
company the ezar during his visit to 
France. There is a drop of bitterness, 
however, mingled in the cup of joy, and 
that is that the ezar will stop on his 
way for the purpose of seeing Emperor 
William of Germany,

Passengers who enter the subway on 
surface cars reaching the Park street 
loop from Brookline, Brighton and 
Cambridge who wish to go to Atlantic 
avenue should change at Boylston street 
or Park street to the circuit train 
reaching Atlantic avenue via. North 
Union station. 

Passengers from Charlestown for At- 
lantic avenue should change at North 
station unless they wish to reach their 
destination by the circuit train via. 
subway and Castle street. 

Passengers from Roxbury will find it 
most convenient to change at Pleasant 
street. 

There are five stations on the line 
as follows: At the corner of Harrison 
avenue and Beach street, the second 
opposite the South Terminal, the next 
is an island station opposite the ferry 
house of the Boston Revere Beach «& 
Lynn railroad the fourth is at the foot 
of State street and the fifth station is 
near Hanover street and is known as 
the Battery.

AFTER THE DRAWING 


EXCITEMENT ATTENDING OKLAHOMA 
LAND ALLOTMENT SUBSIDING. 
Sixty Days Given For Filing on the 
Claims—Those Not Then Taken 


Will Be Thrown Open to Settlers 
Without Drawing. 
[Special Correspondence. ] 

Lawton, O. T., Aug. 19.—The great 
free land distribution, or Uncle Sam’s 
big lottery, as some people are inclinea 
to call it, is over, and the excitement 
attending it is subsiding. As compared 
to the original Oklahoma opening in 
1889 and that of the Cherokee strip in 
1893 the allotment of the Kiowa and 
Comanche reservations was a decidedly 
tame affair. There was no riot, no 
bloodshed, no disorder, and there are 
likely to be few lawsuits over con 
tested claims. Everybody had a fair

show and everybody ought to be satis- 


fied. Where 165,000 registered appli- 
cants were after 13,000 claims it is but 
natural that there should be thousands 
of disappointed persons. And many of 
these are more or less inclined to find 
fault. Some of them assume a highly 
moral attitude and rail loudly against 
the government's conducting a lottery, 
while most of them would not hesitate 
to take chances on the various wheel 
and card games which prevail here. It 
is probable that not one in ten of the 
thousands who came here had any 
other thought than that of taking a 
long shot at the few big land prizes 
which they hoped to get by drawing 
early numbers, thus enabling them to 
have first choice of claims, and those 
who lost ought not to complain. The 
people who came here staking their all 
in the hope of getting a quarter section 
of land upor which they expected to 
make their home, and failed to draw a 
number below 13,000, are entitled to 
sympathy, but they have no reason to 
complain of the method of conducting 
the allotment. Had the same plan been 
pursued as at former allotments, they 
would have stood less show of getting 
a claim than now, for the “sooners” 
and “boomers” would have rushed pell- 
mell across the border and by sheer 
force gobbled up the whole tract. 

It was the purpose of the government 
to distribute 13,000 quarter sections to 
that number of needy home seekers in 
line with homestead policy, which bas 
been very beneficial in developing the 
west, and furnishing at nominal rates 
lands of the public domain to actual 
settlers. In so far as possible under 
the circumstances this has been done 
in this instance, and when the claims 
are all proved up and the undesirable 
element, which was naturally attracted 
by the allotment, bas drifted away, I 
think it will be found that there has 
been added to the population of the 
territory a large and desirable body of 
permanent settlers who will honestly 
develop the. land with which Uncle 
Sam has supplied them. That is the 
thing in which Oklahoma jis principally 
interested. What the territory, which 
it is hoped may soon become a state, 
wants is good, useful and thrifty peo- 
ple, who come with the honest pur- 
pose of making homes and tilling the 
lands. 

Under this allotment hundreds of 
Women were enabled to secure desir- 
able tracts of land, a thing which 
would have been impossible if the 
“sooners” and “boomers” had had their 
own way. At the drawing places there 
were booths for women, and many of 
them drew early numbers and got good 
claims. No married woman or any 
under age, however, could register, the 
purpose being that only one claim 
should go to any one family. But 
there were a few notable exceptions in 
allowing married women to register. 
For instance, one woman came to the 
booth wheeling an invalid’s chair. In 
it was her busband, whom she had to 
support. On these grounds she was 
allowed tc register. Another woman 
lately divorced asked to register, but 
was disqualified because her divorce 
had not been granted long enough. 
“But,” she said, “what am I to do? I 
have been married six times, and every 
man of them was unable to support 
me. I want to get a farm and make 
my own living.” She was allowed to 
register. 

The work of filing on the claims is 
how going on in both the Lawton and 
El Reno districts, and this will con- 
tinue for 60 days. Undoubtedly a large 
portion of the 13,000 who draw num- 
bers entitling them to file on claims 
will not exercise their rights. While 
$hose familiar with the country say 
that most of the claims are good 
tnough for improvement by real home- 
steaders, there are thousands that are 
hot good enough to warrant a man giv- 
ing up position or business to move 
thereon and make improvements. The 
result will be That thousands drawing 
tlaims, especially those with numbers 
higher than 4,000, will not file on their 
land. They feel this way: Suppose the 


| 


Dumber is 4,500 and attempt is made 
to designate a quarter section. It has 
already been taken; another trial, and 
it, too, is too late. What else is there 
to do but to guess blindly and then try 
to find what has been chosen? This is 
not encouraging, and they will not take 
the long trip to El Reno or Lawton to 
try it. The vast number of people who 
canie here to take a long shot on the 
few first choice claims, which are very 
valuable by reason of being near the 
prospective cities like this place, and 
who failed to win out, are not likely to 
bother any further about the matter. 

In estimating the value of the claims 
it must be remembered that before the 
Kiowa and Comanchereservations were 
opened to white settlers 390,000 acres 
went to the Indians in bulk as pasture 
lands and 390,000 more as individual al- 
lotments, taken severally as they wish- 
ed. Up and down the creeks and rivers 
their lands run, on both sides the living 
streams, and there is left to the white 
settlers only the uplands, which are 
less desirable than the river bottoms, 
though in the main fertile and arable 
tracts, which -will ultimately make 
good and productive farms. 

At the end of the 60 days designated 
for filing, all the land upon which 
claims have not been filed will be 
thrown open to settlement, first come 
first served. The immigrants in camp- 
ers’ wagons know where are the best 
lands. They will be on the land when 
the limit expires and will file at once, 
As a consequence at the end of 60 days 
13,000 new families will be on the 
claims. A considerable number of these 
immigrants have practically nothing 
with which to make improvements or 
to live on while waiting for the crops 
to grow on land that is now merely 
sod. On the poorer farms they will 
give up the struggle to those better pre- 
pared or those who can lease Indian or 
school land in connection with their 
own claims in order to have room for 
stock. 

Oklahoma and the Indian Territory 
get fully one-third of the claims 
owing to the unanimity with which the 
eligible portion of the population regis- 
tered. 

Many changes will take place before 
the reservation becomes a settled coun- 
try. In the first place It fs all west of the 
meridian of Wichita. Buffalo grass is 
common over much of it, and buffalo 
grass country is not generally good 
farming country. It can be farmed on 
the creek bottoms and the uplands 
used for pasture and hay. With plenty 
of rain, of course, all can be farmed, 
but rain is not always plentiful. The 
Indians will rent their land at 10 to 50 
cents an acre and spend the money. 
‘The whites will virtually use the en- 
tire reservation, and when once the 
population has adapted itself to the 
climatic conditions it will prosper. 
There will be not a little hardship and 
distress, but that Is always a contin- 
gent in ploneer experience, though in 
the end the Kiowa and Comanche 
reservations will be transformed into 
fruitful farms and happy homes, 

Thousands who came here with the 
speculative idea that they were going 
to strike it rich and make a big stake 
have “folded their tents, like the Arab, 
and silently stolen away.” There are 
still here, however, people enough to 
constitute a pretty good sized city, and 
doubtless many of them will remain. 
There is a population of 10,000 or 
12,000 here and, considering its varied 
and unique character and primitive and 
unorganized conditions of society, fair- 
ly good order has prevailed. Of course 
there are saloons, gambling houses and 
all sorts of vice here. That Is to be 
expected in a frontier town, and this 
is certainly a typical frontier com- 
munity. The wonder is how thousands 
of people from all parts of the United 
States, east and west, north and 
south, rich and poor and high and low, 
all thrown together in one conglomera- 
tion without any laws or city officials 
could have maintained any semblance 
of law and order. It is true the United 
States marshals had a large force of 
members here, but they have made 
only a very few arrests, and these 
were bootleggers and vielators of long 
standing and bad reputations. Munici- 
pal government is now, however, fair- 
ly organized, and I look to see Lawton 
develop into a staid, orderly and pros- 
perous city. 

Two newspapers have already put 
up their presses and are doing job 
work, and one enterprising sheet, the

though Lawton {s 28 miles from the 
nearest railroad point and the freight- 
ers’ rates are high, provisions and the 
necessities of life are very reasonable. 
Any one can get a good meal for 25 
cents ,and other things in proportion. 

Altogether the government land allot- 
ment, which drew to this section some- 
thing like 200,000 people, in which 
there were a considerable number of 
the adventurous, the lawless and the 
disreputable, has been conducied 
squarely, and its results, when the ex- 
citement has died out, will be bene- 
ficial to the territory. As the territory 
becomes settled the demand for state- 
hood increases. There are few more 
orderly communities in the United 
States than Oklahoma as a whole, and 
it is apparently well prepared for state- 
hood.

Summary Justice.

The driver belabored the wretched 
animal with a heavy whip, jerked with 
all his strength upon the reins and 
finally pulled the horse up to its knees. 
Then he renewed his beating. 

This performance caused a crowd to 
gather, and it was not long before the 
temper of that crowd became warmer 
than even the high temperature of an 
August day would warrant. The driver 
was warned to stop, and threatening 
gestures were made in his direction, 
but he was a stubborn sort of person, 
and the more the crowd talked the 
more fiercely he thrashed the horse. 
He finally succeeded in driving away, 
but at the pace he was able to go the 
crowd could easily keep up with him, 
and did. Then he began to beat the 
horse once more, the crowd closed in 
on him, and a policeman of the Broad- 
way squad arrived on the scene. Then 
the crowd began to tell the policeman 
what to do. One well dressed man 
said, ‘‘Arrest him, officer, and I'll 
make a complaint.*’ The driver, his 
temper now up as high as that of the 
crowd declined to get off his seat and 
there was a general cry of ‘‘Pull him 
off that truck!” 

° It did not take long to do it. A 
dozen people hustled the man off his 
seat, and some more unhitched the 
horse, and an

to that cheek, and two or three chorus 
girls hit him over the head with their 
he spent the 


umbrellas. Altogether, 
next few minutes being hustled about 
and thrashed, while the horse rested 
and looked on, and it is to be hoped 
that the animal enjoyed it. As soon as 
the policeman could get through the 
crowd he marched his prisoner off to 
jail. 

Of course, it is not to be argued that 
it is always best for the public to take 
the law into its own hands, but there 
are times when it seems to be un- 
avoidable. If the man had been mal- 
treating &@ woman ora small boy of 
Broadway at that time of day,or at any 
time when there was a crowd about, he 
would probably have been made to 
suffer quite as severely, and the specta- 
tors would not have waited for the 
police. 

The kind of rascal who is given to 
pounding those who are manifestly 
unable to defend themselves against 
him knows perfectly well that the 
public will not stand any doings of the 
sort in public. He therefore confines 
that sort of brutality to the privacy of 
his own home. He has quite enongh 
intelligence and self-cuntrol to do that. 
There is no reason why he should not 
be made to feel the same need of self- 
restraint in the case.of a horse or any 
other damb animal. The trouble has 
been hithertu that the public con- 
science was not sufficiently awake to 
notice whenever a big, rough bully 
thrashed a_horse. It should be thus 
awakened. It is just as properfor a 
crowd to stop that sort of proceeding 
as for the pa3sers-by to interfere to 
stop any other sort of misdemeanor 
until the police arrive. One cannot 
feel sorry for the individual who figures 
in this case. He was big, strong 
and healthy, and he suffered fora few 
minutes a modified form of misery 
he had inflicted on a wretched, sick, 
half-starved animal whose life he had 
made a perpetual calvary.

With Request of Anti-Trust 
League and K. of L. 


ATTORNEY KNOX’S LETTER 


States That His Department Cannot 
Give Information as to Formation 
of Steel Corporation, as It Has No 


Access to Needed Documents 


Washington, Aug. 21.,—Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox yesterday sent tle following 
letter to-the joint committee of the 
American Anti-lrust league, aud dis- 
trict assembly 66, Knights of Labor, in 
reply to one from the comunittee, re- 
questing information from Mr. Knox 
regarding the United States Steel cor- 
poration: 

I have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your letter of Aug. 19, 1901, 
in which you request me to obtain for 
you certain information with reference 
to certain alleged “agreement or agree- 
ments nade between the constituent 
companies and individuals who or- 
ganized the United States Steel corpora- 
tion.’ You ask me to afford you all 
the information that I may “possess or 
can obtain,” and you specifically refer 
to au alleged “trust or syndicate azree- 
ment,” which vou state the president 
of the United States Steel corporation, 
C. M. Schwab, “refused to furnish to 
the United States industrial comnis- 
sion When on the witness stand before 
that body; and you further state that 
your request for information is to be 
understood as covering any “other con- 
tracts of a similar kind with which you 
are acquainted or which you can obtain 
for us.” 

You also state that your request for 
information is “founded upon informa- 
tion and belief that, at the time this con- 
tract or these contracts Was or were 
made,” that 1 was in some way officially 
connected with the Carnegie company, 
and you, therefore, assume that the 
information which you request must be 
in “iny possession or conveniently at 
hand.” 1 am, therefore, requested to 
give you the substance or, if possible, a 
copy thereof. 

Primarily, permit me to say that your 
request is founded upon an erroneous 
assumption. Edo not know who the in- 
dividuals are who arranged the United 
States Steel corporation. 1f they are 
the persons usually named in the news- 
papers as the promoters of that organi- 
zation, with the single exception of C. 
M. Schwab, I don’t know, never saw, 
and was never in any way connected 
with any of them. I never heard of 
any agreement between them and the 
constitueut members of the steel com- 
poration. 

Neither at the time of the formation 
of the United States Steel corporation 
nor at any time was I officially con- 
nected with the Carnegie Steel com- 
pany. I was formerly one of its legal 
advisers in the conduct of its manufae- 
turing business, but was never con- 
sulted with reference to the formation 
of the United States Steel corporation, 
nor in relation to the sale of that com- 
pany of the shares of stock held by the 
stockholders of the Carnegie company. 
I have bever seen the papers er agree- 
ments to which you refer, nor have I 
been informed of their contents. I 
have no knewledge whatever of their 
I am thus 
specific, as I desire to cover both spirit 
and the letter of your inquiry. 

I may say, moreover, that I have no 
access to the agreement or papers to 
which you refer. I know nothing of 
the one to which you especially refer 
and do not even know that such an 
agreenient is in existence. The infor- 
mation which you request, therefore, is 
not in my possession or “conveniently 
at hand,” as you assume, and it is, 
therefore, impossible for me to comply 
with any of the requests set forth in 
your letter. All this information you 
could at any time have acquired 
through the usual method of direct per- 
sonal inquiry, thereby avoiding the 
doubtful propriety of addressing me 
through the medium of an open letter 
which you coucurrently delivered tothe 
press. 

Whether, if such papers were acces- 
sible to me, it would be my duty to ob- 
tain them and furnish them for use in 
legal proeeedings to which you are a 
party, and the nature of which you do 
not explain, is a question which I do 
hot care at this time to discuss. 

If I may regard the letter as ad- 
dressed to me officially, I will say: If 
this department is under obligations to 
furnish information to prospective lit- 
igants in undisclosed proceedings its 
responsibilities and labors are neces- 
narily greater than they have ever been 
imagined frem the time of its forma- 
tion. Indesd, as there are generally 
two parties to every controversy, it 
would be difficult to discharge such al- 
leged duty to both parties, in view of 
conflicting interests. This department 
was not called into being to furnish 
information to private litigants. Its 
duty and its object is to enforce the fed- 
eral statutes as interpreted by the 
courts wherever there is probable 
cause for believing that they have been 
violated.

WATER FROM HILLS 


Poured Into Adams and Caused Thou- 
egands of Dollars’ Damage 

Adams, Mass., Aug. 21.—The worst 
rainstorm for many years in this town 
occurred yesterday afternoon, causing 
damage of thousands of dollars, The 
water overflowed the banks of the 
Hoosae river at this point, and over- 
turned a number of houses along the 
river. Damage of about $60,000 was 
done to the Berkshire Cotton Manufac- 
turing company, where the water 
poured in, Graham & Clark’s woolen 
mills were also greatly damaged, the 
flume having been torn away. Both 
these concerus will suspend operations. 

The surfact cars were unable to run 
until late last bight, and the Boston ard 
Albany railroad suffered a washout 
of about 200 yards. One end of the 
Bassett reservoir was washed away, 
leaving the city to rely upon its reserve 
reservoir, the Dry Brook, for its water 
supply. 

Though there was a storm in neigh- 
boring places, none of them suffered so 
much as Adams, as the water seemed to 
pour from a dozen hills right into this 
place. 

Thomas Fitzpatrick lost his life in 
the flood cn the meadows south of North 
Adams early this morning. He was 
employed by O. W. Welch, whose horse 
was caught inthe water. Fitzpatrick, 
with a companion, volunteered to save 
the animal, but he feul into a ditch and 
was carricé away by the current. He 
leaves a widow und one child.

Boston, Aug. 21.—The police have is- 
sued a general order to arrest a girl 
who gave her name as Beulah Richards 
on complaint of two men who answered 
an advertisement for two ticket sellers 
for a New York theatre. ‘The men 
called on the young woman, who en- 
gaged them, accepting $25 as a good 
faith deposit, and told thein to meet her 
later to take a traju for New York, 
The woman was bot there at the ap- 
pointed time. 


No Reason For Cutdown 

Providence, Aug. 21.—There will be 
no cut down in the wages of the opera- 
tives in the mills controlled by the B. 
B. & KR. Knight Manufacturing com- 
pany in Rhode Island, according to 
a statement by Robert Knight. He 
said that the company had not seen any 
reason for a reduction. The Knight 
mills operate 450,000 spindles, and em- 
ploy nearly S000 people. 


Bucksport Is Stirred Up 

Bucksport, Me., Aug. 21.—-There is 
still much excitement in town, the out- 
come of Monday's incendiary fire and 
looting of the liquor store. Warrants 
are out for the arrest of suspected par- 
ties. One wus arrested yesterday and 
bound over under heavy bonds. <A 
movement Las been started fo close up 
all liquor dealers and the town agency. 


Doubtful Liquor Licenses 

Tiverton, R. IL. Aug. 21.—This town 
is greatly stirred up over the question 
of the validity of the liquor licenses held 
here hitherto. Ten of the local deal- 
ers yesterday closed their places, hay- 
ing been notified by the town clerk to 
do so. The claim is made that they 
have side or back entrances, contrary 
to the state law. 


Nobody Hurt 

Springfield, Mass., Aug. 21.—A west- 
bound express crashed into a freight 
train, bound south, at Westfield June- 
tion, last evening. No one was in- 
jured. ‘The express was drawn by two 
locomotives, the first of which was 
thrown from the rails by the collision. 
One freight car was demolished. 


Foodstuffs Condemned 

Boston, Aug. 21—The Plant Line 
steamer Halifax, which was wrecked 
off Boston harbor, Aug. 12, was towed 
to a dry dock yesterday for examina- 
tion. The health board condemned a 
large amount of provisions, amounting 
in all to an estimated value of $19,- 
546.15.

TAMING WILD BEASTS 


THE QUALITIES THAT ARE ESSENTIAL 
IN A TRAINER. 


Subjugating a Lion Is a Task That 
Calls For Something More Than 
Mere Courage—The Trainer Uses a 
Chair, but Not to Sit On. 


The wild beast tamer as genefally 
pictured is a mysterious person who 
stalks about sternly in high boots and 
possesses a remarkable power of the 
eye that makes lions and tigers quail 
at his look and shrink away. He rules 
by fear, and the crack of his whip 1s 
supposed to bring memories of tortur- 
ing points and redhot irons. 

Such is the story book lion tamer, 
and I may as well say at once that out- 
side of story books he has small exist- 
ence. There is scarcely any truth in 
this theory of hate for hate and con- 
quest by fear. It is no more fear that 
makes a lion walk on a ball than it is 
fear that makes a horse pull a wagon. 
It is habit. The lion is perfectly will- 
ing to walk on the ball, and he has 
reached that mind, not by cruel treat- 
ment, but by force of his trainer's pa- 
tience and kindness and superior intel- 
ligence. 

Of course, a wild beast tamer should 
have a quick eye and delicate sense of 
hearing, so that he may be warned of 
a sudden spring at him or a rush from 
behind, and it is important that be be 
a sober man, for alcohol breaks the 
nerve or gives a false courage worse 
than folly, but the quality on which he 
must chiefly rely and which alone can 
make him a great tamer—not a second 
rate bungler—is a genuine fondness for 
his animals. 

This does not mean that the animals 
will necessarily be fond of the tamer; 
some will be fond ef him, some will be 
indifferent to him, some will fear and 
hate him. Nor will the trainer’s fond- 
ness protect him from fang and,claw. 
We see that there is danger always, ac- 
cident often, but without we fondness 
there would be greater danger aad 
more frequent accident. A fondness 
for lions and tigers gives sympathy for 
them, and understanding gives mastery 
of them, or as much mastery as pos- 
sible. What but this fondness would 
keep a tamer constantly with his ani- 
mals, not only in the public show (the 
easiest part), but in the dens, in the 
treacherous runaway, in the strange 
night hours, in the early morning 
romp, when no one is looking, when 
there is no reason for being with them 
except the tamer’s own joy in it? 

I do not purpose to present in detail 
the methods of taming wild beasts, 
rather what happens after they are 
tamed: but I may say that a lion 
tamer always begins byspending weeks 
or months in gaining a new animal's 
confidence. 

Day after day he will stand for a long 
time outside the cage, merely looking 
at the lion, talking to him, impressing 
upon the beast a general familiarity 
with his voice and person. And each 
time, as he goes away, he is careful 
to toss a piece of meat as a pleasant 
memento of his visit. 

Later he ventures inside the bars, 
carrying some simple weapon—a whip, 
a rod, perhaps a broom, which is more 
formidable than might be supposed, 
through the jab of its sharp bristles. 
One tamer used a common chair with 
much success against unbroken lions. 
If the creature came at him, there were 
the four legs in his face, and soon the 
chair came to represent boundless 
power to that ignorant lion. He feared 
it and hated it, as was seen on one 
occasion when the tamer left it in the 
cage and the lion promptly tore it inte 
splinters. 

Days may pass before the lion will 
let his tamer do more than merely 
stay inside the cage at a distance. Very 
well; the tamer stays there. He waits 
hour after hour, week after week, until 
a time comes when the lion will let 
him move nearer, will permit the touch 
of his hand, will come forward for a 
piece of meat, and at last treat Lim like 
a friend, so that finally he may sit 
there quite at ease and even read his 
newspaper, as one man did, 

Lastly begins the practice of tricks. 
The lion must spring to a pedestal and 
be fed, he must jump from one pedestal 
to another and be fed, must keep a cer- 
tuin pose and be fed. A bit of meat is 
always the final argument, and the 
tamer wins (if he wins at all, for he 
sometimes fails) by patience and kind- 
ness. 

“There is no use getting angry with 
a lion,” said a well known tamer to me, 
“and there is no use in carrying a re- 
volver. If you shoot a lion or injure 
him with any weapon, it is your loss, 
for you must buy another lion, and the 
chances are that he will kill you any- 
way, if he starts to do it. The thing is 
to keep him from starting.”—Cleveland 
Moffett in St. Nicholas.

Thomas Lipton’s private 
signal at her tall pole masthead and the 
blue ensign of the Royal Ulster Yaeht 
club at her stern, is all ready to take 
her first trial spin in American waters. 

At 6:25 last evening, when the 'leu- 
tonic passed up the bay, bearing the 
yacht’s owner and her designer, the 
89 inen of her crew aod Captain Syea- 
more lined up on the starboard side and 
gave three hearty cheers. The old 
cannon that served for years on Loard 
the pilot boat Lawrence barked its 
welcome from the Qeean Yacht club, 
aud the Staten Island Yacht club tired 
a salute in honor of the Shamrock’s 
owner, 

Sir Thomas aud his party landed at 
8 o'clock, and were driven to the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria tor dinner. This morning 
| he took up his quarters on the steam 
yacht Erin, now anchored off Stapleton. 
Included in the party of Sir Thomas 
were George L. Watson, designer of 
the Shamrock; Charles Russell, who 
Will represent the Royal Ulster Yacht 
club on the American cup defender; J. 
BB. Hilliard, a Clyde yacltsman, whom, 
hext to Mr. Jamieson, Sir Thomas con- 
siders the best amateur yachtsman of 
the United Ningdom; C. O'Malley, John 
Westwood and W. M. Dunean. 

Sir Thomas comes to America for his 
second aitetpt to lift the cup, cheerful 
and resolute. Ile had this to say to 
the Hewspaper correspondents: 

“Tai delighted to be again in Amer- 
ica, and should be ungrateful if 1 did 
not say that t am pleased with the re 
ception that has already been given 
me, TL think I can do better this time, 
for | have in Shamrock Il a boat at 
least nine minutes faster over a 
course than the Shamrock I, and the old 
boat, during the trials on the other 
side, was certainly5to lO minutes faster 
than when she raced in America in 1809. 
At any rate, we expect to make a good 
race against the American defender, 
whether she be the Constitution or the 
} Columbia, 

“Tam hoping for a good breeze during 
( the faces, for certainly the Shamrock I 
is Something better than a light-weather 
boat. Whatever the outéome I shall 
be satistied that the better boat has 
won, for I have a good opinion of Amer- 
jean sportsmanship, and the fairness of 
the New York Yacht club. My recol- 
lection of ny attempt to lift the cup two 
years ago is allogether a pleasant one, 
and I hope to cement the friendship 
then so happily begun.” 

The only thing that Sir Thomas has 
to criticize in American yachting is the 
rule of measuring. 

“The English method,” he said, “is 
much to be preferred. It results in 
more beautiful, healthful and comfort- 
able beats, while the American form 
tends to produce racing machines only, 
Many American yachtsmen with whom 
I have talked agree with me in this.” 

Judging from the conversation of Sir 
Thomas and the members of his party, 
it is not likely that Shamrock IT will 
éngage the Independence. Sir Thomas 
feels that his challenge applies only to 
the defender selected by the New York 
Yacht club, and that it would not be 
well for him to sail other matches. 

Designer Watson, who accompanies 
Sir Thomas, when asked if he were sat- 
isfied with the Shamrock II, said: “I 
am not satisfied with her as a boat, but 
as a racing machine I hope she will give 
a good account of herself. Under the 
tonnage rule nothing is developed so 
far as marine architecture is concerned 
in building racing machines, but as an 
experiment in fast boats propelled by 
the wind, it is perhaps interesting. We 
hope to be successful.”

Aug. 22.--The navy de- 
partment yesterday afternoon gave out 
the correspondence with Admiral 
Schley, relative to opinions said to have 
been expressed by Admiral IIowison, a 
member of the court of inquirry. 


The first letter is zrom Aduiral 
Schley, under date of Aug. 19. It 
Says: 

I have the honor to enclose herewith 


in which Rear 
Admiral Howison, who has been se- 
lected to fill the vacancy caused by the 
relief of Rear Admiral L, A. Kimberley 
from the court of inquiry, is represented 
to have expressed certain opinions. 
If this statement, taken from the Bos- 
ton Record, true, it would, in the 
judgment of my counsel, disqualify him 
for serving in this capacity. 

I respectfully request that a copy of 
this letter with this enclosure be sub- 
mitted to Rear Admiral Howison for 
his consideration; and I would further 
request that I may be favored with a 
copy of his answer. 

1 have entertained high personal re- 
gard for Rear Admiral Mowison 
throughout a long professional service, 
so that I feel sure that if the statements 
@xpressed in the enclosure are true, 
Rear Admiral Howison would not be 
willing to serve as a judge under such 
circumstances.

In reply leiter of the 19th 
instant, inclosing a newspaper clipping 
and requesting the department to send 
it to Rear Adiniral Howison, together 
with a copy of your letter, you are 
informed that the appointment of Rear 
Admiral Howison as a third member 
of the court of inquiry was accom- 
plished only after taking great pains 
to insure absolute impartiality in the 
officer selected. To a question unofti- 
qially put as to his availability in case 
the department should require his ser- 
Vices, Rear Admiral Howison replied: 

“IT know of no reason why I should 
not be available for such duty should 
the department so decide. I have 
sade no public utterance relating to the 
subject, and I have seen none of the 
official reports and papers bearing upou 
the questions to be decided by the 
court.”

STRIKERS DID NOT RESIST 


Labor Leaders Beginning to Discuss 

Possibility of Arbitration—Justice 
Notice That He 
Will Punish Disorder to the Limit 


McGarvey Gives 


Pittsburg, Aug. 25.—Aside from the 
partial equipment of the Star plant of 
the Amerizan Tin Plate company, and 
the preparation for its immediate re- 
sumption of business, there were no 
special developments in the strike sit- 
uation in this city yesterday. No fur- 
ther trouble occurred at the Pennsyl- 
vania Tube works, and at all other 
strike points quiet reigns. 

The Amalgamated people point to the 
conduct of their members in restrain- 
ing from violence when they see aon- 
unionists being marched into the mills 
to take their places. The incident at 
the Star plant yesterday is given:s an 
example of especial significance, and to 
use an Amalgamated officer's expres- 
sion, shows that the men have been edu 
cated to the kuowledge that their 
strongest weapon in such cases is si- 
lence and submission until it is dem- 
onstrated what the mills cannot be 
operated successfully without the aid 
of skilled men, now on strike. 

The steel men, on the other hand, are 
highly pleased with their suceess in 
manning the Star plant, and say that 
if the men they secure are not mo- 
lested it will be but a short time until 
all of their mills will be in full operation 
and doing good work. 

The Painter mill has 250 men at work, 
and the management expects to be run- 
ning full-handed by next week. ‘Two 
mills are being operated at the Lindsay 
& McCutcheon plant. No sign of a 
break in the Carnegie Upper and Lower 
Unien plants has made its apparance. 

McKeesport is still completely tied up, 
but an attempt may be made to start 
the Demmler Tin works at onee with 
men secured from outside points, The 
strikers are still vigilant as pickets, but 
are keeping quiet and making no 
threats. At Irondale, the Tin Plant 
company gained another victory yester- 
day by the successful start of one set 
of rolls. ‘There are said to be enough 
men in the plant to man one mill one 
turn, 2nd the company officials say, 
now that the break has been made, that 
they will get the men back, 

At Amalgamated headquarters in 
this city yesterday the time was de- 
voted almost entirely te routine busi- 
ness, and nothing of unusual import- 
ance occurred. Vresident Shaffer says 
that no movement has as yet been made 
by either side looking to arbitration o1 
mediation. No hint has come from the 
steel people on the subject, and none 
has gone out from the workers. There 
is, however, a tendency among many of 
the labor leaders to discuss the pos- 
sibility of arbitration, The name of 
Governor W. A. Stone is mentioned as 
an arbitrator or conciliator, and it is 
said he will be asked to tender his good 
offices in this direction. 

Seven foreiguers, arrested for disturb- 
ing the peace at the Pennsylvania Tube 
plant, were given a hearing by Magis- 
trate McGarvey yesterday and severely 
reprimanded. All were discharged but 
one, who was fined for having a dan: 
gerous weapon in his possession when 
arrested. The magistrate gave them 
a stern warning against rioting, and 
said: 

“The excuse that those men did not 
understand English will not count. On 
other and less important occasions they 
understand it very well, but when they 
get into trouble they plead as an excuse 
the fact that chey are from a foreign 
country, speak a foreign language and 
are used to foreign laws. Let it be 
fully understood that the laws of this 
country, to which they have come to 
earn their bread, are to be fully en- 
foreed at all hazards, and that the ignor- 
ance of them or of the language will 
not be accepted as a plea.” 

An omnibus crowded with negroes

last night on its journey from the Bal-

Mr. Littlefield declared that the In- 
sular cases, considered in the manner 
in which the results were reached, the 
incongruity of the results, and the va- 
riety of inconsistente viewsexpressed by 
the different members of the court, “are 
without a parallel in our judicial his- 
tory.” We considered the cases which 
had been passed upon, and said that 
in the unsettled condition of the court 
it was hardly worth while to speculate 
as to the result of those cases. 

His conelusion as to Porto Rico's 
status is, briefly: “So far as the opera- 
tion of the constitution was con- 
cerned, this territory was to all legal 
intents and purpeses a part of the 
United States. It matters not how the 
constitution reached the ‘erritory, so 
far as this case was concerned, so long 
as it was there.” 

Mr. Littlefield next discussed the 18th 
amendment to the constitution, as it 
had been coustrued by the supreme 
court in Porto Rico and the Philippines. 
He quoted the amendment and gave 
a history of the same. Then, he said, 
referring to slivery as it existed in the 
United States: “The negro cannot be 
driven out of the south. Ie is vastly 
superior to the Filipino physically, and 
until the Philippines produce a Fred 
Douglas or a Booker T. Washington, he 
has nothing to fear in an intellectual 
comparison.”

HE SHOWS UP WELL 


Shamrock Takes Trial Spin 
In American Waters 


REMARKABLE SET OF SAILS 


Makes Very Little Fuss Under Her 
Les Bow—Columbia Gives Constitue 
tion a Sound Beating on Seawan- 


haka Course 


New York, Aug. 29.—Sir ‘Thomas Lip- 
ton’s new challenger for the America’s 
cup had her first trial spin in New York 
lower bay yesterday, and, although it 
only lasted 90 minutes, it was a most 
satisfactory performance from start to 
finish. Sir Thomas Lipton and De- 
signer Watson, both of whom were on 
board the yacht during the trial, ex- 
pressed themselves as perfectly satis- 
fied with the result. 

In sailing about eight miles dead to 
windward, against a two-knot tide, she 
covered the distance in 97 minutes, and 
the reach back of six miles in 40 min- 
utes. The wind was fresh and fairly 
steady from about south by east, end of 
from 10 to 12 knots in strength. The 
yacht carried mainsail, working top- 
sail, forestaysail and jib. 

At times, while on the wind, she pul 
her lee rail under a trifle, but she 
showed herself well able to carry her 
sail, and she appeared to be quite as 
stiff! as either the Constitution or the 
Columbia. Her sails set remarkably 
well for the first time out, 

The trial was all in smooth water, ex 
cept during the last mile of the wind- 
ward work. She makes very little fuss 
underr her lee bow and carries hardly 
any quartering wave. lier wake is 
clean and smooth, .and from obser- 
vations ta&en from directly 
while she was close hauled, her suils 
trims very tat and she is able to lie 
within four points of the wind, with 
every sail full. The yacht is so per- 
fectly balanced “on the wind” that she 
carries neither lee nor weather helm 
her long tiller being exactly amidships. 

During the eight or ten tacks she 
made to fetch, the average time from 
“full to full” in stays was about 17 see 
onds. It was pliin, however, that Cap- 
tain was not putting her 
through her best paces in that direetion. 
The crew trimmed and handled the sails 
with the smartness and precision that

sWILL BE NO REDUCTION 


Question at Fall River Will Be Al- 
lowed to Drop Out of Sight 

Fall River, Mass., Aug. 23.—The fact 
that there will be no cut-down of wages 
in the mills of this city on Sept. 3, as 
announced yesterday by the manufac- 
turers, had consideyible effect on the 
attendance at the meeting of labor or- 
ganizations last night. The operatives 
persisted in the solid stand they have 
taken since reduction talk started, and 
last night the weavers, carders and 
spinners met. In each case it was 
unanimously voted to oppose the wage 
reduction. The action of the meeting 
had been discounted, however, and the 
officers of the organization were mostly 
absent. 

The work of obtaining signatures to 
the agreement will not be abandoned at 
once, but the executive committee will 
not make any attempt to persuade man- 
ufacturers to sign. ‘The question of 
reduction will be allowed simply to drop 
out of sight. There are manufac- 
turers representing many more than the 
required 1,750,000 spindles who believe 
that a rediiction in wages is needed, but 
all of them were not prepared to enter 
an agreement at the present time. If 
a strike were forced and contracts 
broken the mills would be liable to 
losses from resulting suits,

there was only one turnout at German- 
town road and when the surest if not 
the quickest way to return home was 
to walk. 

From six o’clock until eight, there 
was a band concert at the junction of 
Centre road and Sea street,and at eight 
o'clock, the display of fireworks com- 
menced. = 

There was a very brilliant scene for 
about an hour, and at no time was the 
sky free from hissing rockets and 
barstiog bombs, which, on bursting, 
lighted the entire area and put the 
moon to shame. 

After the display of fireworks, many 
gathered around the band stand, while 
the young men and some of the older 
ones, too revived old times, when they 
used to play baseball, by hurling 
missles at the head of a poor inoffen- 
sive negro whose business was to play 
the part of an African dodger. 

Fakirs of all descriptions were lined 
up along the main thoroughfare, and 
they lent ample assistance in disturb- 
ing the quiet of the beach. 

The Casino dance hall was iilled to 
its utmost by those who chose to while 
away the fleeting hours by listening 
to the soft and mellow stains of music. 

Others, in groups of three, five and 
even more, strolled along the shore to 
listen to the low monotonous swash of 
the wayes, while many spent the even- 
ing in viewing the decorated cottages. 


These cottages indeed presented a 
charming appearance, all hung with 
variegated Chinese lanterns of every 
conceivable shape, while the verandas 
and lattice work on them were hidden 
beneath a wealth of golden rod and 
other wild flowers. 

The illumination of the cottages was 
plainly visible from Squantum and the 
opposite shores and it gave the appear- 
ance of many grand clusters of irrides- 
cent lights. 

The cars continued to carry people 
down to the illumination until after 
10 o’clock and then the ‘‘early birds 
began to make home traffic interesting 
for the conductor. 

Four cars were run on every trip and 
trips were made into the early morn- 
ing. The last car left Houghs Neck 
at 1.30 A. M. 

This morning the program was for 
the enjoyment of the children, and 
consisted of boat sailing and the serv- 
ing of ice cream and cake.

POLICY OF COLONIALISM), 


AS VIEWED BY SILVA 7 


lombian-Venezuelan Conflicts Are 

of a “Transitory Character” ! 
Washington, Aug. 23.—The Colombian 
minister, Martinez Silva, yesterday 
discussed the dispatches received by 
the Associated Press from President 
Castro of Venezuela, through his secre- 
tary, and from Tresident Alfaro of 
Ecuador. 

“The chief point to be noticed,” said 
Mr. Silva, “is that they do not treat 
war as existing. The message from 
President Alfaro expressly states that 
war between Colombia and Venezuela 
is improbable, and he adds that such 
conflicts as have taken place, growing 
out of the uniou between the conserva- 
tives in both republics, are of a transi- 
tory character. 

“The dispatch from General Castro's 
secretary indicated clearly that no 
war exists. It states that the con- 
servatives of Colombia have resolved 
to assist in a revolutionary move 
against Venezuela and ber government. 
From this it will be observed that the 
basis of the affair is a revolutionary 
movement against Venezuela, and, of 
course, such a movement is an internal 
affair of Venezuela, with which Co- 
lombia has no concern. } 

“I am perfectly sure that in the revo- 
lutions in Venezuela there is not one 
Colombian. I also am well informed 
that the Colombian authorities on the 
frontier have made the utmost efforts to 
prevent Colombian territory from being 
made the base of revolutionary move- 
ments into Venezuela.” 


A Miniature Naval Fleet 

New York, Aug. 23.—The four new 
river gunboats built for the Russian 
government at Elizabethport, N. J., 
started yesterday on a cruise to Phila- 
delphia. There they will be placed 
aboard the new Russian battleship 
Retzivan. The fleet consists of two 
cutters, each carrying a long-range, 
rapid-fire gun, and two pinnaces. The 
boats are 6O feet in length, and have 
15-foot beam. They draw four feet o 
wuter. They are lighted with elec- 
tricity, have torpedo tubes and a crew 
of 12 men.

THE MODEL REFRIGERATOR 


What the Iceman Says About Ways 
of the Good Housekeeper, 

In the good housekeeper’s refrigerator 
you'll find the milk and cream and but- 
ter covered tight so they won't take in 
flavors or odors. You won't find things 
dumped around the ice. You won't find 
bits of mackerel, cabbage, onions or 
such stuff that smell up a house, to 
say nothing of a refrigerator. Such 
things will be stowed away in a clean 
cupboard down cellar, with doors of 
wire netting. 

You won't get a mouthful of sewer gas 
either when you open the lid. In some 
houses—finely drranged houses, too— 
they have one of the latest improve- 
ments—letting the refrigerator drain 
into the sewer pipe. It may be conven- 
fent enough, but food flavored with 
sewer gas is not wholesome. 

In a model house the refrigerator 
stands in a small, light room by the 
back door. It is near enough to the 
kitchen to be handy. There is a green 
curtain on the back door window, to 
pull down when a hot sun glares in on 
the refrigerator. There is a heavy 
screen door that locks, and in hot 
weather there’s a fine, cool air coming 
in all night. The house is safe enough, 
for an inside door locks, and it is kept 
shut when the Wtchen grows uncom- 
fortably hot. 

It is a mistake to set a refrigerator 
down cellar. It is easier for the ice- 
man and harder for the woman who 
does the wagk. The dampness swells 
the wood till the door or lid won't shut. 
There are cellar odors, no matter how 
clean it is kept. 

In this model house a short bit of 
hose is kept hitched to the faucet for 
watering the lawn. The ice is washed 
off there, and the water has dripped 
from it fairly well before it gets to the 
back door. There’s a clean, strong mat 
at the foot of the steps. 

An iceman gets scolded unmercifully 
for bringing dirt into a house. He can't 
help it in places where he has to wait 
five minutes for a dipper of water to 
wash off the ice or go and get it him- 
self, and he can't wipe his feet on a 
piazza floor. 

He has a hundred people waiting for 
him on a hot morning, and it makes 
him tired to open a lid and find he has 
got to lift out half a dozen muskmel- 
ons, a pan of milk, a chicken and a 
custard, all sitting around a chunk of 
ice ¥o bigger than your fist. 

As soon as the Ice is put in it is tuck- 
ed about with a little blanket made of 
old flannel. 

This model refrigerator is kept spot- 
lessly clean. Once a week the shelves 
and racks are washed in hot suds, 
rinsed in strong hot soda water, then 
in almost boiling water. They are 
wiped dry and set out doors to air. 

If anything has been spilled, it is 
scraped off, and then a fine pointed 
skewer picks out the corners and 
ledges. The waste pipe is cleaned with 
a flexible wire that bas a cloth wound 
about the end of it, and boiling hot 
soda water is poured through. 

Thus the iceman talks, as reported in 
Good Housekeeping. 


Brotherliness In Brockton, 

Here is a story told by Professor Bat- 
rett Wendell about Dr. William Ever- 
ett: The latter was going out to 
Brockton one night to deliver an ad- 
dress and ran across Mr. Wendell in 
the Old Park square station. “Come 
along, Wendell,” he said.

The inquiry 
can't possibly take as long as antici- 
pated, and, while I am not at liberty 
to say apything about the case, I have 
absolute contidence in the result.” 

Admiral Schley has addressed a let- 
ter to Acting Secretary of the Navy 
Hackett, in reply to Mr. Hackett’s of 
Wednesday. Schley says that his ob- 
ject was merely to obtain a statement 
from Howison that he did or did not 
give utterance to the sentiments with 
which he was credited, and that in no 
sense could his original letter be re- 
garded as challenging Howison’s fitness 
to serve on the court, although such 
fitness might be challenged later, in due 
form, after the court meets. Schley’s 
request was designed, he says, to elicit 
from Howison a denial or atfirmation 
so that, if he should say he had ex- 
pressed the sentiments ascribed to him 
and assumed the responsibility for 
them, he might withdraw before the 
court convenes, 

Schley points out that, while it is true 
that the selection of Howison was en- 
tirely satisfactory to Schley und his 
counsel at the time the appoint.went 
was made, the alleged interview, the 
authenticity of which they wish to have 
determined, was brought to their at- 
tention after the appointment of Howi- 
son had been announced. It is said 
that Schley has also pointed out in his

After a season of dullness at S cents 
a pound, cotton suddenly developed 
considerable animation and strength.

‘HOW TO REST AND SLEEP. 


A Physician Gives Some Directions 
For Getting Good Results. 

Any one who is nervous should be

you are physically tired, a very few 
minutes flat on your back is worth as 
a means of repair an hour’s sitting in 
a chair, but mind that it be flat, not 
reclining on a lounge or with your 
spine bent out of shape in a deep chair 
in which your weight rests on any part 
of your body except the part intended 


the | to support it—above all, not in a rock- 


ing chair, that special trap for the 
nervous. Besides getting into this po- 
sition you must lie still in it, not hold- 
ing yourself down on to the couch or 
endeavoring to hold that article of fur- 
niture down—that is, you must be loose, 
relaxed, unstrung. Look at a child 
in bed, limbs sprawled all abroad, for 
“how to do it’—the ease of the careless 
position is more characteristic of per- 
fect relaxation than the more compos- 
ed attitude of a sleeping adult, says Dr. 
John K. Mitchell in Harper’s Bazar. 

Learn to keep still when you rest. 
When you move, move with the part of 
the body needed. Do not waste your 
force by walking with your arms and 
face as well as with your legs. If cir- 
cumstances force an unusual and fa- 
tiguing amount of exertion upon you, 
break it now and then by periods of 
absolute rest. No matter how brief 
they are, they will be useful if you 
make them complete and perfect in the 
way described. This is true of mental 
as well as bodily exertion. A minute 
or two minutes of quiet, with eyes 
closed if possible, with your tension re- 
laxed and the gearing of the machinery 
thrown off for the moment, will help 
and refresh you greatly. Here, again, 
more may be gained if the ability to re- 
lax mentally can be secured in a fash- 
fon similar to the withdrawing of mus- 
cular tension. Learn to empty your 
mind when not using it. 

This will not only help for the pur- 
pose of temporary repose, but may be 
made useful in bringing about sleep. 
It can, like the*trick of muscle relaxa- 
tion, be acquired and made habitual. 
You will then be less liable to have 
your day’s work of worry pursue you 
to bed and fasten upon you, to the 
banishment of all possibility of going 
to sleep, or !f you escape this, follow 
you into the land of Nod and hag ride 
you in your dreams. 

Dr. Mitchell gives some good advice 
about the art of wooing sleep that is 
worth quoting. 

“Overanxiety about sleep hinders its 
coming and makes one wakeful. Mus- 
cular relaxation and a mind emptied of 
thought are t,he preliminary requisites,” 
he says. “It may be worth while to 
add that while we know very little of 
the physiology of sleep, it is pretty cer- 
tain that the amount of blood in the 
brain is lessened during sleep, though 
whether this diminutiow in the blood 
supply is preliminary to or consequent

A REMARKABLE EXPLOIT 


Holbein Was In Water Nearly 
Thirteen Hours 


TRIED TO CROSS CHANNEL 


But Collapsed When Within Six Miles 
of His Objective Point—Became 
Bilad and Would Have Gone Down 
If Allowed to Remain In Water 


Dover, Efg., Aug. 26.—Mr. Holbein, 
who on Suturday, the anniversary of 
Captain Webb's swim from Dover to 
Calais, started from Cape Gris-Nez (be- 
tween Boulogne-Sur-Mer and Calais) in 
an attempt to swim to Dover, narrowly 
escaped drowning. Ue covered the 
course to a point within six miles of 
Dover, and then collapsed, after having 
been in the water 12 hours and 46 min- 
utes. 

The tug which accompanied him took 
him from the water and brought him 
to Dover at 5 o'clock Sunday morning. 
He was carried to a hotel in a semi-con- 
scious, precarious state, and subse- 
quently, on the advice of his medical 
attendants, was removed to a hospital, 
where he lay for some time in a serious 
condition. It was found that his eye- 
sight had been badly affected by the 
salt water. 

Last night, however, he had recoy- 
ered, and he announced his intention to 
renew the attempt. His exploit was 
very remarkable, considering the 
the roughness of the sea, and has estab- 
lished a record. 

Holbein wore a white cap that cov- 
ered his head and partially protected 
his face, und also a mask from brow to 
nose, tm order to protect his eyes. He 
found it impossible to take solid food 
without swallowing sea water, and he 
therefore subsisted mainly on raw eggs, 
as he was able to suck these while ly- 
ing on his back. He also took hot 
milk from a feeding bottle. 

The sea was heavy, and there wasa 
nasty swell. His attendants became 
seasick. He swam with a powerful 
stroke, alternately on his back and on 
his breast, making a god pace. The 
first six miles from Cape Griz-Nez were 
covered in 2 hours and 25 minutes, At 
sundown he found great difficulty in 
keeping a straight course. Much of the 
time he swam with his eyes closed, ow- 
ing to irritating effects of the salt 
water. 

Instructions to Holbein were shouted 
through a megaphone, and powerful 
acetelyne lamps were lighted to guide 
him. In the middle of the channel the 
wind was fresh and the water very 
rough. At the end of the sixth hour he 
was swimming well, but he began to 
complain of an injury to his left hip, 
sustained on the rocks at Cape’ Gris- 
Nez, but not mentioned before. 

At this time he was about six miles 
off the British coast, and Captain Lam- 
bert was of the opinion that ke might 
make Dover on the next tide. THe con- 
tinued to swim well, mainly on his 
back, After 11 o’clock he was once lost 
to view for five minutes, a big wave 
having swept over him. He kept go- 
ing steadily, but during the 10th and 
11th hours a westerly tide drifted him 
much out of his course, and it was evi- 
dent that the heavy seas were having 
a bad effect. 

During the 12th hour his ‘stroke 
weakened considerably. He was swim- 
ming with breast low in the water, and 
head much down. He was making 
almost no progress, and seemed almost 
unable to grasp the directions given 
him. ‘Twice he turned completely 
round, making for the French shore. 

At 4:20 a. m., a council was held on 
the tug, and it was decided to take him 
out of the water. He was turning like 
a top, and hopelessly blind. If he had 
been left longer he must have gone 
down. 

Allowing for a zig-zag course, it is 
estimated that he swam 26 miles. His 
next attempt he promises to make next 
year. 


Hold Full of Water 
Fire Island, N. Y., Aug. 26.—The 
three-masted schooner Eliza A. Scrib- 
ner, Captain Dodd, from Boston Aug. 
16, is aground on Fire island bar, with 
nine feet of water in herhold. A 
wrecking tug is alongside the stranded 
vessel, and the life saving crews from 
the Fire Island and Oak Island sta- 

tions are rendering assistance. 


Another Negro Burned at the Stake 

Chattanooga, Aug. 26.—Henry Noles, 
a negro, was xesterday burned at the 
stake for criminally assaulting and 
shooting to death Mrs. Charles Will 
jams, near Winchester.

to Claims of France 

Constantinople, Aug. 26.—M. Con- 
stans, the French ambassador, sent a 
note to the porte last Thursday to the 
effect that he would leave Constanti- 
bople Aug. 26, unless the French claims 
were settled. Tewtik Pacha, the Turk- 
ish minister of foreign affairs, there- 
upon called at the French embassy and 
informed M. Constans that the porte 
had abandoned the idea of purchasing 
the quays, first, because convinced that 
the purchase Would be a bad specula- 
tion for Turkey, and, second, on ac- 
count of the financial difficulty involved, 
as the Ottoman government had no 
hope that the Paris market would take 
up a loan to cover the purchase. 

M. Constans then gave the Ottoman 
government until Monday (today) to 
issue an irade granting the quays com- 
pany full rights and indemnity for the 
two years during which the company 
had been deprived of those rights. 

A dispatch from Constantinople Sat- 
announced that an imperial jrade bad 
been issued, ordering that the Quays 
company should be allowed to,exercise 
freely all the rights granted by the con- 
cession, 


Resembled Tropical Storm 
Boston, Aug. 26.—The heavens fairly 
opened: over this immediate section late 
Saturday vight, aud let out enough 
rain to do credit to a tropical storm, 
The water did an immense amount of 
surface damage, while the sharp light- 
ning flashes followed each other so 
rapidly that for an hour or more the 
sky was fairly vivid with electricity, 
and thunder pealed in a deafening roar. 
In this city and the suburbs thousands 
of cellars on streets on lower levels were 
flooded, as the streets were knee-deep 
in rain water, which the overtax¢ed 
sewers were unable to carry off. The 
storm was the worst this summer, 


Marvelous Speed lu Telegraphy 

London, Auy. 26.—The new lMun- 
garian system of telegraphy has bedh 
a marvellous success. The systémM has 
been installed between Budapest and 
Fiume, a distance of 375 mile’, and is 
in practical working order at a speed of 
40,000 words an hour. The messages 
are written in Rotwan characters, and 
need no translation. The system is an 
ingenious combination of the telegraph, 
the telephone ang photograph, the mes- 
sages being written on sensitized paper 
by ray light and developed and fixed 
by an automatic process. 


Riot In Public. Park 

Indianapolis, Aug. 26.—Anotber riot 
broke out last night in a crowd of 500 
people at Fairview park. Four negroes 
were badly injured and one, named 
Harris, had his right arm broken. The 
trouble was caused by a gang of white 
toughs. Several negroes were set upon 
and beaten. Police stopped the trou- 
ble. Four members of the gang were 
arrested. 


Passenger Train Wrecked 

Columbia, S. C., Aug. 26.—A train of 
the Seaboard Air Line was totally 
wrecked seven miles south of Cheraw, 
S. C., due taa sandbauk washout. Fire- 
man Rosemond was crushed to death, 
and three train hands. were injured, 
The passengers escaped with a severe 
shaking up. ’ 


Protocol Will Soon Be Signed 

Pekin, Aug. 26.—Li Hung Chang has 
notified the ministers of the powers 
that edicts necessary to the signing of 
the protocol by the Chinese plenipo- 
tentiaries are now en route from Sag 
Fu, and are expected to arrive hére on 
Wednesday. 


More Insurgents Surrender 
Manila, Aug. 26.—Colonel Loreel, with 
17 officers and 13 men, surrendered 
yesterday to Captain Brown, at Tali- 
say. The surrender of numerous other 
smaller contingents last week brings 
the total to more than 100.

Steel Mill Managers Expect 
to Start Up This Week 


TUBE PLANTS REMAIN IDLE 


Amalgamated Officials Willing to 
Make Concessions to Pave the Way 
For Reopening of Direct Negotia- 
tions With the Steel Corporation 


Pittsburg, Aug. 26.—Some remarkable 
changes in the strike-ridden mills of the 
United States Steel cerporation are 
promised for this week. It is stated on 
good authority that before the end of 
the week those of the plants that have 
been operating on single turn will be 
run with full force, and for the usual 
three full turns each day. 

Men enough have been secured for 
this purpose, the officials say, in spite 
of the claims of the strikers that the 
company could not get enough men to 
operate their plants, and the managers 
of the various mills say they will be 
ready with all the skilled men required 
to start up the machinery and turn out 
a heavy tonnage. 

Outside of the Star Tin Plate plant 
yesterday there was a large number of 
strikers on picket duty. They were 
quiet and orderly, but had their eyes 
and ears open for any signs of new 
comers. ‘The peculiar feature of the 
strike about the Stur plant is the good 
feeling displayed between the strikers 
and the manager of the plant. When 
Superintendent Piper left the mill yes- 
terday he met the strikers and laughed 
good-naturedly at them. He said to 
the anxious pickets: “I had more fun 
in getting those last men into the plant 
than at a game of checkers,” 

There is no change in the situation re- 
garding the tube mills. The mills 
were all quiet yesterday, and the former 
employes remained away from the 
plants. It is understoud that the offi 
cials of the National Tube company 
have practically determined not to start 
these plants for the present. 

In furtherance of the “peace” pro- 
gram, which ts said to have been in the 
course of preparation for several days, 
it was given out by one on the inside 
and one who should know, that the 
Amalgamated executives have con- 
sented to have certain propositions 
made to the officials of the United 
States Steel corporation, through mem- 
bers of the conciliatory committee of 
the National Civie Federation. WYhese 
propositions, if, accepted, are expected 
to bring about a settlement of the great 
strike. 

Those interested in the matter are in 
waiting for word to proceed with the 
program, as ontlined at the conference 
of the Amagamated executives and the 
conciliatory committee of the Civic Fed- 
eration, last Friday. The propositions 
carry certain,concessions by the Amal- 
gamated officials, which, it is hoped, 
will pave the way for the reopening of 
direct negotiations between the asso- 
ciation and the company. ‘They in- 
clude the terms under which President 
Shaffer and his advisers stand willing 


to settle. These terms and the mode 
of their presentation are carefully- 
guarded secrets, 

While the conferences were dis- 


cussing peace plans, the Amalgamated 
men were shown the impracticabllity 
of sympathetic strikes by the miners 
and other organized men affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor. 

It has been reported that the con- 
ference disapproved the move in abro- 
gating the Federal Steel company con- 
tracts, and told President Shaffer, with 
unmistakeable emphasis. Of this, 
however, S:cretary Williams said that 
during the conference he had heard no 
adverse criticism by the Civie Iedera- 
tion conferees on the attitude of Presi- 
dent Shaffer in this matter of contracts. 

It was stated last night that when 
the Lower Union mills of the Car- 
negie company, in Lawrenceville, were 
ready to start up the officials discovered 
they were short about 60 of the skilled 
men who had been working there up to 
Saturday night. Asa result twoof the 
roughing 1ills were idle, the 12-inch 
mill is crippled, the plate mill was only 
operated about half the number of heats 
and the nine-inch mill is still out, and 
will not be operated. It was also stat- 
d that the laboring men in this plant 
had become discontented over the sit- 
uation, and had announced that they 
would no longer remain idle, but would 
go back and do all in their power to 
assist In operating the mills. The 
skilled men, it is said, quit work much 
against their will, and only because 
they were members of the Amalga- 
mated association, and had to obey the 
orders issued to them. Officials believe 
that the strikers will not stay out long. 
All those who remain at work in the 
mills are understood to be receiving 
full pay, whether the plant is operated 
full or not.

He will 
enter the water off the Charlestown 
bridge about 1 o’clock, and begin his 
long journey.

A steam yacht, thoroughly equipped 
and provisioned, will accompany him 
on his tedious trip, and during the 
journey he will be personally attended 
by two tried friends and trusty swim- 
mers in a small boat, who will be at 
hand to render any needed assistance 
if necessary, and to cater to his wants. 

Mr. McNally hopes to accomplish the 
entire distance and arrive at the bat- 
tery in New York before noon on Mon- 
day, Sept. 30. The actual distance fs 
282 3-4 nautical miles, or about 347 
statute or land miles. The swimming 
course, however, will be very little less 
than 400 miles.

Vineyard Haven, Mass., Aug. 26.—Al- 
though the schooner Harold GC. Beecher 
of New Haven was run into and sunk 
by an unknown steamer in Vineyard 
sound, about 1 o'clock Sunday morning.

There 
is no need to excuse curiosity about 
the personality of such a writer. Every 
one is wondering who writes those de- 
licious comedies of child life that ap- 


pear month after month, simgly, in| 


couples, in trios, in quartets, and at 
last even in quintets, in those maga- 
zines which occupy the position of 
dictators to the publie’s literary taste. 


Josephine Dodge Daskam is a young/ 


woman and a spinster. Any one might 
guess that from the tone of breezy 
humor that pervades her stories. Her 
analysis of the child mind is unhack- 
neyed because it is purely objective. 
Probably had she bad the responsl- 
bility of bringing up some half dozen 
of the merry youngsters whose misad- 
ventures she treats of so deliciously,

she might have lost her rollicking tone 
with the accession of responsibility. A 
mother is almost always tiresomely 
psychological when she talks of chil- 
dren, whether her own or some one 
else’s. She can rarely view them with 
the disinterested, literary eye. In her 
senior term at Smith college, about 
two years ago, Miss Daskam began to 
attract attention by her contribution to 
The Youth’s Companion and the New 
York Saturday Evening Post. She was 
one of the ablest editors of The College 
Literary Monthly that Smith's ever 
had, After her graduation the Scrib- 
ners published a series of her sketches, 
ealled “Smith College Stories,” which 
were deservedly popular with those 
who like to know of scholastic life from 
the point of view of the college girl. 
Since then The Atlantic Monthly, The 
Century and Harper's have published a 
great deal of her prose and verse, and 
St. Nicholas has used a series of stories, 
for which the French right of transla- 
tion and publication has been asked by 
publishers across the ocean. All this, 
with another book issued by the Scrib- 
ners, is a good deal for a woman, young 
and a newcomer in literature, to have 
achieved within two years. Miss Das- 
kam lives at Stamford, Conn., and is as 
modest about her work as though her 
spurs were yet to*be won. Miss Das- 
kam is the descendant of an old Hugue- 
not family, the D’Askams, and on her 
mother’s side traces her descent back 
to the Aldens of the Mayflower. 

A recent recruit to the ranks of the 
professional book reviewers is Miss 
Anna Paret, who contributes several 
pages of bright and pertinent remarks 
on current literature to each issue of 
Harper’s Bazar. Miss Paret is the

York Herald. Miss Jeannette Gilder 
and Miss Bertha Runkle have won 
eminent successes as reviewers.

FIGHTING GRASSHOPPERS. 


Systematic Plans to Destroy a South- 
western Pest. 
{Special Correspondence.] 
| San Antonio, Tex., Aug. 19.—South- 
ern Texas is being overrun by grass- 
hoppers—grasshoppers of an extremely 
voracious character and numerous 
; enough to have become a menace of 
the gravest nature to the crops of that 
portion of the state. In fact, many 
farmers are In despair. They see the 
grain wither and fall as though blight- 
ed, while the merry grasshopper, hay- 
ing eaten all there is to eat, passes on 
to fresh flelds and pastures new. 

Not only in Texas, but in northern 
states, notably Colorado, Wyoming and 
Nebraska, has the grasshopper proved 
a plague to the farmer. Now the agri- 
culturist finds some grains of comfort 
in the fact that the federal government 
has declared war on the pest, and that 
| means are at hand whereby the insect 

can be successfully combated. 

To the farmers of southern Texas 
have come bottles of disease germs, 
fatal to the grasshopper, ’ prepared 
under the direction of Professor L. O. 
Howard, chief of the bureau of en- 
tomology. The disease germs are of 
the nature of a fungus, obtained from 
South Africa, where it has been used 
with the greatest possible success, 
whole armies of grasshoppers being 
literally exterminated by it. Were it 
necessary to send continually to South 
Africa for the fungus, it would prove 
a@ costly remedy, but it has been found 
possible to propagate it artificially by 
applying a little of It to a sterilized 
preparation of blood serum and gela- 
tin, on which the germs propagate 
rapidly. The germs thus prepared are 
corked In glass tubes, and each tube {s 
carefully packed in a pasteboard cylin- 
der, directions for using the contents 
accompanying every package. 

On receiving a bottle of the fungus 
the farmer puts a number of live grass- 
hoppers !n a wooden box, together with 
a small portion of the fungus. Soon 
the hoppers become infected, and all 
but half a dozen are liberated. The 
half dozen, when dead, serve to give 
the disease to other hoppers placed in 
the box later on. The liberated ones 
quickly spread the infection among 
their fellows, and the work of destruc- 
tion proceeds apace. To get the best 
results the “plague house” should be 
covered with netting to admit air. 

One thing is certain—the farmer 
alone cannot successfully cope with the 
hoppers. The insect fs one of the most 
serious problems connected with the 
| agricultural development of the west. 
Nothing short of fire will check the 
progress of an army of hoppers on the 
march. Water, unless in wide bodies, 
is absolutely no bar to their progress. 
The plague comes and in a twinkling 
the fields are brown and sere and the 
unfortunate farmer sees ruin staring 
him in the face. 

The grasshoppers themselves grow 
as the crops do, planting in one season 
the eggs which are to be hatched in 
the next. The female drills a hole in 
the ground with the horny tip of her

| abdomen, and in this hole lays about 
20 eggs, which are bound together by 
a mucus. The burrow Is then filled up 
with the same mucus, which makes it 
water tight. The eggs are enveloped 
in tough little capsules. When new- 
born, the young grasshopper is covered 
With a sort of veil, which soon aplits 
along the back, and he easily gets rid 
of it. As long as there is plenty of food 
in the neighborhood he takes things 
easy and declines to travel far, but once 
the provender is exhausted he starts 
out to hunt a new larder. Thus arise 
the great migrations of grasshoppers, 
narrations of which have caused skep- 
tical easterners to hold up their hands 
in amazement. 

Refore there was any thought of 
| waging war on the hopper by scien- 
| tifie means the farmer used many 
| schemes of his own to avert the pest. 
| His best chance was to destroy the un- 
hatched eggs, and many schemes were 
devised to accomplish this, the most 
| effective possibly being to slice off an 
| inch or so of the top soil, dry it and 
| pass it through sieves to separate the 
| egg masses, which were then buried in 
deep pits.

SAMPSON’S PROMOTION 


The Basis of the Now Famous 
Naval Controversy 


SCHLEY FELT AGGRIEVED 


At Being Thrown Directly Under His 
Junior’s Command—Captain For- 
syth Says There Was Plenty of Glory 
For All Concerned In the Battle 


Kansas City, Aug. 26.—Ca, tain James 
McQueen Forsyth, U. 8. N., who had 
charge of the naval station at Key West 
during the Spanish-American war, 
spent yesterday in Kansas City, on his 
way from San I’rancisco to his home at 
Phiadelphia. To a Times reporter 
Captain Forsyth talked of the Schley- 
Sampson controversy, and that paper 
today quotes him as saying: 

“While we have been instructed by 
the navy department not to discuss the 
merits of the case, everyone knows 
that the navy looks upon the contro- 
versy as an unfortunate affair. We 
believe there was plenty of glory for 
all concerned. ‘The fact that a junior 
officer was placed in command above 
his seniors is responsible for the whole 
business. Sampson was a captain and 
the 17th ranking officer of the navy. No 
ene ever thought of him as the succes- 
sor te Admiral Sicard, and I don’t be- 
lieve he ever thought of it himself, but 
he was familiar to the people of Wash- 
ington and they decided to place hii in 
command. 

“Of course the oflicers who outranked 
him did not like it. It is not to be ex- 
pected that they would. But Wash- 
ington said Sampson, and that settled 
the matter. Schley was among the 
officers outranking Sampson, and he 
was thrown directly under the junior’s 
command. He naturally felt the pro- 
motion more than any other. 

“The battle of Santiago was one of 
the most brilliant ever fought. Re- 
gardless of who was responsible for 
such effective execution there was 
glory enough for both Sampson and 
Schley. The controversy only serves to 
dim the brilliancy of the victory, and it 
fs greatly to be deplored. That amyvone 
should question the bravery of either 
of the men is particularly unfortunate 
and wholly unjustified.” 

Captain Forsyth, who will be re- 
tired on Sept. 25, has been associated 
wkh Admirals Schley and Sampson at

In 1897 the Carnegie Steel company 
and the Bethlehem Steel company took 
out a license from the Harvey Steel 
company, toe use its process in the face 
hardening of armor plates, and the con- 
tracts stipulated that the steel com- 
panies were under no obligation to pay 
any royalties whenever the 
Steel company had previously granted 
a license to any government and the 
royalties provided by said license had 
in fact beeh paid by such government. 

The agreement further stipulated that 
the steel companies should submit toan 
adverse decree for an alleged infringe- 
ment of the Harvey patents and the is- 
suance of an injunction to restrain them 
from the use of the process, except un- 
der this license. Suit was commenced 
in the United States circuit court for 
the eastern district of Pennsylvania, 
and a decree entered as stipulated in 
the agreement. 

Subsequently the two steel companies, 
in 1898, made contracts with the govern- 
ment for the manufacture of armor 
plate for the battleships Illinois and 
Wisconsin, which provided that if the 
steel companies were required to pay 
“royalty for the use of the face-harden- 
ing process” the government should re- 
imburse them, and the Harvey Steel 
company then brought suit against the 
government in the court of claims for 
an infringement of the patents, and the 
government was defended on the 
grounds indicated by Secretary Her- 
bert. 

The Bethlehem Steel company and the 
Carnegie S...1 company having paid 
the royalties for hardening the armor 
plate of the Illinois aud Wisconsin, the 
Harvey Steel company presented a 
voucher for the approval of the secre- 
tary of the navy to secure re 
ment.

Expert Yachtsmen’s Opinion of 
Lipton’s New Boat 


G00D OPINIONS EMPHASIZED 


After Witnessing a Long Trial Spin, 
During Fvery Minute of Which She 
Showed Life—Most Dangerous Cup 
Hu .ter That Ever Crossed the Water 


New York, Aug. 28—Shamrock II 
was given a good long spin yesterday, 
both inside and outside the Hook. She 
was tried in windward work and broad 
and close reaching. In fact the chal- 
lenger was given everything except a 
spinnaker run in a breeze that some- 
times piped up to 12 knots and at no 
time was under eight. 

Every test only served to emphasize 
the good opinion already formed of her 
speed merits and ability te carry lofty 
canvas. Experts who saw her perform- 
ance call her a wonderful boat and 
agree that she is the most dangerous 
proposition that has ever come over the 
waters hunting for the American cup. 
She had life in her every minute. She 
gathers way with remarkable rapidity, 
is quick in stays, points very high and 
stands up well under a tremendous 
spread of canvas, as evidenced by the 
fact that at no time yesterday did she 
put her rail under, even when wearing 
around, close hauled, taking a 12-knot 
breeze abeam. 

The only new sail tried yesterday was 
her largest club-topsail. It was a reve- 
lation to those who saw it and is certain- 
ly one of Ratsey’s finest creations. It 
appears much larger than the topsails 
on the Columbia and Constitution. It 
extends further out over the gaff and 
runs up higher above the topmast. It 
is said that the distance from the boot 
of the mast to the top of the topsail club 
is over 190 feet. The sail sheets out 
very well and there is less looseness 
along the head than on either of the 
American boats. 

Sir Thomas Lipton was on board dur- 
ing the entire trial and when seen at 
Sandy Hook after the racer picked up 
her moorings seemed much pleased with 
her showing. “This is the 20th spin 
which the boat has had,” said he, “‘in- 
cluding her races on the other side. She 
is improving all the time and I am more 
pleased with her now than ever before. 
At no time did we carry and water on 
deck. She had life every minute and if 
she does not carry back*the cup, the 
American boat that beats her may well 
inspire pride in your people.” 

A notable feature of the day was the 
constant saluting which the challenger 
received from ocean steamers down to 
the smallest of launches. 

The Shamrock covered the nine miles 
from the southeast sprit to Owl's Head 
against the tide of 3 knots, in 59 
minutes. 


Went at a Fast Pace 

Boston, Aug. 28.—A punctured tire 
on Ilarry Elkes’ wheel was the chief 
factor in his defeat by Will Stinson in 
their one-hour motor-paced race at the 
Charles River track last night. For 
28 miles they clung together, Stinson 
leading for 14 miles and Elkes for 14 
more. Up to the time of the accident, 
in the 29th mile, Stinson made new rec- 
ords from six to 14 miles, inclusive. In 
the hour Stinson rode 88 miles, 1049 
yards, and Elkes 38 miles and 80 yards.

STORY OF STARVATION 


Which Drove Gold Seekers to the 
Point of Becoming Cannibals 

Oswego, N. Y., Aug. 28.—.A letter just 
received here from William C. Brown, 
a Klondike gold seeker, reintes that 
George Dean, Jack Huston and Joseph 
Thierry, prospectors, started from their 
camp on Portage creek in an endeavor 
to reach civilization. Their progress 
was impeded by swollen streams, and 
they left that route to seek another. 
Their provisions gave out, and for 22 
days they subsisted on snails, grass, 
roots and the eggs of wildfowl. Final- 
ly Dean became sick and was not able 
toeat anything. He died of starvation. 

The party had at this time reached 
the bank of Aigapuk river, 12 miles 
from Teller City, within the Arctic cir- 
ele. The day after Dean's death Louis 
Reach and George Wood, who were 
prospecting in the neighborhood, were 
attracted by peculiar cries as of some- 
one in distress. ‘They made their way 
to the river bank, and there discovered 
Huston and Thierry, who had eut flesh 
from the body of Dean, and were about 
to eat it. The rescuers were just in 
time to prevent this.

fhe Article Which Is at the Fonunda- 
tion of Present Good Form, 

A few misguided persons have de- 
cried the new straight fronted corset 
as unnatural, inelegant and in other 
uncomplimentary terms. Even the 
barmless, necessary stocking support- 
ers usually attached to the waist have 
been described as leathern bands for 
holding the figure forward in a pos!l- 
tion approximating the once styli$h 
Grecian bend. 

Other objectors to the most sensible 
corsets that have been invented are 
evidently persons who have not re- 
alized that ap 18 inch waist represents 
not beauty, but deformity and, in the 
present state of feminine opinion, vul- 
garity also, or that a woman’s natural 
figure is not shaped like an hourglass. 


THE STRAIGHT FRONTED CORSET. 


For many a long year war has been 
waged against tight lacing, and at last 
Dame Fashion bas veered to the same 
side; hence the new corset. 

It is perfectly true that the straight 
corset increases the size of the waist, 
but it also dlecreases the size below the 
waist and produces a slender, graceful 
and naturally proportioned figure with- 
out exerting any of the pressure that 
prevailed in the days when small 
waists were fashionable. 

It is, of course, absolutely necessary 
that straight corsets ‘should really be 
cut to follow the lines of the, figure ac- 
curately and give support only where 
it is needed. 

Suspenders attached to the corsets do 
not pull the figure forward, but keep 
the corset in place and prevent it slip- 
ping up or becoming unfasteued, which 
it is rather apt to do, a proof that it is 
really easy fitting and comfortable. 

A good deal of nonsense has also 
been talked concerning what is termed 
the “straight fronted walk,” which has 
been condemned by the critics of the 
hew corset as “assertive” and “affect- 
ed.”

A Tempting Dessert, 

Floating Island.—Measure out a quart 
of milk, a tablespoonful of corn starch 
and a teacupful of sugar. Beat the 
yolks of four eggs with half a teacupful 
of the milk, dissolve the corn starch in 
three tablespoonfuls of milk and stir 
the two together. Bring the remainder 
of the milk to boiling, add eggs and 
corn starch, cook until creamy, then 
add half a teaspoonful of salt and the 
sugar. When the sugar Is dissolved 
and stirred in gently, take from the fire 
and when half cooked flavor with lem- 
on juice. Whip the whites of the eggs 
add two tablespoonfuls of sugar. Drop 
by spoonfuls over the custard and keep 
cool until served.

In reply to a letter in relation to the 
fund, writtea by one of the trustees to 
Mrs. Cody, her brother, Rev. W. J. Me- 
Carthy, wrote In her behalf: “If the 
sum subscribed can be donated as it 
is, she will gratefully accept the same 
with public thanks for the generosity 
of the citizens concerned. If the sub- 
scribers do not desire to place the gift 
as it is in her bands, she would re- 
spectfully request the appointed trus- 
tees to return the same with her thanks 
to the respective donors.” 

Phe trustees were of the opinion that 
they had no right to pay this money 
directly to Mrs. Cody at this time, and 
checks for the amounts of the gifts were 
returned to the donors yesterday after- 
noon. The entire amount of money 
was raised within a few days after Offi- 
cer Cody was shot, and a number of 
citizens were interested in circulating 
the subscription papers.

-For fear that it 
Will pass unnoticed I Will say in the 
beginning that this suit is a yachting}

doubly sure. Some of the suits for this 
purpose are made of such brilliant 
colors as far as the trimmings go that 
they could be seen farther than the} 
wireless telegraph could reach. Bright 
green and scarlet are put with the 


white, and sometimes both together. 
But the suit in the Illustration has 


feather edged braid in black around 
fhe bottom of the skirt in such a way 
as to suggest hemstitching. This braid 
is among the new kinds, and as may 
be seen it is ornamental at a very low 
cost. There are other colors besides 
black. 

The dress is of white serge and of 
the waterproof kind. The waist differs 
somewhat from the accepted idea of 
what a seagoing suit should be. ‘This 
is a blouse with four rows of the braid | 
around the lower part and a stitched 
belt of serge. Across the bust are 
straps bound with dark blue surah and 
fastening with brass buttons. Across 
the shoulders is fastened a large Rum- 
cbhunda handkerchief, with the center 
of a dull blue and a border of deep 
blue, and with some red and yellow 
Stripes along the edges. This handker- 
chief is fastened at the chest with two 
brass buttons, and the rest is left to! 

It hangs in a point in the 
back. The sleeves are bell and cuff! 
shape, and not so well adapted as full 
bishop would be, but then these are} 
newer.

Another odd style has | 
the reefer frout, and the back is a com | 
bination of box shape and fitted form 
The side seaws fit, but the back, which 
is cut in two pieces, makes it a regular 
box shape, with the little notches at 
the sides. A yoke across the shoulders 
in the back is the novelty in one more 
coat. The rest of the back is in two 
shaped pieces half fitting and trimmed | 
witb narrow black soutache. 

Some of the handsomest automobile 
eoats are made of real Irish frieze.

COUNSEL FOR SAMPSON 


Schley’s Friends Think It In- 
dicative of Weakness. 


ACTION IS PROPER, HOWEVER 


Because of the Fact That Admiral’s 
Mental and Physical Condition Has 
Been Failing For Some Time—‘To 


Clear Oue Will Convict the Other’? 
Washington, Aug. 30.—Ever since it 
became known that Admiral Sampson 
would be a witness in the court of in- 
aoley and that he had probably en- 

gaged an attorney to represent him, the 
Schley partisans have lnid great stress 
upon the latter fact as indicative of 
a weak case, or somethipg worse. 

One of the Schley newspapers, tn 
speaking of the powers of the court of 
inquiry, says that “it may go to the 
length” of permitting persons in see- 
ondary interest the privilege of employ- 
ing counsel before’ the court. This 
plainly alludes to Sampson. But the 
phrase “to go to the length” finds no 
warrant in the traditions of courts of 
inquiry. Unlike a courtmartial, the 
judge advocate in the forthcoming trial 
will not be a prosecuting attorney, but 
merely an aid to the court in bringing 
out the legal bearings of the sup- 
posedly quite as much on one side as 
on the other. 

For the accused to be represented by 
counsel is rather unusual, and is as sig 
nificant as for one of the witnesses, 
Whose relation to the case is as close as 
Admiral Sampson's, to do the same 
thing. The court not only has full 
power to admit or to exclude any at- 
torneys that may present themselves, 


case, 


but the precept itself explicitly sug- 
gests considerable latitude when it 
said: “The court may any time grant 


to others interested and entitled there- 
to like privilege.’ These privileges 
refer to the right to be present, either 
in person of by counsel, to cCross-ey 
amine witnesses and to have 
the departmental office.

While it is a somewhat delicate sub* 


ject to speak of, the fact is not dis- 
euised im naval circles that Admiral 
Sampson has for many months “not 


been the man he used to be,” mentally 
or physically. His memory has be 
come very treacherous, It is thought 
that this condition began to 
shortly after the Santiago campaign, 
and hos doubtless been aggravated by 
the criticisins of the last three years, 

Sampson's friends feel that it is but 
just to him to let it be known that his 
health has been failing for some time 
and that he is particularly in need of a 
representative during the lone trial. 
Everybody assumes that the trial wili 
be long, with 46 witnesses announced 
by the judge advocate and about as 
many Admiral Schley’s list, 

“To clear one will be to convict the 
other,” is a current phrase which doubt- 
less summarizes the purposes of the ex- 

evedingly skillful attorneys who have 
Admiral Schley’s case in hand. In 
these cirecnimstances it is especially 
necessary that Sampson should be rep- 
resented by counsel. 

Acting Secretary Hackett has re- 

ceived a letter from Rear Admiral How- 

ison, which is described in the depart- 
ment as “personal and not official.” 
Such rigid secrecy is maintained as to 
all developments pertaining to the court 
of inquiry that nothing can be learned 
as to the nature of the letter.

TWENTY PERSONS MISSING 


Steamer Disaster Much More Serlous 
Than at First Supposed 
Philadelphia, Aug. 30.—It has de. 
veloped that the result of the explosion 
of the boiler on the steamer City of 
Trenton, while on he? way up the Del- 
aware river from this city to Trenton, 
Was more appalling than was at first 
supposed, Nine persons are known 
positively to be dead, at least 20 are 
missing, most of whom ar believed to 
have been on the steamer, and two of 
the injured, still in the hospital, will 

probably die. 

pt the SO persons taken to the hospital 
in the house of correction, near the 
scene of the explosion, nine are still In 
the institution, 

That there are more victims in the 
river is the firm belief of the author!- 
ties, and their failure to find additional 
dead is supposed to be due to the strong 
current in the river, at the place where 
the explosion occurred. The water was 
pumped out of the hull of the burned 
Steamer, after which a careful search 
was made for additional victims of the 
explosion, but none was found. An at- 
tempt was made at high tide yesterday 
afternoon to float the vessel, but it was 
unsuccessful, 

As to the exact cause of the explosion 
nothing is yet known, but a rigid inves- 
tigation is to be conducted at once. 

Many of the passengers maintain that 
the City of Trenton was racing at her 
topmost speed, and that if this had not 
been the case the accident would not 
have happened. ‘This is partly borne 
out by a statement said to have been 
made by Assistant Engineer Chew. 
Chew told his wife that he expected to 
be killed by an explosion on the steam- 
er, as the company made the engineers 
keep up too high pressure of steam.

First Anniversary of 
Rey. Dr. Todd. 


Very Close Connection Between 
Pastor and People. 


Two hundred parishioners of the 
First Presbyterian church sat down at 
beautifully decorated tables clad in 
spotless linen and groaning under 
choice eatables in the vestry of the 
church Thursday evening. 

The occasion was the first anni- 
versary of Rey. Dr. Todd, as pastor of 
the church, and he was the honored 
guest of his admiring people. Mr. 
James Joss acted as chairman, and the 
social event opened with a well 
rendered anthem by the choi, and 
prayer offered by the pastor. He stated 
the object of the meeting was three- 
fold: to observe the anniversary of 
their pastor's work among them; to 
express their thankfulness fur his 
labors, and enjoy themselves together 
socially; and to honor their pastor 
whom they had learned to love. 

He in a very brief speech spoke 
highly of the work of the congrega- 
tion since Dr. Todd became their 
pastor, and avowed they must all be 
of granite if his ministrations did not 
do them gocd in every way. He said 
he expressed the hope of the congrega- 
tion, and of many outside of it, that 
Dr. Todd would remain among them. 

A very interesting and enjoyable pro- 
gram was then given in which John 
Garmory played a cornet solo, and re- 
sponded to a hearty encore; Mrs. Hutt 
rendered in fine style, ‘Stolen 
Grapes’’ Miss Bessie E. Todd sang 
sweetly, *‘The Broken Pitcher’’ and in 
response toa storm of applause gave, 
**Bonnie Mary of Argyle.’ Miss Alice 
Joss played a selection on the violin 
Miss Mary Joss read most acceptably 
**Franz’s Violin Composition,’’ and 
was accompanied by Master Ralph 
Odiorne on the violin. Misses Bessie 
Todd and Maggie Esson sang a duet, 
and the choir rendered several selec- 
tions under the faithful leadership of 
Mr. George Bowman. After which a 
bountiful supper was served, 

When justice had been done to the 
‘inner man,’ brief speeches were made 
by Mr. Joss, Alex. Clark as president 
of the board of trustees, and Alfred 
Bishop for the session, They eulogized 
warmly Dr. Todd as a preacher, and a 
wise leader, and spoke of the progress 
made during his ministry. They urged 
all to greater faithfulness in the work. 

Dr. Todd was called upon, and re- 
coived an ovation. Ina fitting speech, 
bristling with humor, he spoke of the 
pleasure of this gathering and of the 
embarassment their kind words and 
generous deeds had created for him. 
That was more serious than being 
called upon to speak without prepara- 
tion, though that had its drawbacks. 
He was there uninvited but he made it 
a habit to follow his wife,and his nose. 
He had done so tonight and was led 
into a most excellent company, and 
social enjoyment. He did not know 
why so many ministers were unhappy, 
for God had always given him a 


pleasant people. He was somewhat 
like the minister who had _ tbree 
different pastorates. Each church 


was divided when he was called to it. 
But they all got tired differing before 
he got there, and unity.and usefulness 
followed. They had bad a good year 
together, as pleasant as any in his 
ministry, but he disclaimed any special 
merit, or anything meriting special 
honor. It was to God they must give 
the praise. ¥ 

He said, considering that we are 
nearly all from other soil we have got 
along fairly well during the year. You 
know outsiders say ‘‘the Englishman 
owns it all,*’ ‘‘the Scotchman knows 
it all,’’ and, ‘‘the Irishman bossesal!,’’ 
which must be quite a bandicap in 
their church life. The Canadian 
springs from one or all of these, and 
in some respects is even worse off. 
Bat, miy observation is, there is really 
a wondrous likeness in the different 
members of the human family.

He was glad their presence tonight 
gave the lie to the intidel cry that the 
church of Christ is on the wane. It is 
the selfish, sinful wish which is father 
to that thought, He advised men to 
keep in closer touch with ministers, 
all classes would find in them their 
truest friend. Ministers are men who 
can laugh, and be as happy and jovial 
as the next gentleman. The minister 
to be successful must be sociable and

Mill Men Intend to Make Them 
Skilled Workmen 


STRIKERS ARE WEAKENING | 


i 


In the Opinion of Corporation Offi- 
clals, While Amalgamated Men De- 
clare to the Contrary—Burns’ Idea 


of Arbitration Rejected 
Y 

Pittsburg, Aug. 30.—Officials of the 
mills of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion that were closed by the strike of the 
Amalgamated association state that 
they are receiving many applications 
from former employes for work. The 
announcement that the company would 
start their mills non-union has, the offi- 
cials believe, caused a weakening in 
the ranks of the strikers and many are 
seeking cover. 

The Amalgamated officials, however, 
claim that their ranks are unbroken 
and: strong as ever. One of the steel 
officials says that there is a general 
mistake being made regarding the 
tie necessary to train inexperienced 
men and make them capable of operat 
ing mill machines. ‘This has been be- 
lieved to have been the case so long that 
few have taken the trouble to prove it 
otherwise. It is now determined, h 
says, to have new men placed In posi- 
tions that will give them a chance to 
learn the skilled work, and many of the 
men who hold menial positions in the 
union mills are to be taught skilled 
work with which they are in a measure 
familiar through long association with 
the workings of the mills. It is con- 
fidently asserted that before many 
months pass it will be possible to pro- 
duce many new meu and plenty to man 
all plants that are now idle, and which 
unbon 1oen bave refused to take hold of. 
The strikers say it will take years to 
accomplish this. 

Reports from all the mills of the cor- 
poration show that steady gains are be- 
ing made in the force of non-union men. 
The strikers claim to have induced six 
non-union men to desert the Star mills 
yesterday. On the other hand Superin- 
tendent Piper of the Star plant an- 
nounced that he is nearly ready to start 
up the other mills in the plant, and the 
men now waiting for the improvements 
to be completed are in the mill. 

In the Painter mills the work is pro- 
gressing smoothly, and no desertions 
are reported. 

The only significant action in Law- 
renceville yesterday was the suecess- 
ful starting of the guide mill in the 
Lower Union mills of the Carnegie 
company. Thestart was made, accord 
ing to the officials, with a full crew, and 
the mill will be run without interrup- 
tion. 

Regartling the rumor that the steel 
workers’ sirike would affect the open- 
ing of the window glass plants this fall, 
a prominent manufacturer says the 
reason given for this is absurd. The 
building trades, he says, have not been 
affected by the strike in the least, as 
was claimed. ‘The structural steel 
mills have not been stopped at any time 
and buildings have been carried up 
without interruption. If there isa 
delay in starting the glass factory fires, 
they say ft will be for other causes. 

The American Tin Plate company has 
announced that it will start the Demm- 
ler mills of the company on Monday 
of next week. Police protection has 
been asked for from Mayor Black of 
McKeesport. 

Officials of the Amalgamated assocla- 
tion will not discuss the report of in- 
junctions being served against their 
members at Canal Dover, O., until they 
hear officially from their district ofli- 
cers. It is believed by many of the lay 
members of the association that some 
effective way will be found by which 
injunctions can be circumvented. 

Reports from outside points indicate 
no change in the strike situation. Much 
interest is being taken at McKeesport 
over the announcement that the Demm- 
Jer plant will surely be started on Mon- 
day, and the strikers say every possible 
effort will be made peaceably and law- 
fully to prevent the company making a 
success of its venture. 

Simon Burns announces from Indian- 
apolis that his plan for settling the steel 
strike by arbitration has been rejected 
by President Schwab of the United 
States Steel corporation. 3urns de- 
clared that another plan would be sub- 
mitted to President Schwab. Tle said: 

“I submitted my plan to Mr. Schwab 
merely as a suggestion, and, if there 
{s anything in it that is objectionable 
to the trust officials, it can be modified. 
When I return to Pittsburg I shall take 
the matter up again with Mr. Schwab 
in the hope of making some kind of an 
arrangement whereby the strike ques- 
tion can be submitted to arbitration. I 
thing President Shaffer of the Amalga- 
mated association has acted fairly in 
agreeing to submit his side of the 
trouble to arbitration.” 


A Decision Against Pickets 

Chicago, Aug. 30,--Tnion pickets may 
be arrested without warrants and held 
to the criminal court for unlawful in- 
terference if they touch a non-union 
man and request the privilege of a com 
versation. This was the purport of a 
decision rendered here by Justice Doyle, 
when he held for the criminal court two 
of the strike committee of an iron 
moulders’ union, who pulled the sleeve 
of a moulder, andsaid: “CanI speak 
with you?” 


The Columbia Strike 
Columbia, S. C., Aug. 30.—The strike 
of the textile union continues. There 
is no sign of weakening on either side. 
The mill officials and operatives each 
predict defeat for the other.

GUERILLAS ROUTED 


Colombia Has Not Resented Forelgn- 
ers’ Aid to Rebels 

New York, Aug. 30.—The Associated 
Press has received the following dis- 
patch, dated Bogota, Aug. 24, from a 
Celombian official of high rans: 

General Ospino, acting minister of 
war, who has prepared an excellent and 
extensive plan of campaign, confirms 
the reports that within the last 15 days 
he has destroyed nearly all of the Co- 
lombian guerillas. 

The government of Colombia has 
maintained strict neutrality regarding 
Ecuador avd Venezuela, notwitlistand- 
ing the fact that the governments of 
the said countries have upheld and ef- 
fectively aided the rebels of Colombia, 
thus prolonging the revolution in this 
country. 

Recently the revolutionary chiefs of 
Colombia have met on the frontier of 
Venezuela to organize new invasions 
of Colombia, using the munitions of 
war accumulated by the government of 
Venezucla on her frontiers, 

A party of Venezuelans surrounded 
near Cufcuta are about to return to 
their country. They are commanded 
by Rangel Gerbiras. 

The position taken by the government 
of Colowhia is one of peace and neu- 
trality. These are fundamental canons 
in her foreign policy. Colombia feels 
certain that she can maintain her rights 
and repel whatever foreign invasions 
may olfer, 


A Telephone Deal 

New York, Aug. 30.—Charles W. 
Morse has made a proposition to the 
board of directors of the Telephone, 
Telegraph and Cable company of Amer- 
ica, to purchase that corporation out- 
right for $2,000,000 in cash. ‘This is 
the only formidable rival of the Bell 
Telephon» company. Confidential cir- 
eulars, announcing the offer made by 
Mr. Morse, were mailed to the stock- 
holders of the company yesterday, in 
which the board of directors recom- 
mended the acceptance of the offer, in 
view of the fact that “a large number 
of stockholders are not willing to ad- 
vance additional funds,”

FURNITURE THAT FITS ITS PLACE 
AND GIVES UNIQUE EFFECTS. 


Cabinets For Lamps and Other Arti-; 
cles—What Woods Are Appropri- 
ate—A Picturtsque Brick Fireplace 
With Side Seats. 


One may have good success in ar- 
ranging the furnishings of a room un- 
til the corners are reached; then arises 
perplexity. Ready to hand furniture 
evidently was mot designed to go in 
corners of rooms, so if one is to have 
anything to fit artistically into them it 
must of necessity be made to fit the

place. Suggestions along this line with 
the accompanying drawings are made 
by a writer in The Household. One 
sketch, the corner fireplace, with side 
seats, presupposes a house in process 
of construction. The other can be fit- 
ted to corners in houses already occu- 
pied. 

Corner devices. are arranged for the 
attractive display of pretty ornaments, 
a lamp, a jardiniere or other article. 
The one illustrated has a gracefully 
turned opening into which is set a glass 
globe of goldfish. Another has a closet 
whose hinged door is a framed picture, 
a unique device that is out of the com- 
mon. The curtained space below this 
can be utilized for books or for other 
purposes, as desired. 

A design for a corner writing desk 
combines the practical with the artis- 
tic. A hinged “leaf” is supported by 
side strips of brass that slide up be- 
hind the board front when the desk Is 
closed. There is space below for a 
closet and small, triangular closets 
above, with an open space, letter 
shelves and a small drawer near at
